Gov. Deneen held a private conference with 
Secretary Taft this morning after the latter 
had agreed to comply with the request of 


President R. R. McCormick of the sanitary 


district to file a bill of injunction in the Cir- 


‘cult court at Chicago against the Calumet 
feature of the drainage canal. 


During the afternoon the governor lunched 


‘with the president and Mrs. Roosevelt, the 


other guests being Secretary Garfield, who 
knows the Ohio situation thoroughly; Wayne 
MacVeagh Jr. of New York, a son of the 
former attorney general, and Lewis M. Id- 


‘dings, consul general at Cairo, Egypt. 


Later, accompanied by Mr. McCormick and 


‘Attorney E. C. Lindley, the governor went 
‘to Baltimore and inspected the model peni- 


tentiary at that point, leaving during the 


‘evening for Chicago. 


‘Presidency Is Discussed. 


It may be eaid authoritatively that the 
presidential situation was canvassed both at 
the war department and at the White house. 
Gov. Deneen was not, however, asked in so 
many words to support the candidacy of 
Secretary Taft, though it was made clear to 
him that his help would be greatly appre- 
ciated. The conferences were more for the 
purpose of improving the acquaintanceship 
between the governor and the president and 


the secretary of war. 


The first interview, held some weeks ago, 
was introductory, and in accordance wits the 


,plan to bring Secretary Taft in touch with 


influential politiciane throughout the coun- 
try, It occurred upon the initiative of the 
president. Gov. Deneen was responsible for 
those which took place today, and this fact 


' lent some color to the report that he had 


come to Washington to seek the support of 
the administration in his fight for reform 
legislation at Springfield. According to what 
the governor said, however, there is abso- 
lutely no foundation for this report. 

“ The fight at Springfield,”” he eald, “ is not 
national in any senge of the word. The inter- 
ference of the administration could do no 
good, even if it were attempted. Certainly I 
have not asked the president to intervene, and 
shall not do so,” 


No Fight on Cannon. 
It was authoritatively ascertained that a 
working agreement between the administra- 


, tion and the governor was not perfected to- 


day, but the way was paved for it, and it 
would surprise no one should Mr. Deneen 


| use his influence to secure the indorsement of 
| Secretary Taft. He will not do so, however, 


at the expense of Speaker Cannon. He has 
no intention of antagonizing the speaker 
and his friends and will join heartily in the 


} movement to instruct the Iilinols delegation

of little Horace Marvin, who disappeared 
from his father’s home near Kitts Hammock, 
near here, on March 4, was found this after- 
noon in a marsh, only half a mile from the 
Marvin home. 

The boy was found lying face downward 
in a pool of water. It was clad in the same 
clothes the child wore on the day he dis- 
appeared. The knit “‘ stocking cap’’ the 
boy wore was pulled down over his face 
clear to the neck. There was no discolora- 
tion’ or bruises. 


Clings to Murder Theory. 

Dr. Horace Marvin believes his boy was 
murdered by the kidnapers. Others believe 
so too. In support of the murder theory they 
point to the fact that the grass over the spot 
where the body was found was burned over 
four weeks ago. There are no marks of fire 
on the child's clothing. Dr. Marvin himself 
yesterday nailed up a fence post almost on 
the spot where the body was found, There 
was no body there then. 

Frank and Oliver Pleasanton and Howard 
Marvin had searched over the spot on their 
hands and knees three weeks ago, So did 
Detective Simmons. They declare they could 
not have missed even an egg. 

Wundreds of farmers, detectives, and news- 
paper men had searched over the ground 
foot by foot day after day. It seems incredi- 
ble that the body coun | have been there and 
not been found. 

Late tonight the coroner impaneled a jury, 
which will meet at 11 o'clock tomorrow and 
hold an inquest at the Marvin farm. 


Baddest Day of His Life, 

“There is little for me to say tonight,” 
said Dr. Marvin as the sun sank on the sad- 
dest day of his life. “‘In my hour of great 
gloom and unepeakable suspense, the whole 
American people, particularly the presse of 
the country, to which I cannot express thanks 
enough, labored night and day to find my 
boy. He is found now, the same little boy, 
the same little clothing, we bundled up for 
hdm on that bitter cold day In which he went 
to play in the haystack. 

“The awful horror of not knowing, day or 
night, where the little fellow was, whether 
in torture or privation, is now upon us. If 
his life had been taken in the peace of God, 
or by foul hands afraid of the death penalty 
for kidnaping, then that ia a matter for the 
state of Delaware to consider, not for me."’ 


Physical Task Impossible. 

Mrs. Myles Standish stated tonight that 
she will testify that on the day little Horace 
was lost, fifteen minutes after she and her 
little daughter Rose had missed him, she 
went across the farm in the direction of the 
spot where his body was found. 

“I wae attracted there first because the 
mules, which are reckless at times when 
out at pasture, were turned loose on thie 
part of the farm,” said Mrs. Standish this 
evening. “The slow way Horace walks I 
know that he could not have been more 
than one-third of the distance across that 
long wheat field, and, in my opinion, he 
coulé not possibly have strayed where he 
was found today. It would have been the 
work of an hour, facing the flerce northeast 
wind on that biting cold day, with the tem- 
perature almost sero.” 


Brother Is Positive. 

Howard Marvin, who will also testifn, is 
alike positive he looked thoroughly across 
the wheat field, which, with another pasture 
field, lay between the stack yard and the 
pool where the body was found 

“I even climbed upon the stack 20 I could 
see all over the farm except the woods,” said 
Howerd Mervin. “ Why, I coulé have even 
seen by brother if he had fallen down, for 
there was no wheat up in March.” 

State officials will arrive in the morning 
to assist the coroner.in making a thorough 
investigation of the whole affaix. 


Following their refusal to resign and their 
threat to fight in the courts, Mayor Busse 
yesterday afternoon summarily removed the 
members of the city civil service commission 
and appointed the following citizens to fill 
their places: 

ZINA EB. CARTER, republican, former president 
of the Chicago drainage board and a brother of 
Justice O. N. Carter of the state supreme court, 
to succeed Frank Wenter. 

ELTON LOWER, republican, at present a mem- 
ber of the county civil service board, to succeed 
Joseph Powell. , 

M. L. M'KINLEY, democrat,former member of 
the state legislature and a practicing attorney, to 
succeed William Prentiss. & 

The discharged commissioners are accused 
by the mayor of neglect of duty and were 
removed under the section of the civil service 
law giving the mayor discretionary power to 
take such action on the grounds of “ incom- 
petence, neglect of duty, or malfeasance in 
office.” 


New Board Appointed at Once. 


While the ousted officials were denouncing 
the mayor and threatening to appeal to the 
courts to keep them fn office, Mr. Busse was 
quietly putting a new merit board in office. 
Messengers carried notices of their dis- 
charge to Mr. Powell, Mr. Wenter, and Mr. 
Prentiss, while other messengers bore to Mr. 
Carter, Mr. Lower, and Mr. McKinley formal 
notification of their appointment, to take 
effect at once. 

Acceptances were received from the new 
appointees with little delay, and at 5 p. m. 
Mayor Busse announced that the new board 
was in office and would be expected to take 
up its duties tomorrow morning. The ex- 
pedition with which the transformation of 
the body was carried out was due to the re- 
port that the removed commissioners were 
seeking to obtain an injunction prohibiting 
the installation of their successors. 

The new incumbents are well known fn the 
community. Mr. Carter is from the Thirty- 
fourth ward and is known as a leader in the 
Lorimer wing of the republican party. Mr. 
Lower lives in the Twenty-fifth ward, and 
Mr. McKinley, who lives in the Twenty- 
sixth, is a former state representative whose 
appointment was recommended to the mayor 
by Roger Sullivan, 


Counci] to Be Notified. 


Mayor Busse said he expected to notify 
the city council] tomorrow night of the diz 
charge of the old commission and the reason 
for his action. The law provides that this 
shall be done within ten days, though the 
council has no authority to pass on either 
the appointment or removal of members of 
the board. The law merely requires the re- 
port of a discharge, with the cause therefor, 

One of the mayor's closest advisers said 
last night that in all probability Mr. Busse 
will state his ground for the removal of the 
board in the terse phrase “*’ neglect of duty,’’ 
but if the council so desires he will submit 
an extensive bill of particulars. Among 
the charges will be these: 

The civil. service commissioners neglected to in- 
vestigate the charges of police corruption when 
first brought to their attention several weeks be- 
fore election. 

When they finally undertook the investigation 
they neglected to act in their own capacity on 
the conditions revealed, but merely turned the 
evidence over to the grand jury. 

The board declined to approve Chief Collins’ re- 
newal of furlough as a captain in July, 1906, but 
approved pay rolls on which he was recorded as 
‘*@ captain on leave of absence.” By thus dodg- 
ing the issue they left Collins a loophole through 
which he now seeks to remain on the force. 

“Tf the council desires to know just how 
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Huffcut, persona} counsel of Gov. Hughes, 
former dean of Cornell university law school, 
and one of the leading authorities on consti- 
tutional and international law in the United 
States, a victim of insomnia, due to over- 
work, ended his life today by shooting. 

The upper deck of the Hudson river steam- 
er C. W. Morse was chosen by Mr. Huffcut 
as the scene for the commission of his tragic 
act. Some time early this morning as the 
vessel was coming down the river from Al- 
bany to this city, and while the steamer was 
swept by a heavy rainstorm which prevailed 
for hours, the lawyer seated himself in a 
deck chair and sent a bullet into his brain. 
His body was found hours later by a deck 
hand when the steamer had almost reached 
its dock. 


Leaves Letter for Sister. 


On the body was found an envelope ad- 
dressed to ** The Coroner of New York,” and 
in this were found two letters, one to the 
coroner and,the other to Huffcut's sister, 
Miss Lillian Huffcut of this city. 

The latter, in part, ils as follows: 

Friday, May 8.—Dear Sister: I left for Ithaca 
tonight, but decided to take my body down to you 
in New York in order that I might be cremated. 
You will attend to that forme. If you have any 
difficulty call on my old friend, De L——, whe will 
assist you. ~ 

I am going down the river enjoying the pros- 
pect of going out to sea. The ashes I leave behind 
may be disposed of at present as the others pre- 
fer, but eventually you will take them to Hast- 
lawn. Do not permit any public services of any 
sort whatever. If the immediate family want pri- 
vate services in B. let it be soon, but have no one 
else. 

Good-by. I don’t want you or any of the others 
to be troubled about thia. I've really postponed 
it often on account of others, but this time I am 
doing it. After all, in the end one mus have his 
own way of escape. 

You must stay and do what is necessary.

Gov. Hughes Praises Lawyer. 

The governor was deeply affected by the 
death of his friend and counselor. He said 
he was utterly at a loss to account for his 
act. 

“T cannot tell you how shocked and ead- 
dened I am by this event,” said Gov. Hughes 
in speaking of Mr. Huffcut’s death. “ Dean 
Huffcut wae not only my legal adviser but 
had long b2en my personal friend. I had the 
highest admiration for his qualities of mind 
and heart.” 

Dean Huffcut, since the first of the year, 
when he took the place of personal counsel 
to the governor, had been working under 
a tremendous preasure. The whole burden 
of drafting the public utilities bill to con- 
form with the ideas of Gov. Hughes fell 
upon him. He had worked from fourteen 
to sixteen hours a day on this proposition. 


Sketch of His Career. 


Mr. Huffcut wae born at Kent, Conn., In 
1860 and was greGuated from Cornell uni- 
versity in 1884. He was for a time private 
secretary to President Andrew D. White at 
Cornell, and was an instructor in English at 
Corneil in 1888-"80. 

Later he was a professor of law in North- 
western university and Indiana university. 
In 1893 he returned to Cornell as a professor 
of law, and in 1008 he was made dean of the 
faculty of law at Cornell university. 

He wae active in legislative reform move- 
ments ané was the author of several legal 
works, including one entitled “ The Law of

Two Detectives Involved.. 


The last indictment deals only with the 
political operations of Detectives James Mc- 
Grath and Patrick J. McNulty. who are 
charged with “ unlawfully, feloniously, and 
corruptly conspiring to do an {illegal act, 
then and there injurious to the public 
morals."’ This conspiracy, as set forth in the 
indictments, develops to be the collection of 
political funds from various policemen in 
South Chicago.

Penalty for Destroying Records. 


The section of chapter 38 of the criminal 
code under which the indictment charging 
the mutilation of records and the withhald- 
ing of them from his successor was voted 
against Collins is as follows: 

“Section 216—WithholMing records, etc., 
from uccessors. If any person whose office 
shall be abolished by ‘aw, vacated or de- 
termited by removal from office, resignation, 
death, expiration of the time for which he 
was elected or appointed, or other cause, or 
his executors, administrators, or other per- 
sons shall willfully and unlawfully withhold, 
or detain from his successor or other person 
entitled thereto by law, the records, papers, 
documents, or otner writings, or other arti- 
cles of property appertaining or belonging 
to such officer. or mutilate, destroy, or take 
away the same, the person so offending shall 
be imprisoned {fn the penitentiary not less 
than one year nor more than five years.” 


Conspiracy Law Quoted, 


Section 46 of the general conspiracy act of 
the Illinois statute furnished the authority 
under which the indictments charging con- 
spirady were returned. The law upon this 
subject is as follows: 

“To do an illegal act, etce—If any two 
or more persons conspire or agree together, 
or the officers or executive committee of 
any society or organization or corporation 
shall issue any circular or edict asthe action 
of an instruction of its members, or any other 
persons, societies, organizations, or corpora- 
tions for the purpose of establishing a black- 
list or boycott, or shall post or distribute any 
written or printed notice in any place, with 
the fraudulent or malicious intent wrongful- 
ly and wickedly to injure the person, charac- 
ter, husinees, or employment of property of 
another, or toobtain money or other property 
by false pretenses, or to do apy illegal act 
injurious to the public trade, health, morals, 
police, or administration of public justice, 
or to prevent competition in the letting of 
any contract by the state, or the author’ 
ties of any counties, city, town, or village, 
or to entice any person not to enter into such 
competition, or to commit any felony, they 
shall' be deemed guilty of conspiracy, and 
every such offender, whether as individuals 
or as officers of any society or organization, 
and every person convicted of such coan- 
spiracy at common law, shall be imprisoned 
in the penitentiary not exceeding five years, 
or fined not exceeding $2,000, or both.’’ 


License Officers Examined. 

Several witnesses were heard curing the 
last session of the grand jury.

Springfield, Ill., May 4.—[Specia!.]—The Chi- 
cago charter bill is to be passed In the house, 
Tuesday if the enrolling and engrossing de- 
partment can prepare the measure for a third 
reading. It was read a second time today, 
amended in four sections, and advanced for 
adoption. : 

Them it was discovered that the entire en- 
grossing department had taken French leave 
of Springfield and that no Spencerian expert 
was on the premises to tackle the job of re- 
ducing the bill and its amendments to hand- 
writing, as is necessary for passage. 

Telegrams were sent out advising these ex- 
perts of the advisability of their returning 
to the capital as rapidly as railroads would 
permit them, and forthwith getting busy with 
their pens and ink. 

Of the amendments voted into the charter 
today one was maneuvered by the demo- 
crates, who still had control of the remnants 
left in the house. In the committee a num- 
ber of exemptions have been made to the 
civil service provisions, and these would 
have made it possible to discharge a number 
of demoératic city employés. They included 
chief clerks and stenographers in the de- 
partment of public works, in the office of the 
building commissioner, the health commis- 
sioner, and corporation counsel, and all men 
who handle money. 


Democrats Save Their Friends. 

The democrats put through an amendment 
taking out these exceptions and leaving the 
bill in this respect as the charter convention 
framed it, with one exception, that the in- 
vestigators of the corporation counsel’s of- 
fice are exempt. 

Another amendment removes the age quali- 
fication Ip civil service examinations. 

The fourth amendment takes away from 
the city the right to levy taxes on trades 
and occupations. 

The shape in which the house will pase the 
charter is no indication of the shape in which 
it finally will be adopted by the legislature. 
It is the house organization’s plan to get it 
out of the way, throw all contests into the 
senate, and then have it out with the senate 
in conference. 

Changes Made in Bill. 

Any attempt to put ward boundaries into 
the bill will have to be made in the senate 
and the senate committee when it meets 
on Monday. A synopsis of the changes 
which were made in the charter bill in the 
house committee shows that the following 
amendments were made to the measure 
drafted by the charter convention: 

Article 1, section 6, providing that any right, 
power, office, or position continued by this charter 
shall be held subject to the terms upon which it 
is held tmmediately prior to the adoption of this 
charter, is stricken out. 

Article 3, chapter 1, sections 1 and 2, eliminating 
the party circle in municipal elections, are stricken 
out, thus restoring the present law. 

Chapter 8, relating to primary elections, is en- 
tirely stricken out and the state primary election 
law substituted. 

Article 4, section 7, is amended by adding the 
present law concerning the qualifications of can- 
Gidates for aldermen. 

Article 6, section 3, clauses 4 and 5, relating to 
the expiration of the term of office of aldermen 
and the fixing of the term of any elective officer, 
are stricken out. 

Article 6, section 4~Investigators in corporation 
counsels’ office exempted from the merit law; 
other exempts voted by the house committee in 
adiition to those provided in the original draft 
of the bill, killed by house amendment today. 

Article 7, section 5—Age qualification removed 
from the civil service examination requirements. 

Article 7, section 11, is amended by adding to the 
Hst of those exempt from civil service one chief 
deputy clerk to the heads of each department, a 
secretary and stenographer to the mayor, and two 
persons for each officer who handies public funds 
where commissioners unanimously consent. Ap- 
pointees to and of the board of education required 
to be legal voters of city, 

Article 7, section 6, is amended by providing 
that the civil service commission shall appoint, 
instead of continue to employ, a chief examiner. 

Article 9, section 9, is stricken out and the fol- 
lowing substituted: ‘°** The regulations by statute 
of a matter within the police power of the city shall 
not prevent the city council from prescribing a4- 
ditional regulations not conflicting with the stat- 
ute regarding the same subject matter.” _ 

Article 9, section 19, which extends the jurisdic- 
tion of the municipal courts to the restraining by 
is 
amended by limiting such power to the restraining 
of violations of ordinances for the abatement of 
nuisances. 

Article 11, section 12 is amended by adding that 
no person shall be eligible to the office of city 
terasurer for two terms in succession. 

Article 12, second 8—Authority to levy occupa- 
tion tax stricken out. 

Article 16, section 7, prohibiting the grant of a 
right to lay public utility appurtenances for the 
operation of any public utility, except upon peti- 
tion or consent, is amended so as to apply to the 
laying of railroad tracks. 

Article 18, section 14, is stricken out and a sec- 
tion inserted which places the park police under 
the control and supervision of the city. 

Article 19, section 1, providing that the city of 
Chicago shall constitute one school district, is 
amended by adding: ‘‘ And shall maintain a thor- 
ough and efficient system of free schools whereby 
all the children of .the city may receive a good 
common school education.’ 

Article 19, section 8, providing that the members 
of the board of education shall receive compensa- 
tion, is stricken out. 

Article 19, section 9, is amended by adding that 
the board shal] appoint @ secretary. 

Article 19, section 11, providing for the appoint- 
ment and removal of employés by the board of 
education, is stricken out and the present law re- 
lating hereto substituted. 

Article 19, section 27, ile amended by adding 
that in schools below the grade of high school text 
books shall not be changed oftener than once in 
four years. 

Article 19, section 29, fs amended by adding that 
the architect and chief engineer shall be subject 


to the general direction of the business manager, \ 


and that ‘‘ the board of education shall examine all 
persons offering themselves as candidates for 
teachers. and when found well qualified, shall give 
them certificates gratultously.’’ 

Article 19 {s amended by adding a section num- 
bered 82, to read as follows: ‘The provisions of 
this act, regarding education, shall constitute a 
part of the law intended to provide for the city of 
Chicago a system of free schools, and shall be con- 
strued in connection with the genera] school law 
of the state. except as by this act modified. the 
provisions of the general school law shall apply 
to the city of Chicago, and for the purpose of shar- 
ing tn the distribution of the common school fund 
and other distributive funds the schools of the city 
shall be deemed to be kept in accordance with the 
provisions of said law.’’ 

Article 20, section 4, is amended by placing 

truant officers under the civil service rules. 
" Article 22 is amended by adding two sections. ons 
providing that the general assembly may annul, 
repeal, or modify any or all sections of the charter 
in conformity with the constitution, and another 
that for the purpose of determining the relation 
of this charter to other acts of the general] assem- 
bly it shall be deemed to have been enacted at the 
time it shall be adopted by the voters of the city of 
Chicago. 

Article 28, relating to the submission of the 
charter to popular vote, is amended by adding a

BUSSE’S VIEW IS UPHELD. 


Citizens Regardless of Party Op- 
pose Demand Made by the 
Country Legislators. 


At @ Masemeeting yesterday which filled 
the council chamber of the city hall with 
men prominent in the public life of Chicago 
it was resolved by acclamation. on motion 
of Mayor Busse, that Chicago and Cook 
county will never consent to any: limitation 
of its representation In the state legisiature. 
The compromise which has been offered by 
the legislature that ff Chicago would con- 
sent to a limitation of representation its new 
charter would be granted was rejected 
promptly and emphatically, and the battle 
for the charter will be fought to a finish. 

Mayor Busse, who was received with pro- 
longed applause, prefaced his resolution with 
a few wo which summed up tae spirit of 
the meeting as echoed and reéchoed by 
speaker after speaker. 

MT think Chicago could better afford,’’ he 
said, “to lose its charter a‘ogether than 
have its representation Mmited. If they re- 
fuse to grant us the charter which we have 
Gemanded as our right we will continue the 
fight until it is granted.” 


Resolution Is Adopted. 

He then offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the committee appointed by the 
charter convention to look after the interests of the 
charter at Springfield advises the senate and house 
of representatives that it is the sense of this meet- 
ing that Cook county never will consent to any 
Hmitation of the representation to which it is 
entitled by the constitution, and chat this meeting 
calls upon the legislature to pass the charter as 
prepared by the citizens of Chicago in accordance 
with the constitutional amendment. 

Ald. Milton J. Foreman, who occupied the 
chair, immediately put the motion, which 
was adopted by acclamation. 

The meeting was called to order by State 
Senator Glackin. Every seat in the council 


chamber was filled with members of the city | 


céuncil, of the charter convention, and of 
the state senate, supplemented by a num- 
ber of city and county officials, represent- 
ing every department of the municipal and 
county government and every shade in poli- 
ticalcreeds. On the motion of Senator Glack- 
in, Ald. Foreman took the chair. 


Tells Basis of Opposition. 


Senator Glackin them responded to a call 
to inform the meeting as to what the senti- 
ment in Springfield is in regard to the charter. 
He said in part: 

“The country members opposed to grant- 
ing the charter claim that if passed under 
present conditions Chicago will have no occa- 
sion to ask for further legislation for many 
years to come. They say Chicago will be a 
state within a state, and will have power to 
interfere with legislation throughout Illinois. 
Therefore they urge that the representation 
of Chicago be limited. I am absolutely op- 
posed to this, Ithink Chicago should get the 
charter, perhaps not exactly as [t stands to- 
day, but substantially the same. Representa- 
tion should be maintained according to popu- 
lation, as provided by the constitution, and 
there should be no consent given to any lim- 
itation. Chicago should not accept the char- 
ter under any such conditions.”’ 

“We should not mortgage the future for 
the sake of the present,”’ declared Corpor- 
ation Counsel Brundege. ‘“ We have no 
right to barter away the constitutional rights 
of 2,000,000 people. Cook county and the 
people of Chicago will never consent to a 
limitation of their representation in the 
state legislature.” 

Country Members Criticised, 

The first personal note which was reached 
in the discussion came through Special Trac- 
tion Counsel Walter L. Fisher, who in a 
vehement speech assailed the motives of the 
country members.of the legislature who are 
attempting to block the passage of the char- 
ter or at least make a bargain for their con- 
sent to its adoption. 

*“ Wholly false and artificial issues have 
been injected into this matter,’’ said Mr. 
Fisher, “‘ by a small number of selfish men 
who wish to retain a certain amount of po- 
litica} influence which may or may not be 
theirs in the future. We are not going to 


‘ive up something to which we justly are en- 


titled. The charter falls far short of the 
measure of home rule to which Chicago is 
entitled and which is provided under the con- 
stitutional amendment. Let us fight this 
matter out along the lines of Justice and right 
and we will win. It is a mere attempt to 
compel concessions by @ stuffed club which 
weare not in any way called upon to grant.” 


Lieut. Gov. Sherman Assailed. 


The persona! note introduced by Mr. Fisher 
was quickly followed by President Schilling 
of the board of local improvements, who 
made a fierce attack upon Lieut. Gov. Sher- 
man for his attitude towards the charter. 

“There is one individual,’’ he said, * who 
appears to think he is commissioned by God 
Almighty to look after our interesta The 
only thing I know about this man and his 
connection with the legislature is that he was 
carried into the house on a stretcher to cast 
his vote in favor of the Allen bill. Wedonot 
need his protecting care, nor do we believe 
the Almighty has sent him to take Chicago 
under his pratecting wing. Home rule should 
be given to every city within the limits of 
Lllinols.”’ 

A side issue was introduced into the debate 
by William O’Connell, chairman of the coun- 
ty central democratic committee, who, while 
declaring that the Gemocratic organization 
of Cook county is unalterably opposed to any 
change in the state representation, also pro- 
tested against the inclusion in the charter 
of the clause providing for the redistricting 
of the city. 

Only one speaker ventured to suggest that 
perhaps some sort of compromise could be 
effected. Representative Hilh, somewhat tim- 
idly in view of the emphatic feeling shown 
by his audience, proposed that something 
might be done on the basis of a restri¢tion 
in the size of the senate, leaving the house of 
representatives still based on population. 


Fallacy Exposed by Wilson. 

The fallacy of one contention which has 
been niade by some of the opponents of the 
charter was shown by City Controller Wil- 
son. It has been claimed by the country 
members of the legislature who Oppose the 
charter that if it is passed Chicago \will be 
completely removed from the authority of 
the legislature and will have power to itner- 
fere with. legislation in the rest of the state 
Mr. Wilson pointed out that the charter can 
be modified by any general law passed by the 
legislature so that the city still will be under 
the control of the legtslature except in ag 
far as special laws are concerned.

Prentiss Full of Fight. 


“I have been wanting to retire from the 
office for some time,’’ said Mr. Prentiss late 
in the afternoon, “ but I don’t propose to be 
forced out in this high handed manner. 

‘* Mayor Busse is attempting to break down 
the civil service law for partisan purposes 
and I would not be doing my duty to the com- 
munity if I allowed such action to go without 
a protest. It is time that the courts were 
given a chance to say whether the mayor hag 
the power to remove the board wantonly and 
at will in this manner.

feeling that he ultimately will recover them 
through due process of law, Alfred Terrell, 
manager of the Simmons Manufacturing 
company, last night again took up quarters 
in his residence at Kenosha, Wis.

their nurse, last Tuesday. Since that occur- 
rence Terrell has searched unceasingly and 
slept at the residence of Attorney Hiram I. 
Keck, 5445 Jefferson avenue. The firet pos!- 
tive information of the woman’s where- 
abouts wae obtained by the husband on Fri- 
day. He and his couneel now are satisfied 
to let matters rest as they are. 

It transpires that Mra Terrell fs in no 
danger of contempt of court for having pos- 
session of the children. On Wednesday 
Judge Dupuy denied her petition for the 
possession of the children, but that did not 
necessarily mean that the court awarded 
the little ones to Terrell. This side of the 
quéstion will be gone into tomorrow. 


Compromise Is Suggested. 

There is a possible chance for a compromise 
of the entire proceedings. Eric Winters, at- 
torhey for Mrs. Terrell, admitted that she 
would be willing to withdraw her divorce 
suit with its sensational charges, and per- 
mit. Terrell to visit the children at all reagon- 
able times, provided Terrell would pay for 
the support of herself and the children, but 
that she would never again live with him. 

Attorney Keck, however, said, in view of 
the developments, Terrell. would refuse any 
terms of compromise, because there is no 
doubt that he eventually would get posses- 
sion of the children. 

Attorney Winters first made the contention 
that Mrs. Terrell was not guilty of contempt 
and later Terrell’'s lawyers admitted the 
truth of the assertion. 

“ Terrell took the children out of the juris- 
diction of the court,’’ Mr. Winters said, ‘ and 
she simply brought them back.”

THIEF WHO ESCAPED IN 1897 
RETURNED TO CHICAGO CELL. 


J. J. Connors, Convicted of Robbery Ten 
Years Ago, Arrested as He Leaves 
Colorado Prison. 


J. J. Connors, 33 years old, who escaped 
from the county jail on Nov. 16, 1807, was 
brought to Chicago last night from the Col- 
orado state prison, where Chicago police ar- 
rested him on Thursday just as he was leav- 
ing the prison after serving a sentence of 
five years and nine months for safe blowing. 
Connors collapsed when taken in charge by 
the Chicago men. 

On Sept. 15, 1897, Connors and a compan- 
ion robbed the saloon of John Auw, 281 Kush 
street. ‘Connors was arrested later, and on 
Nov. 16 sentenced to an indeterminate term 
in Joliet penitentiary. 

Four hours after being sentenced, and 
after telling the judge he never would go to 
the state prison, Connors escaped. A year 
ago Chicago police learned he had been sen- 
tenced in Colorado, and prepared to rearrest 
him. He has a long criminal record and has 
been arrested in fifteen states.

RAPS PARTIES FOR CHILDREN. 


Dr. Samuel J. Walker Tells Audience 
of Parents Juvenile Gatherings 
May Bring Evil Results. 


Two of the dearest traditions of mothers 
who believe in teaching the young idea how 
to shoot, according to Delsarte and Froebel, 
fell last evening before the attack of Dr. 
Samuel J. Walker. In a lecture at Science 
hall in Lincoln park Dr. W old an 
audience of parents that too°much kinder- 
garten frequently proves fatal to the health 
of children and that children’s parties, so 
far as youngsters under 7 are concerned, 
are an abomination. 

“For many children,” said Dr. Walker, 
“attendance at kindergarten, a judicious 
amount of it, is a good thing, but frequently 
—tmore frequently than you think—it is pro- 
ductive of nervousness, restlessness, and 
wholly unnatural excitement. 

“The same applies to school attendance 
for children 6, 7, and 8 years old. What 
difference does it make whether a child en- 
ters school at 6 or 7? Insist on his going 
too early, and you may be doing the very 
worst thing pometble for him. 

“One other thing. I want to say some- 
thing about the so-called children’s parties. 
I know of one recent case where fourteen 
children were invited to the home of a fif- 
teenth. The host was not well, but he sat 
on his nurse’s lap and shook hands with his 
guests, each of whom told him, I suppose, 
now sorry they were. Within a few days 
thirteen of the fourteen came down with the 
measies. The child had given a measles 

rty.”’ 

Walker told his audience that a eystem 
of mother@’ clinics, such a sis now in use in 
Berlin and Paris, protably will be estab- 
lished in Chicago within a year. These are 
held every week, the mother bringing her 
baby to be weighed and tagged with a card

| Deneen’s Call on Taft. 

The governor was at the war department 
exactly thirty-six minutes, twenty of which 
were occupied in a discussion of the Calumet 
question. Accompanied by President Mbo- 
Cormick, Chief Engineer Isham Randolph, 
and Attorney Lindley, all of the drainage 
district, and Representative Foss of Chicago, 
chairman of the house naval affairs com- 
mittee, he went first to the navy department 
and asked Assistant Secretary Newberry to 
provide a better ship than the Don Juan de 
Austria for the Chicago naval militia.

Mr. McCormick explained that the sanitaty 
district was in an exceedingly awkward sit- 
uation in consequence of the refusal of the 
department to grant a permit for the execu- 
tion of the Calumet project; that under a 
*“iaw o fthe state of Illinois, approved by'a 
referendum vote of the city of Chicago, the 
sanitary district had been instructed to build 
the addition to the canal. 

Mr. McCormick explained that the district 
proposed to go ahead with the work, in spite 
of the decision of the secretary of war and 
the chief army engineers, and that he hoped 
the secretary would file ar injunction suit.at 
the earliest possible moment in order to have 
the matter settled by the Supreme cofirt of 
the United States before any more money 
was expended. Attorney Lindley talked in ; 
the same vein. 

Secretary Taft listened to the representa- 
tions made and called attention to the de- 
cision of the Supreme court im what is known 
as the Union bridge case, which upholds 
his authority to act as he did in the Calumet 
matter. He announced that he would offi- 
cially request the attorney general to Ale 
the suit at once. 


Taft and Deneen Together. 

The representatives of the sanitary district 
and Representative Foss then left the room, 
| leaving the secretary and the governor alane. 
| For sixteen minutes these two officials talked 
and they would have continued fot some 
time longer had not a telephone message been 
received from the WhiteSpouse asking -the 
secretary to come over immediately ad the 
president wanted to confer with him about 
an important matter.

| But every one apparently was content with 
what had been accomplished, the president, 
Secretary Taft, the governor, and the repre- 
sentatives ofthe sanitary district. 


Deneen to Run Again. 

Illinois politicians are deeply interested in 
the possible effect of the rapporchement 
between the administration and Gov. Deheen 
upon the latter’s candidacy to succeed him- 
self as well as upon his relations with Sena- 
tor Hopkins. It is accepted as certain that 
the governor at the proper time will declare 
his purpose to go before the people once more 
as a candidate for a second term. Hé be- 
lieves that with the experience he has had 
he can give better results than have been 
achived during his present term. In other | 
words, he is now firmly in the saddle and 
knows which way to guide. 

Senator Hopkins would like a working ar- 
rangement with the governor, but the latter 
has not pledged Himself one way or the other, 
and if he has the administration behind ‘him, 
which is probable, he may not find it expedi- 
ent or necessary to enter into any deal with 
the senator. Hopkins has been an adminis- 
tration man in the senate, supporting with- 
out exception, the policies advocated by the 
president, but he is likely to damage himself 
materially at the White house unless he un- 
equivocally speaks for Taft or some other 
Roosevelt man, after Cannon, of course; for 
there, is no desire to take from the speaker 
the indorsement: of his own state, which 
would be regarded as a well deserved compli- 
ment. 


Plans in Other States. | 

The plan to have Illinois indorse Roosevelt's 
policies and Secretary Taft's candidacy ‘is to 
be followed mm other states. The administra- 
tion fully realizes that one of the results of 
the Ohio fight is to make other states hesitate 
to indorse Taft. Naturally they want to as- 
certain first what his home state will do. This 
hesitation Is to be overcome, however, by 
urging approval of the administration and 
its policies, which necessarily will involve 
the selection of a man known to be in hearty 
sympathy with it and them.

HUGHES LOOMS UP 
AS PARTY CHOICE.

try to convince them of the reasonableness 
of the laws he was endeavoring to secure. 

In the Kelsey case, in particular, Gov. 
Hughes submitted no ultimatum, made no 
threats, and resorted to no political subter- 
fuges. He investigated the state insurance 
department exactly as he investigated insur- 
ance companies themselves. He diditasa 
lawyer and in & lawyer’s way. Then he 
appealed to the legislature without passion 
and without sensationalism to help him out. 

Now the legislature has failed. It has de- 
fied the governor and public opinion. The 
governor is already proceeding in the same 
methodical, forcible, lawyerlike Way to pre- 
pare his case for jury. He will present the 
evidence to the people and ask them for a 
verdict. No one tan doubt what this ver- 
dict will be, because Hughes has convinced 
even his political enemies who think him 
weak that he is absolutely honest, indus- 
trious, and capable of getting at the bottom 
of any series of facts in the shortest possible 
time and in the most convincing manner. 

It will be remembered of Hughes that when 
he was conducting his gas and insurance in- 
vestigations he built up behind him a great 
wall of public opinion, not by’ pathetic or 
eloquent appeals to the people but by the ir- 
resistible force of facts he marshalled with 
such extraordinary skill. Hughes smashed 
the old insurance combine without taking a 
single step in court. He developed a con- 
dition of public opinion which forced some of 
the greatest financiers in the world to howl 
for mercy. He drove many big men from 
their lucrative pesitions and compelled the 
reorganization of the insurance cotnpanies, 
although he himself merely made things evi- 
dent. He appealed to the people as his jury 
then, and unless’ he has forgotten his 
straightforward cunning, he will have the 
same success now. 


Democrats Let Chance Slip. 

There was a great opportunity for the 
democrats in this legislature, but they have 
neglected it, and, on the contrary, have put 
themselves so far outside the breastworks 
that if Hughes is again a candidate either 
for governor or on the national tic ket, he will 
surely carry New York state against any 
Possible combination. which can be made 
against him. Democrats in the state senate 
had a chance to support Hughes, to tufn out 
Kelsey, and to get practical credit for the 
final passage of the pubiic utilities bill, a 
measure which is in some respects a most 
practical attempt yet made at real regulation 
of corporations by the state. 


Unfortunately for the democrats, their rep-. 


resentatives in the state senate were even 
more corrupt and more defiant of public 
opinion than the republicans, 
broken away from the governsr. The test 
vote in the senate on Wednesday clearly 
shows that the democrats constituted a ma- 
jority of those opposed to the reorganization 
of the insurance department. They were 
helped by old line machine republicans, under 
the leadership of Raines, but the democrats 
are chiefly responsible for the result, and 
they cannot possibly escape that responsi- 
bility when the case ig tried out before the 
people, as Hughes is certain to have it tried 
at the first available opportunity. 


Grady and McCarren Blunder. 

Grady and McCarren led their democratic 
followers into a foolish political pitfall. They 
have served the corporations for the time 
being, but they cannot escape the record they 
have created for their party. 

By this time next year the delegates wil] 
be chosen in a majority of the districts of 
New York to go to the national convention. 
Tne opposition of the machine republicans 
and the corrupt democratic ring in the sen- 
ate has at once put Gov. Hughes in a posi- 
tion where he is certain to become something 
more than a mere favorite son. He has al- 
ready begun to capture the imagination of 
the average voter, and if he is blessed with 
the continued opposition in ais own party of 
the Wadsworths, Woodruffs, and the rest 
of the old republican guard in New York 
state, he himself will be only the beneficiary, 
and New York will come to the door of the re- 
publican national convention, demanding 
something more than a complimentary no- 
tice for its upright, lawyer-governor.

the night! of May 4,1888 The fifty policemen 
gatherediin.the same room in which they re- 
ceived ingtructtons the night of the riot. 

Tears filled the eyes of all present when Ald. 
Herman |F. Krueger was presented with a 
gold watch. Mr. Krueger, who now repre- 
sentg the Fifteenth ward, was a policeman 
at the time of the riot. In introducing the 
alderman John Kinsella, the speaker, re- 
called haw Krueger had spent much of his 
own money to preserve the veterans’ organi- 
zation. | 

From the rear of the room Ald. Krueger 
went to the platform and was greeted with

** My friends and comrades of the haymar-

Then he drew his handkerchief and wept like 
achild.

How Steunenberg Was Slain. 

The murder of Steunenberg is a pivotal 
point in the history of is, the most re- 
markable case in American jurisprudence, 
for the events develop backward and forward 
from: hig assagsination. Steunenberg was. 
blown to death on the night of Dec. 30, 1903. 
In the gathering gloom of a stormy evening 
he entered the side gate of his residence at 
Caldwell, where, retired from politics, he 
lived the simple life of a sheep farmer. A 
‘bomb of peculiar manufacture, with a string 
attached. was sunk in the snow beside the 
gate, the string—a piece of fishline—being 
fastened to the gate. As Steunenberg en- 
tered, the opening of the gate eprang the 
trigger of the bomb. He was ‘terribly. 
mangled and lived only an hour. 

Before the. day was over Orchard was 
suspected. He had gone to Caldwell! fron: 
Denver’ as Thomas Hogan, and variously 
claimed to be an-insurance man, a buyer of 
sheep, and semi-professional gambler. A 
search of his room in the hotel revealed the 
first definite evidence, and on Jan. 1, 1906, he 
was placed under arrest. Orchard’s trunk 
revealed more evidence, and then a score of 
witnesses located him at various times lurk- 
ing about the Steunenberg home, with Jack 
Simpkins, a member of the executive board 
of the Western Federation of Miners, who 
has not been caught. watching the Steunen- 
berg house with field glagses and making in- 
quiries as to Steunenperg’s movements. Itis 
stated that Orchard, when asked at his pre- 
liminary examination if he wanted counsel, 
said that if news of his arrest were published 
abroad counsel would promptly be on thé 
g. ound to advise him. | 


Orchard Tells Whole Story. t 

Subsequently “ Hogan” was identified by 
the Colorado police as Harry Orchard, 
wanted on the charge of blowing up the In; 
dependence depot, ‘and upon this identifica- 


name; that his reai name was Harry Or: 
chard. 

In the meantime the case had passed Into 
the hands of the Pinkerton detective agency 
and James McPartiand,: famous for his part 
in the Molly McGuire affair, assumed chargé 
of the inquiry. McPartland secured what is 
claimed to be a free and full confession froni 
Harry Orchard: “Orchard’s confession “has 
never fully been made public, but it is known 
that it contains an alleged admission of par- 
ticipation in nearly thirty murders and that 
Orchard charges Haywood, Moyer, and Pet- 
tibone with having induced him to commit 
the crimes and having. paid him in money, 
an agreed sum for each. It is alleged that 
Orchara’s confession has been amply con- 
firmed; that he will go upon the stand and 
will freely repeat it with.tbe full knowledge 
thet when his turn comes for trial he will 
be convicted-aund executed. 

‘The prosecutors believe they can corrobo- 
rate the confession in all its most important 
aspects, It is alieged that Pettibone was an 
expert on exp’osives, and that he, Moyer, 
abd HMaywooa jointly plotted the crimes.’ 
Counsel for the state of Idaho and the offi- 
clals and detectives connected with the prose- 
cution have maintained silence as to their 
casé, and little is kcown publicly as to its 
features and details. Their progress will be 
céntested at every point by an alert group 
of strong counsel for the defense. Y 

The defendants deny their guilt positively, 
and in turn assert that they are the victims 
of a giant conspiracy hatcned by their old 
enemies. the mine owners.

UNION MEN TO TAKE PLEDGE NOT 
TO RIDE ON IT. 


Road Piaced on “Unfair’’ List and 
Members Caught on Its Trains Are 
to Be Fined 50 Cents for Each Of- 
fense—Labor Men May Ask for In- 
vestigation of Its Construction— 
M Accused of Perjury in Strike

Members of the Chicago Federation of 
Labor will be required today to take a pledge 
that neither they gor members of their fam- 
flies will ride on the South Side Elevated 
road. This will-be the first move in the war 
the federation proposes to conduct against 
the road for being “unfair” to organized 
labor. 

The unions, according to Secretary E. N. 
Nockels, will send out volunteer “ detec- 
tives’ over the line daily to see that the 
pledge is not broken by workingmen. The 
penalty of being caught, he said, will be a 
fine of not lese than SO cents for each offense. 


May Ask for Investigation. 

“We also have engaged engineers to in- 
spect the construction of the south side 
road, which is reported to be faulty,” said 
Nockels, ’' and may call the attention of the 
city authorities te conditions and ask for an 
investigation.”’ 

Nockels said that as certain parts of new 
extensions of the road were built by non- 
union ironworkere the unions consider the 
work * unfair.’ 

Many south side elevated road employés 
are members of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Iingineers. They have refused to join 
the street car men’s union. The company 
says it has nothing to do with the dispute 
between the two unions. 


Acquitted of Perjury Charge. 

An echo of the street car strike of 1908 was 
heard tn Judge Kavanagh's court in the 
morning, when Charles Henry O’Brien, ac- 
cused of perjury, was acquitted. O’Brien 
was charged with testifying falsely against 
nine members of the union who were ar- 
rested for overturning a wagon owned by 
the Chicago City railway company. He was 
an investigator for the company in the 
strike. 


WILD PANIC IN A THEATER; 
FIRE IS A BLOCK AWAY. 


Orpheum Playhouse in Kansas City Is 
Scene of Frenzied Rush—Calmed by 
a Monologuist. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 4.—Fire tonight in 
the wholesale district destroyed the five 


Rroadway, occupied by the Goldstandt- 
Powell Hat company, causing a joss esti- 
mated at $250,000, 

A panic was started in the Orpheum thea- 
ter, a vaudeville house, a block and a half 
distant, and several hundred of the 1,500 
people making up the audience made a wild 
rush for the exits. The manager of the 
theater made a fruitless effort to quiet the 
people, who soon were rushing pell mell for 
the exits. 

Many on the main floor quickly reached 
the street without causing injury to any one. 
In the balcony and the gallery, however, the 
300 people in that part of the house were 
soon blocked by a congestion in the narrow 
stairways, and men and women trampled 
upon one another in their mad haste to gct 
out. Several women fainted. 

In the midst of the turmoil Cliff Gordon, a 
monologuist. appeared at the front of the 
stage. First he called loudly to the excited 
people to keep their seats, assuring them 
that there was no danger, and then as he 
gained the attention he went through his 
act. adding a piece of impromptu wit here 
and there. Soon he bad the audience calmed 
and the performance continued. Only fifteen 
persons received slight cuts and bruises. 
None was seriously hurt. 


MORE GRAFT IN FRISCO; 
57 INDICTMENTS COMING. 


Certain Officials of United Ratflroads 
Said to Have Spent $175,000 on 
Three Supervisors and Others. 


@an Francisco, Cal., May 4.—It was learned 
today that it is the intention of the grand 
jury to vote on the returning of fifty-ceven 
bribery indicments against certain officers 
of the United Railroads some time next week, 

The indictments are said to tnvolve three 
men in the tribing of eighteen supervisors 
and other and higher municipal officials.

JAMAICA NOT ASKED TO PAY 
FOR AID AFTER THE QUAKE. 


Secretary Taft Officially Denies Stories 
Printed in Kingston and Panama 
Newspapers. 


PhiladelpMa, Pa., May 4.—Congressman 
J. Hampton’ Moore of this city tonight gave 
out a letter from Secretary of War Taft in 
which the secretary denies the reporte print- 
ed.in Jamaican and Panama newspapers that 
the United States government rendered a 
bill to Jamaica for supplies furnished at 
the time of the earthquake. Among other 
things Secretary Taft says: 

“ The. chairman of the Isthmian cana] 
commission sent food supplies, which were 
the property of the Panama railroad of the 
value of |$7,316.25 and also tehts,: wodden 
plates, and cots the property of the Isthmian 
canal commission of the value of $7,084.75. 
On Jan. 23 the governor of Jamaica wrote a 
letter of acknowledgment and thanks to the 
chairman of the isthmian canal commission 
for the supplies and stated that his govern- 
ment would assent to whatever adjustment 
the United States government would permit.

Fear Law; Cancel Contract. 
Mr. Lovett’s letter follows: , 

‘’ The California legislature at ite last ses- 
sion enacted a statute (the text of which I

agreed to abrogate, cancel, and annul and 
have entered into an agreement, dated April 
15, 1907, abrogating, canceling, and annulling 
the said agreement. I inclose herewith a 
copy of the sald agreement, dated April 15,

troduced in evidence and was the subject 
of more or less discussion in the inquiry re- 
cently conducted by you into the relations 
between the Southern Pacific company and 
‘other corporations it seems proper that I 
should inform you of its cancellation.

Averts Anti-Trust Action. 

It will be recalled that a part of the com- 
mission's inquiry into the operations of the 
Harriman lines, including the Southern Pa- 
cific company, was conducted at Los An- 
geles, Cal. In that inquiry J. Rose Clark, 
an official of the San Pedro ling, and a 
brother of former United States Senator W. 
A. Clark, president of the San Pedre road, 
admitted on the stand that he understood, 
when the traffic agreement was made be- 
tween his road and the Southern ee in 
June, 1908, that for ninety-nine years on the 
class of traffic mentioned in the agreement 
the San Pedro officials could not make a 
change of rate without the consent of the 
Southern Pacific. Mr. Clark further said 
that that provision was not put into the 
agreement at the instance of his line. 

It- developed from the traffic agreement 
and from further examination of Mr. Clark 
that the San Pedro company had agreed 
not to construct, during the life of the con- 
tract, additions to its main line or branch 
lines that would be in competition with the 
Oregon Short line “ northward of the paral 
lel of Salt Lake City, Utah.” 

In the opinion of the commissioner the ab- 
rogation of the agreement is of the highest 
importance. It was known to be the opinion 
of members of the interstate commission 
that the agreement was in restraint of traf- 
fic and that it might subject the officials who 
entered into it to ‘prosecution under the 
Sherman anti-trust act.

American trade from 1889 to 1905 show that 
while the American imports into Germany 
in 1889 were valued at $79,367,000, in 1905 they 
amounted to $247,985,000, and while German 
exports to America were $98,759,000 in 1889, in 
1905 they amounted to $185,561,000. 


Opinions of the Treaty. 

Ludwig Goldberger, in a contribution to 
the Tageblatt, says the Germans make a 
mistake. They credit President Roosevelt 
with more influence than he possesses in 
supposing he could persuade the American 
people to abandon their present tariff atti- 
tude. He admits that the agreement repre- 
sents substantial progress as compared.with 
the existing state of things. What must be 
aimed at, however, he says, is a complete, 
reciprocal, most favored nation treaty be- 
tween the two countries. 

The Vossische Zeitung says the agreement 
ig once more a temporary expedient. The po- 
sition, it says, is this: America wants a free 
road for its grain and other raw products, 
but this will mreet with resistance from the 
agrariane. German industry wants to get 
the American market, but will find influential 
opposition on the part of the trusts. 


Best Germany Can Get. 

The Zeitung praises President Roosevelt 
for his campaign against monopoly and the 
‘accumulation of capital in a few hands. It 
remarks that America never yet has made &@ 
complete reciprocal commercial treaty and 
concludes by saying the agreement falls far 
short of what Germany wishes, but will 
suffice for the present,” as it avoids a 
tariff war. 

The Agrarian organ, the Deutsch Tages 
Zeitung, considers that the United States got 
far the better of the bargain, though the 
agreement is a lesser evil than a tariff war 
would be. The German government, it says, 
evidently did not show proper firmness. It

Inquiry at the bank brought forth the ly 
that the charge was for a check which Nad 
been presented regularly and had been 
promptly paid. The wife knew she had 
not issued any such check, and at once de- 
manded that the check be produced for her 
examination. When it was shown to her she 
pronounced it a forgery.

** Don't bother the bank just now,’’ her 
solicitor advised, “and do not, for the pres- 
ent, communicate with your husband about 
it.

Prospecting and Rubber Hunting Ex-

000 acres and it will be in charge of S. P. Ver- 
ner of South Carolina, who was formerly 
engaged in missionary work in the Congo and 
who exhibited the African pygmies at the St.

Views—John M. Harlan 
Pleads for-Tolerance on Part of 
College Men in Their Relations 
with Practical Affairs. — : 


Chicago sons of Old Nassau and 200 dele- 
gates to the annual: meeting of the western 
association of Princeton clubs gathered at 
the University club last night for the annual 
dinner following the morning business session 
and the afternoon “ pilgrimage "’ to Ravinia 
park. This year the alumni and delegates 
were guests of the Chicago Princeton club. 
The next annual meeting will be held at Pitts- 
burg. 

Princeton enthusiasm bubbled over, and 
pauses between addresses and the addresses 
themselves, whenever a phrase called for 
approval, were punctuated with the Prince- 
ton ‘ skyrocket ”’ cheer. | 
. The first epeaker was Dean Henry B. Fine, 
who represented the faculty and presented 
views of the administration concerning 
changes in the college curriculum. He re- 
fused to “ talk for publication,” and all re-

Following.Dean Fine, W. B. Mclivaine 
president of the association and toa®tmaster, 
introduced Judge Charles Claflin Allen of St.

Call Harlan “Traction Boss.”’ 

Mr. Harlan was declared by a rising vote 
to be ‘‘ the general traction boss,"’ and a vote 
of want of confidence was passed, Mr. Har- 
lan pleaded for personal tolerance and for 
a general epirit of tolerance among college 
men engaged in practical! affairs. 

“The attitude of the university trained 
man should be that of tolerance,” said Mr. 
Harlan. ‘* We enjoy greater advantages and 
prestige now than in years past. But, stand- 
ing as we do in the minority, we must be 
tolerant and deal with the majority who 
have not enjoyed equal opportunities. 

“With high ideals and training the unl- 
versity man is in danger of making the mis- 
take of trying to impress upon society all his 
ideas. In questions of labor and capital, of 
public utilities, and just rates of compensa- 
tion, of race and racial equality,. we must 
proceed with tolerance. We must deal with 
the average class of men and not make too 
great demands.”’ 


Reform Goes Too Far. 

In days gone by we have not restricted the 
capitalization ef corporations and great com- 
binations. We have turned them locse to 
flood the country with stocks and borde in 
a patriotic desire to exploit our countfty. 
Their investments were not always wise, and 
now-we are demanding fair rates, and, ina 
spirit of intolerancé, we are asking them: to 
go to the other extreme and to base their 
rates of compensation upon present purely 
tangible values. Our attitude must be prac- 
tical. In all tolerance university men must 
show a recognition of their responsibilities 
for that which has been, now is, and for 
what the future will bring forth.”’

George F. Harding Attacks 
the Combine as Trust of 
Frenzied Finance. 


TELLS OF A CONSPIRACY: 


Says That Standard Oil Interests 
Joined in Plan to.‘‘Freeze | 
Out” Small Holders. 


Charging that the Corn Products com- 
pany, “*an- $80,000,000 corporation,’’ was 
wrecked by Standard Oj! interests, led by 
E. T.. Bedford, the Chicago Real Estate 
Loan and Trust°company yesterday filed a 
bill in the Circu!t court asking for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver for the Corn Products 
company. George F. Harding is president of 
the real estate corporation, which nzinages 
the real estate controlled by him and his son, 
George F. Jr. 

The bijl asks that the Corn Products com- 
pany, which has its offices in the Heyworth 
building, be reorganized by the court and 
asks for an injunction restraining it from 
selling or causing to be conveyed to the Corn 
Products company any property now in the 
name of the Glucose Sugar Refining com- 
pany, including real estate in Illinois. 


Invokes Anti-Trust Law. 

The bill seeks.to have the anti-trust laws 
of the state enforced egainst the Corn Prod- 
ucts Refining company which is described 
in the bill as: 

“ A gigantic pool formed for the purpose 
of unlawfully regulating and controlling the 
price of glucose, grape sugar, anz' starch.

Hobart, Okla., May 4.—Two hundred Indians of 
the Wichita and Kiowa tribes, decked out in war 
paint and carrying tomahawks, bows and arrows, 
today tcok part in the parade of the Order of Red 
Men of Oklahoma and Indian territory.

A notice to make the necessary tmprove- 
merits for the protection of patrons was sent 
to Mort H. Singer, manager of the theater, 
following a report made to Commissioner 
Downey by. Inspector Nordlie, who found 
exits were hidden by hangings and draperies, 
and that many red safety lights were in- 
distinguishable from all parts of the house. 
Thirty-six houre in which to comply with 
the order were given. 

, More Reports on “Inch Clubs.”

WALSH INJURED 
IN TRIPLE PLAY. 
Chicago Pitcher Bumped by 


Schaefer in Remarkable 
Game at Detroit. 


WHITE SOX WIN, 2 TO 1. 


Home Run. by Davis in the Eighth 
Gives American League 
‘Champions Victory.

Detroit, Mich.. May 4.—[Special.]—That 
rare exploit in baseball—the triple play—was 
engineered by the Sox today and it came near 
finishing Walsh, who was knocked down and 
out defending the plate for the third out. 
But the Sox won by a score of 2 to 1 against 


the excéllent Mullen and with White on the 


slab from the fourth roundtotheend. \_ . 
So severe is the injury sustained by Walsh 
that he may not be able to play for a month. 
The ovériapping muscles in the right side of 
hig neck and shoulder are wrenched. Onthe 
advice of a physician Manager Jones left 
Walsh behind when the team started for 
home tonight. The pitcher was too lame to 
be moved, Dr. Kirby, who has charge of the 
case, suggests that the patient be taken to 
the baths at Mount Clemens, Mich., and the 


sugg<stion may be carried out tomorrow. 


Star Play in Fourth. 

Schaefer rammed Walsh at the home sta- 
tion in the fourth, where the Tigers scored 
their run on two singles and a double before 
the hand was out. Then the champions 
wiped them off the map in a roundabout 
triple play, in which no man was forced, the 
outs being at third base, second base, and 
home. 

To complete a day of surprising stunts 
Davis won the, game in the eighth with a 
freak home run. After Mullen passed Rohe 
in that round Davis smote a grounder which 
caromed off the mitt of Rossman into the 
stand close to first base. That was the fourth 
and last hit for the Sox, but it was big enough 
to win a tight game. 

Walsh was so badly injured he was taken 
at once from the ball park to the hotel ina 
carriage, attended to by Dr. Kirby, a south 
side fan who jumped out of the stand when 
the big pitcher was knocked down. The im- 
pact of Schaefer’s stocky body sent Walsh 
spinning. ‘He struck the ground on the back 
of his head and wrenched the muscles in his 
neck. While not fatally damaged, Walsh is 
badly jarred and shaken. The doctor applied 
hot water bags and lotions to relieve the pain 
which at times rendered the sufferer half 
delirious. 

Cobb Scores for Tigers. 


If triple plays have this effect on athletes, 
Walsh does not care to star in any more of 
‘em. McIntyre had opened the game with 
a single and that was'all, until the fourth. 
Then Cobb got away on a grounder too slow 
for Rohe to handle? Rossman hit a clean 
single and Schaefer's double scored Cobb. 
Then Schmidt sent a grounder to Davis and 
the fireworks started. Davis threw to Sul- 
livan who turned Rossman back and har- 
pooneé him near third base. Meanwhile 
Schmidt was hiking down te second. Sulli- 
van’s throw to Rohe made the second out, 
the ball being put on Schmidt as he slid for 
the bag. 

While these brave deeds were transpiring 
Schaefer rounded third and dug out for home. 
Schacfer and the ball returned by Rohe 
reached Walsh at the same time, and allcame 
together with great force, Schaefer’s chest 
struck Walsh on the shoulder and both went 
sprawling while the ball rolled toward the 
stand; Walsh fell on his head beyond the 
plate, and the impact knocked the base run- 
ner out of the line and clear of the plate, 
By the time the bewildered Schaefer had re- 
gained his feet the brainy Davis, who had 
backed up the players, grabbed the ball and 
put it on Schaefer for the third out. The 
Tigers protested some, but Umpire Stafford 
was in the thick of it and he ruled correctly. 


Walsh Senseless on Ground. 


Walsh was between the runner and the 
plate ‘when they struck and his great bulk 
sent Schaefer bounding off like a bag of meal. 
It was a case of three to one on the out busi- 
ness, for when the Tigers subsided Walsh 
was stretched senseless in the dust of the 
arena. Prof. Bardell first went tothe rescue. 
but they sent him away and called for a 
glass of water. Then some one shouted for 
a doctor and two of them responded, the 
last ‘one heing Dr. Kirby of Chicago, who 
made a Steve Brodie dive from the grand 
stand so as to get there on time. 

After @ little while Walsh was able to tot- 
ter to the bench, supported on the shoulders 
of his mates. The triple play and the mis- 
hap to the Sox pitcher saddened the 4,000 
fang and the Davis fome run later in the 
game grieved them some more, 

On account of the severe cold, perhaps, 
Waish was not so effective as usual. He 
lacked control and was hit four times, three 
of them being bunched in the fourth. In 
the third, after fanning out O’Leary, he 
watked Mullen-and McIntyre, then put on a 
burst of steam and struck out Coughlin and 
D. Jones. 

Sox Puzzled by Mullen. 

The Sox could do little with Mullen. Inthe 
third Hahn scratched a hit and Jones sacri- 
ficed.

TENNIS TITLE TO GOULD. 


TAKES BRITISH CHAMPIONSHIP 
FROM EUSTACE MILES. 


American Player Defeats Former 
Champion in Brilliant Match at 
Queen’s Club, 6-4, 3-6, 1-6, 6-2, 6-4 
—Englishman Wins Second and 
Third Sets, but Loses the Next Two 
—Final Game Produces Great EiX-~ 
citement and Is Hard Fought. 


LONDON, May 4.—Jay Gould of New York 
today won the British amateur court tennis 
championship, defeating Eustace H- Miles, 
who held the championship, by 3—2, after 
one of the hardest fought matches ever wit- 
nessed in England. The scores were 6—4, 
3—6, 1—6, 6-2, 6-4. 

Miles took the lead in the first set and 
reached 4—2, when the American champion 
rallied and with a splendid effort brought the 
score up to fourall and won the set without 
letting his oppoment score again. 

The hard work showed in Gould's play in 
the second set, Miles making the score 2—1 
ané then 5—1 before the American pulled 
himself together. Gould won the next two 
games, placing the score at 5—3, but he was 


' unable to prevent his opponent from win- 


ning the next game and the set. 


Third Easy for Miles. 

In the third set the British player again 
led off, winning the first three games. Gould 
then made the score 3—1, but was unable to 
further hold Miles, who took the set, 6—1. 

The fourth set opened with a magnificent 
exhibition of play upon the part of both con- 
testanta and the greatest excitement pre- 
vailed among the spectators. Each of the 
champions took a game and Miles then won 
the third and Gould the fourth, making the 
score 2 all. Playing with splendid precision, 
the American won the remaining four games 
and set without allowing the Englishman to 
score again. 


Score Is Two Sets All. 

With the match standing at two sets all 
the excitement was at a fever heat. Miles 
again took the lead and won the first game, 
but Gould quickly responded and made the 
score 1 all. The players took the succeeding 
games alternately until the score stood 8 all. 
The American then made it 4—3 and then 5—3. 
Miles took the next game, but Gould won out 
by 6—4, capturing the match and the title of 
British champion, which is equivalent to 
the world's championship. 

Twice in the last set Gould suffered from a 
cramp in his wrist, but after a few moments’ 
rest and massage treatment he was able to 
resume playing, none the worse for the 
cramp. 

Gould’s play at the finish was the most 
brilliant of the match. He remarked that 
the match had not been so hard as he had an- 
ticipated; he had played harder matches, 

Gould Has Stamina. 

Gould’s better service and his stamina won 
him the victory. He soon got his length 
and from the middle of the first set served 
splendidly. His floor game was superior 
to that of Miles, althougn the latter was’ 
Geadly on winning openings. No tennis 
match in recent years attracted so much 
interest. The crowd was the largest ever 
geen at a tennis championship match, Miles 
was the favorite, but Gould received great 
applause at the finish. 


Miles Congratulates Victor. 

Miles, who was the first to congratulate 
the victor, admitted he had been beaten by a 
better man, although he (Miles) never had 
played better tennis. The ex-champion said 
Gould had strengthened most of his hitherte 
weak points, particularly his forcing strokes. 

The match lasted two and one-half hours, 
Gould has decided not to play in Parla, but 
he will play at Brighton, England.

|HOFMAN HERO AT BAT. 


Shortstop Only One Able to Hit 
Willis; His Single Brings 
In Chicago’s Run.

‘Finding the temperature exactly suited te 
Carl Lundgren’s temperament, Manager 
Chance decided to play yesterday's game 
with Pittsburg, and the resulting 1 to 0 de- 
feat for the Pirates fully justified the Cub 
boss’ judgment. 

It was colder than the day before, but 
the snowdrifts were missing from Chaney 
Kuhn’s front yard and the sun came out just 
long. enough to tempt a few thousand long 
suffering bugs Into the stands, then hid ite 
face and left them to the mercy of the chill 
lake zephyrs. 

The game was not at all appropriate te 
the weather. It was one of those red hot, 
neck and neck affairs, in doubt to the last 
minute, with the home team a nose in the 
lead from the middle distance to the wire. 
Such a battle is designed to keep the rooter 
at the boiling over point and Mable to make 
him crazy with the heat under ordinary con- 
ditions, but im a cold storage atmosphere 
like yestercay’s the battle at its hottes: 
served merely to keep the spectators, huddled 
in a few sheltered spots, from passing into 
that delightful slumber which scientists say 
precedes freezing to death. 


No Frost on Lundgren. 


Tradition says Lundgren fs at his best when 
the frost is on the pumpkin and the goose 
bone twice its normal thickness. Frost 
enough there was yesterday. There was 
none om Carl, who was some pumpkire him- 
self, but not the only one in sight. Hofman, 
who made all of Chicago's hits and drove 
home all of Chicago’s runs, shared with 
Lundgren the frapped plaudits of the bugs. 

Twice Hofman smashed Willis for a single, 
and he was the only one able to turn the 
trick. One of the smashes followed a pair of 
passes and scored the lone run which meant 
victory. here were two out at the time, and 
but for that smash the game might have gone 
over into a warmer future for decision, for 
the Cubs could not score again and the Pi- 
rates grew more helpless in Lundgren’s 
hands with each inning.

CHICAGO YACHT CLUB SEEKING 
ENTRIES FOR ITS CLASSIC. ° 


Highteen Boats Already Promised for 
330 Mile Race to Mackinac Nert 
Jaly—All of Last Year’s Field In-— 
Rules Geverning Start Are Changed 
—Contestants Will Have to Go Out- 
side of Wauganshee Light Instead 
of Inside. 


The Chicago Yacht club, in an effort to tn- 
terest outside ciubs in its 330 mile cruising 
race to Mackinac néxt July, has started «4 
campaign which will be carried into every 
clubhouse of any sizé on the great lakes, As 
a preliminary, postal cards announcing the 
date of the race and bearing a reproduction 
of the Mackinac cup have been sent out to all 
owners of eligible craft, and the “follow up” 
system, which shortly will be inaugurated, is 
expected to bring the desired entries. 

Thirteen of the larger sloops, schooners, and 
yawlis competed in the last big race to the 
straits and even this early the committee in 
charge has received assurances that every 
one of them will make the trip this summer... 
In addition, the owners of five other local 
yachts have signified their intention of mak- 
ing a bid forthetrophy. This quintet will in- 
elude G. H. Atkin’s schooner Nomad, the 
Cregier-Schick double sticker Glad Tidings, 
Mills and Simmons sloop Illinois, J. W 
Adams’ sloop Seboomook, anf R. A. Harper's 
yawl Rambler (formerly Doloma), One out- 
side entry counted upon as sure is Ranger, 
the thirty-five foot yaw! now being built by 
R. B. Brown of Milwaukee. 


Changes Rules of Starting. 


According to the rules adopted by the bost 
owners’ association only yachts of five tons 
or over, United States measurement, are 
eligib!e for the cruise. The C, ¥. C. commit- 
tee at its last meeting decided to change the 
arrangements for getting the yachts off. 
Heretofore it has been the custom to start 
the boats through the Van Buren street gap 
at ten minute intervals, according to their 
clags, but in the coming race all will be sent 
away simultaneously from a stake boat 
anchored one mile off the gap. It is eX- 
pected the change will obviate the confusion 
which attended the old method. The hour 
of starting also will be changed from noon 
to 4 o’clock p. m. in order that the owners 
may have more time to prepare for the géte 
away. 

A new condition which will be imposed 
upon the skippers will be thet all contest-

man. Castic’s horses travel from one end of 
the country to the other during the months 
their owner is out for a little fun, and as 
finstancing this it may be said that last year, 
among other feats, William Mc got the 
Minnesota state record for pacers on a haif 
mile track and then dropped down to Mis- 
sissippi and captured similar honors there. 


Great Carecr on Turf. 


Castle is a veritable enthusiast at the sport. 
He began to race in a small way in 1892, and 
eampaigned one or two horses every year up 
to and including 1899. During those six years 
he drove part of the time, and put to his per- 
gonal credit fifteen winning races. In 1800 
he got together a good lot of horses, Sherman 
Clay and Joe Rhea being the pacers of the 
arty, while Gold Standard, Dr. Price, and 
arlinspike did the trotting. 


has raced from five to eight horses every 
geason since then. In 1901 he drove twenty- 
three winning races, twenty in 1902, eighteen 
in 1908, ten in 1904, fifteen in 1905, and eight- 
een in 1906, a total of 141 winning races in 
thirteen years, which is a world’s record for 
@mateur drivers, and the credit of the per- 
formances is enhanced, so far as the horses 
go, by the fact that Castle is considerably 
overweight. . 

‘Previous to 1900 Castle kept no record of 
what his horses. did in the racing line, but 
since then their work has been as follows: 
They have started in 523 races, of which they 
won 217, were second in 122, third in 66, fourth 
fin 97, and unplaced in 69. The total amount 
of their purse winnings is $53,410.50. They 
Sever started for a purse larger than $1,500, 
@nd not more than three times for $1,000 
purses, nearly all their racing having been 
done over half mile tracks for purses of from 
6500 to $500. The banner year was 1901, when 
the string won sixty-two races, which is a 
world’s record for a stable owned by one 
man. The horses started 118 times that year 
and were unplaced- only seven times. Gold 
Standard and William Me won eleven raceg 
apiece, and the total stable winnings were 
$18,492.50. 


Gold Standard a Star. . 


That season certainly showed Gold Stand- 
erd and William Mc to be good horses in 
the trotting and pacing line, and they have 
#ince demonstrated that not many of their 
speed and stamina are in the books. Gold 
Standard was foaled in 1894, and began rac- 
ing as 22 yearold. He was campaigned four 
years before Castle bought him—18$%6 to 1900 
during which time he made forty starts. 
He won nineteen of these races, was second 
six times, third seven times, fourth five 
times, and urnplaced threetimes. That show- 
ing was about as good as the average suc- 
cessful trotter makes, and at the end of 
four years on the track most nags are ready 
for the road, but Gold Standard had only 
begun. He has raced seven years for Castle, 
making eighty-five starts in that time. He 
won forty-eight of those races, was second 
eighteen times, third nine times, fourth four 
times, and unplaced six times. This makes 
@ total of eleven years’ consecutive racing 
for Gold Standard, during which campaigns 
he started 125 times. wor sixty-ceven races, 
was second twenty-four times, third sixteen 


~ times, fourth nine times, and unplaced nine 


times. Since Cast'e has owned the horse Gold 
Standard has establisned fourteen track rec- 
ords and four state records, which in itself 
is something of an achievement. 

Wiliam Mc is a great pacer. He was 
foaled in 1893 and broucht out by Lu Green, 
then little more than a boy, who put hobbles 
on the horse In order to control him, the colt’s

Bonnie Russell to Be Patched Up. 


Bonnie Russell is of the same ownership 
as Gail Hamilton, and Hudson and Geers 
had him in turn. Three or four years ago 
he was known as a trotter of terrific speed, 
and took a record of 2:10% in a style that 
made people think there was another 2:05 
trotter in sight. He went from the Hudson 
to the Geers stable along with the mare, and 
eariy last summer I timed him a mile around 
2:08 over the Libertyville track, but saw 
he was ‘ame. He was started once or twice, 
but did not win, and to the layman it would 
seem his racing days are over. But Curry ts 
simply a wonder at patching up nags with 
deficient underpinning. What he did with 
the pacer Nathan Straus five years ago was 
enough to give Curry a national reputation 
in that line, and there are a dozen other in- 
‘stances in which he made useful winning 
racing material out of horses believed to be 
broken down for good and all. 

Gail Hamilton is a mare of great speed, and 
the season she beat 2:12 as a3 year old it so 
happened that two other trotters by her sire, 
Oakland Baron, took trotting records better 
than 2:10, and showed true racehorse quality. 
They were Rythmic and Baron De Shay. 
They were driven respectively by Scott Hud> 
gon and Myron McHenry, which had a good 
deal to do with their success, and, taken with 
Gail milton, they created an Oakland 
Baron oom which never has had an echo, as 
that stallion has not since been represented 
by high class grand circuit racers except ag 
the three horses named have appeared. 


Easy to Lose Reputation. 

It is the easiest thing in the world for @ 
stallion to get a reputation asa sire of speed, 
and he can lose the same with equal facility 
if his first star performers are not backed 
up by others. This is the position of Oak- 
land Baron just now, and the same can bé 
said of Sidney Dillon, sire of Lou Dillon. 
Before the chestnut mare came out and 
trotted a mile below two minutes Sidney 
Dillon was well thought of on account of the 
remarkable trotting speed displayed by Dolly 
Dillion, 2:07, and Stanley Dillon, 2:07%, both 
grand circuit winners.' Then Lou Dillon 
made the stallion doubly famous, but since 
her retirement there has been nothing star- 
tling done by the Sidney Dillon family. 

The Indiana man who owns the stallion is; 
in addition to being a horse lover, a politician 
of no mean attainments, and last year he 
secured the services of Millard Sanders (who 
drove Dolly and Lou Dillon to their records 
and started Stanley Dillion on the road to 
fame) to train a lot of Sidney Dillon young- 
esters, with the result that there was plenty of 
speed on tap last fall. Sanders has a bunch 
of the family at Memphis, getting them ready 
for the races, and if the reputation of Sidney 
Dillon languishes in the immediate future it 
will not be for the reason that his colts weré 
not given a chance. 


Wealthy Men Owners. 

Practically all the owners of well known 
stallions are men of wealth, but when it 
comes to the question of developing colts 
and racing aged horses by the nags they own 
there is a wide difference of opinion. The 
Simpsons, father and son, who have McKin- 
ney and Axworthy at the head of their es- 
tablishment, have quit racing any horses, 
although for years the family colors have 
heen seen on the grand circuit, generally with 
“ Billy” Andrews doing the driving. Their 
present plan is to sell the colts by their stal- 
lions as yearlings, sending the youngsterg 
to the New York auctions. James Butler, on 
the other hand, advertises his stallions by 
racing such of their progeny as show class 
enough to go to the races, and he also ig wi!]- 
ing to buy a first class trotter or pacer of 
any other family if the neg looks like a win- 
ner in the best company. 

I hear great accounts from Memphis of the 
trotter Highball, which will be the main re- 
Hance of Geers in the M. and M. and other 
slow class races down the grand circuit. 
While there has been no stringing out of the 
Philadelphia neg for more than a part of the 
mile, it is the talk that he has gone the fina] 
quarter of the Memphis ring, which is like 
velvet just now, better than :30, and with 
this sort of speed on tap Highball wil! be a 
pretty poor sort if he is not up toa mile ih 
2:08 or better by midsummer. : 


Hard Game for Geers. 

It looks, however, as if all would not be 
clear sailing for the Geers entry, or any of 
the other green trotters this season, as there 
are four or five of them which appear to be 
evenly matched. Down in Massachusetts 
the trotting folk do not believe that Claty 
Latus, which stepped two miles better than 
2:10 last fall, will be beaten until the race ig 
over.

Bill may be 
a cracking good fighter, and he may have it in 
him to beat all of our heavyweights, but his 
record does not say #0. He won the cham- 
pionship of his country by defeating Tim 
Murphy, a second rate middleweight, who, 
while in this country, was fortunate to se- 
cure a windup. Prior to his win over Tim he 
defeated a number of men who could not 
commandéd a $500 purse in any city in America. 
That, however, does not signify Squires is 
not a good man, but ff a world beater, asthe 
men who are grooming him are leading the 
public to believe, why keep him under cover? 
Why deprive the Frisco fight fans the pleas- 
ure of seeing him work with his “ props” 
up? Is he too clever and too artistic, that he 
is being kept under cover for a huge killing? 
Or is his work so crude and his knowledge of 
the game so limited they are afraid to have it 
tipped off, to the detriment of the box office? 
We know but little of Squires asa fighter, and 
the only interest the sporting public has in 
him is as a fighter.

Tim Mc- 
Grath, who now its training Squires, prepared 
Jack for his tit with Jeff, and did everything 
in his power to mislead the public as to Mun- 
roe’s fighting qualities.

LONDON. May 4.—It is mot easy to realize

In Nairobi the whole populace is indignant 
at the sentences which were inflicted because 
certain residents courageously took the law 
into theirown anda.

Story of the Floggings. 

The flogging of the three blacks is graphic- 
ally described in the Star of Bast Africa.

his friends. In this belief he had been enter- 
tained with the utmost hospitality in Eng- 
‘land and had been overwhelmed with honors 
at court, and so complete was the confidence 
of the English in his fidelity that after the 
mutiny broke out, all those at Cawnpore 
Placed their wives, their sisters, and their 
children under his Protection. Yet the ap- 
palling fate of those women and children at 
the hands of Nana Sahib is commemorated to 
this day by a beautiful monument at Cawn- 
pore, on the site of one of the ghastliest trag- 
edies of the insurrection half a century ago. 


Contempt for ‘Whites. 

As for the cause of the hatred of the 
native ‘princes -and people for the ‘English, 
it is, first and foremost, in the blood. The 
Asiatic, no matter what his creed, his hue, 
or his particular country, abhors the white 
races. Formerly this animosity was blended 
with fear. Today it is mingled with con- 
tempt. That the gulf between the east and 
the west will ever be bridged, no one who 
has lived in the orient will for one moment 
believe.

Sanitary Rules Offend. 

Then,too, the English, though imbued with 
the best of intentions, have managed to offend 
the natives at every step, even when en- 
deavoring to benefit them. Thus, there are 
few Hindoos who have not been savagely irri- 
tated by the precautions which European 
science thinks indispensable to check tne 
progress of the bubonic plague, which stil} 
continues to decimate the natives by the 


clude segregation and the removal of the af- 
flicted to hospitals for treatment. This re- 
moval offends the dearest prejudices of the 
respectable clagses, their love of privacy, 
their respect for their women, their nervous 
anxiety about their ceremonial purity, their 
religious feeling, thetr special ideas of honor, 
their rooted superstitions, and, above all. 
their prejudices of caste. Fn fact, these rules, 
instituted by the English for the arrest of 
the plague, are as offensive to the natives as 
orders that the dying should be refused the 
last sacrament, and, when dead, denied Chris- 
tian burial would be to the poor in a Roman 
Catholic country in southern Europe. 

To the natives themselves no epidemic sig- 
nifes much. The country Is overpopulated, 


‘and the people, who care much less about 


death than ourselves, do not attribute epi- 
demics toany but supernatural powers. They 


- care little ifa million or two perish, would not 


allow it to interrupt their customary occupa- 
tions, and, though disturbed, and even horri- 
fied, by such an evidence of the wrath of the 
higher powers, submit to it with touching 
patience. Under the circumstances the pre- 
cautions adopted by the Engligh authorities 
on the score of humanity, precautions that 
are enforced by means of police and troops, 
seem to them in the light of cruel persecution. 

Many of those who know India best argue 
that it would be infinitely preferable to allow 
the epidemic to spread unchecked, rather 
than to outrage native sentiment by the 
means adopted to stay its course. The plague 
virtually confines its ravages to natives and 
does not affect the English. But the latter 
are likely to be killed by the thousands in the 
event of the outbreak of another insurrection 


England, however, would not permit sucha 
course of action. 
Many Points of Difference. 

This difference of opinion between the Eng- 
lish authorities in India and the natives on 
the subject of the plague is only one of many 
thousand points on which the orient and the 
occident are in hopeless disagreement with 
one another and where there is no possibility 
of any understanding ever taking place, and 
where matters are bound in the natural 
order of things to go on from bad to worse 
until they culminate in a clash. And these 
irreconcilable differences ara constantly 
being exploited and fostered by the native 
press, which is allowed an almost incredible 
amount of license and which, especially 
since the defeat of Russia by Japan, has 
never lost an opportunity of pointing out 
the superiority of the Asiatics to the Eu- 
ropeans, and consequently the people of 
India have it in their power to put an end to 
the alleged misrule of the English. 

Nor do these utterances fall on deaf ears. 
For there is scarcely an Englishman return- 
ing from India who does not speak with bit- 
terness of the studied insolence on the part 
even of the lower classes in India to which 
every one in Hindustan who has @ white 
skin ig now compelled to submit. 

As for the contention on the part of the 
authorities in India that In the event of any 
trouble with the Hindoos they would be able 
to rely upon the Mahommedan element, their 
views on the subject are disputed by many of 
the recently returned officers and civilians, 
especially by those Englishmen who have 
in Moslem communities. Though 
the Asiatics may differ in creed and be im- 
bued with religious animosities to one an- 
other, they are united ae Asiatics in their 
hatred of the white man.

Provincial Administration of |, 


_ British Columbia Defies ’ 
Federal Power. 


LAURIER STILL CENSURED 


Premier Continues to Be Subject: 


of Attack on Question of 
Imperial Relations. 


Ottawa, Ont., May 2.—[Speciai Correspond- 
ence.}—The federal government and the pro- 
vincial administration of British Columbia 
are again in conflict on the question of ex- 
cluding Asilatics from Canada. This time the 
goverhor general and the dominion cabinet 
have been saved the exercise of the power of 
disallowance by the provincial lieutenant 
governor himself refusing assent to the ex- 
clusion bill passed by the British Columbia 
legislature. The ground of veto is the sameas 
in the previous cases at Ottawa—namely: 
that the measure is opposed to imperial 
policy, 

Tt excludes subjects of the emperor of 
Japan, an ally of the king of England, and 
Hindoos. the subjects of the king, under a 
provision that all immigrants coming into 
the province shall be required to pass an 
educational test in some European language. 

Since 1898 the provincial legislature has 
continually adopted laws aimed first at the 


exclusion of the subjects of the king’s ally, | 


the emperor of Japan, and, later on, of the 
king’s Indian subjects, and the federal power 
as regularly has vetoed them. 

Premier McBride is going to London to 
oppose imperial sanction to the terms of 
subsidy granted to his province by the do- 
minion, as insufficient and otherwise un- 
satisfactory, and if he cares to do so may 
take advantage of the occasion to sound the 
imperial authorities on the disallowance of 
the exclusion laws. 

Laurier Accepts Responsibility. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier has repeatedly accepted 
responsibility for this disallowance policy, 
and declared that ‘so long as Canada re- 
mains part of the empire’ the king's treaties 
with foreign countries must be faithfully ob- 
served by the federal authority of the do- 
minion as well as by every province in the 
confederation. British Columbia can go on 
reénacting her anti-Asiatic legislation in de- 
flance of federal power and the king’s su- 
premacy, threaten to secede, or submit, or get 
up what Joe Martin in 1890. called a “ fight.’’ 
There was talk at one time of annexation to 
the United States, but the politicians found 
it more profitable to turn the conflict to party 
account as a question of popular rights and 
federal oppression, and so it has remained 
ever since, the conservatives holding on to 
power, as champions of the former against 
the liberals as the standard bearers of ‘* do- 
minion tyranny.’’ In the meantime Canada 
has concluded a commercial treaty with 
Japan, now in force, one of the clauses of 
which, in return for certain tariff conces- 
sions, abolishes the former federal restric- 
tions against Japanese immigration. The 
subjects of the emperor of Japan are there- 
fore free to come into Canada under the laws 
of the dominion without limitation of any 
kind, and large numbers are reaching Vic- 
toria by nearly every steamer from the east. 
The exclusion legislation of the province of 
British Columbia is. consequently now op- 
posed to the federal law as well as to imperial 
policy. 


Newfoundland in Same Attitude. 
Newfoundland stands \in much the same 


position in reference to the imperial author- | 


ity on the question of American fishery rights 
on her coast as British Columbia is with re- 
spect to federal authority on the question of 
her legislation excluding the subjects of 
Japan and the Indian subjects of the king 
himeelf. 

Sir Robert Bond, premier of Newfoundland, 
who igin London attending the colonial con- 
ference, has appealed from the imperial gov- 
ernment to the whole empire on principles 
that in another form of words could with 
equal justice be adopted by Mr. McBride 
as those upon which British Columbia might 
take her stand. Sir Robert's speech at the 
banquet to the colonial premiers last Friday 
was described by the London Daily Mail as 
“the most dramatic incident im the home- 
coming of the premiers.’’ In the exercise of 
American fishery rights on the coasts of 
Newfoundland citizens of the United States, 
he declared, were “‘ subject [for local pur- 
poses] to the laws of Newfoundland, which 
were the laws of the empire, and in carrying 
out which the honor of the empire at large 
wasp as much concerned as that of the 
colony."’ 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, / before he went to 
England, placed himself on record on the 
Newfoundland question. He asserted that 
Canada’s sympathies were with the colony, 
but looked to a satisfactory solution of the 
Newfoundland difficulty through the good 
offices of Ambassador Bryce. 


Lord Grey to Give Views. 


Lord Grey is leaving for England on a 
short visit, and will be called into council by 
the imperial authorities in regard to Amer- 
ican fishery wights on the coasts of New- 
foundland. ' 

The governor general has devoted more 
time and attention to this issue than any of 
his predecessors at Government house, and 
it-is no secret here that he is desirous of 
bringing about a final settlement of this and 
all other questions pending between Canada 
and the United States. It would be a great 
triumph for his excellency, and especially 
for Sir Wilfrid Laurier, if in return for Cana- 
dian concession with respect to sealing, a 
purely British Columbia interest, a Canadian 
port could be secured in the Alaskan strip, 
giving free entry from the sea into the 
Canadian Yukon. ¢ 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier continues to be the 
subject of constant attacks for his noncom- 
mittal attitude on closer imperial relations, 
The advanced imperialists are emphatio in 
their expressions of distrust. On the other 
side of the Atlantic the Chamberlain organs 
appear disposed to think he in reality favors 
closer relations with the United States rather 
than with the mother country, and that he is 
working under the surface in that direction. 

Fight ‘‘Lord’s Day Act.” 

‘Opposition to the Lord’s day act is grow- 
ing in central Canada. In Ontario a provin- 
clal agitation for a freer Sunday has been 
started, in Manitoba active opposition to the 
enforcement of the act is being organized, 
and in British Columbia the provincial gov- 
ernment has definitely refused to officially 
authorize prosecutions under the act. The 
hostile movement in Ontario is under the 
auspices of the National Sunday league, the 
principles of which have been accepted by 
the Rev. C. W. Casson, Unitarian, and some 
of the leading citizens. The objects of the 
league are to secure the right to buy and 
eell refreshments, except intoxicants, on 
Sunday; to havea,Sunday lectures, music in 
the parks, open museums, picture galleries, 
and rea ling rooms, and to remove the prohi- 
bition against the sale of postage stamps, 
newspapers, ,magazines, cigars, and tobacco 
by druggists and hotels. The league appeals 
to all men and women who “love freedom 
and hate injustice and oppression,"’ 

Fear Indians Have Perished. 

Bad news comes from the Indian regions in 
the far north. Hunting and trapping were 
seriously affected by the deep snow and se- 
vere winter. Most of the roving bands who 
depend on hunting and the proceeds of the 
fur trade experienced a scarcity both of food 
and fur-bearing animals, and it is feared 
that many of the Indians have perished. The 
quantities of furs taken will be scarcely half 
of the average year. The government agents 
haye instructions to make every possible 
effort to succor Indians who may be suffering 
from sicknesa, exposure, or privation.

But the masterful countess was inflexible. 
And the earl was made to realise that the 


long managed to live together so harmonious- 
ly, necessitated, in order that. that happy 


plementary agreement, whereby it was un- 
derstood that whenever their disagreements 
involved a conflict of authority it was the 
earl who would have to give way. 

I have heard that the earl did thréaten to 
get “loaded ’’ every night for six moénths at 
the nearest ‘‘pub,”” by way of protest. But 
if he did say anything of the sort, the countess 
must have known that it was -@ mere idle 
threat, for, though all his wife’s eloquence 
has never been able to convert him to total 
abstinence, his habits are exemplary. When 
the yearning for the joys of conviviality in 
moderation becomes too strong for him, he is 
accustomed, it is said, to betake hims to 
Paris and there indulge in a mild and harm- 
less little fling. ‘ 

For destroying the wines the countess was 
harshly criticised in certain circles. It was 
suggested that she might at least have pre- 
sented them to a hospital, where good use 
might have been made ofthem. But she rose 
to the emergency and proved her consistency 
into the bargain. She was convinced, she 
said, that alcohol in any form was injurious, 
even to invalids, and quoted medical opinion 
for her authority. As it was responsible for 
such a large share of the sorrows and troubles 
of life, the only good thing to be done with it, 
she declared, was to destroy it utterly, 
wherever possible. Under no circumstances 
would she permit wine to be served at her, 
table. Not evenif royalty were a guest under 
her roof. Which perhaps is one reason why 
royalty never seeks her hospitality, for roy- 
alty is accustomed everywhere to dictate 
how it shall be entertained. 


Has Women Butlers. 


Another of Lady Carlisle's convictions, 
with which she will allow no compromise 
in her own domain, is that no man should 
be employed in labor of a domestic char- 
acter which a woman is qualified to under- 
take. She beHeves that women alone should 
do women’s work and at the same time be 
allowed the utmost freedom in tackling 
work which men ordinarily perform. After 
getting rid of the wines the next reform she 
introduced at her two castles was the sub- 
stitution of six foot amazons for the solemn 
and ceremonious butlers and the liveried 
silk stockinged and knickerbockered foot- 
men. But though she regards with approval 
the Women's Rational Dress association, 
she did not venture to attire her “ foot- 
maids ’’ in bloomers. They wear blue gowns 
and snowy caps and aprons of a pattern de- 
signed by herself. If not as statuesque they 
are certainly more picturesque than typical 
liveried menials of the statelv homes of 
England and’ they are far less awe inspiring 
and frigid. 

The countess is a first rate platform speak- 
er, and her sincerity and enthusiasm inspire 
respect even among those who differ with 
her. Gladstone once raid of her that she was 
one of the most valuable assets of the liberal 
party. Arthur Balfour, the ex-conservative 
premier, once observed that if women wer 
allowed to run for parliament the countess 
of Carlisle would be among the first batch 
to get in and that she would prove a most 
doughty foe. When her eMest son, Lord 
Morpeth, was contesting a Birmingham di- 
vision for parliament Chamberlain remarked 
to him: 

“Tf women were allowed to stand for elec- 
tion I suppose we should have your mother 
down here running against you as a liberal 
candidate.”’ 

“T have not a doubt of it.” replied the 
viscount, “and a poor figure I or any other 
man would cut beside her. She is one of the 
best of mothers, but for the good of the 
country, as she sees it, my defeat, so long 
as I was beaten by a radical, would cause 
her more satisfaction than my election. And 
my sister Dorothy Is the same way.” 

Wit on Witness Stand. 

That [t te she and not theear! who runs the 
family estates was strikingly {llustrated at 
the recent trial of an action brought against 
Lord Carlisle by some urban council to re- 
strain him from cutting a drain pipe over 
which some dispute had arisen, She said 
that all plans for any work whatever on her 
husband's Yorkshire and Northumberland 
estates had to be submitted to her, down to 
the smallest detail. Shedecided what should 
be done and what should not be done. Al- 
though the earl was the nominal defendant 
he was not even plased in.the witness box. 
It was the countess who was subjected toa 
long examination by Sir Edward Carson. 
Sir Edward is reputed to be about the most 
skillful cross examiner in England. But the 
sprightly old dame was a match for him at 
every point. She proved herself a past mis- 
tress inthe art of repartee. Andshe got in all 
her explanations despite the lawyer’s efforts 
to restrict her answers toa categorical “‘yes’’ 
or “‘no.”” He might as well have attempted 
to dam the Mississippi as to stop her talking 
until she had answered his questions to her 
own satisfaction. His comment afterwards 
was that in the whole course of his profes- 
sional career he had never met a more diffi- 
cult witness to handle. 

Nowadays Lord Carlisle is so completely 
overshadowed by his brilliant and masterful 
wife that he is known generally as the hus- 
band of the countess. But he is a long way 
from being a meré nonenity. He is probably 
the most accomplished artist in the peerage. 
Long before it was the fashion to dabble in 
art, George Howard, as he then was, was a 
frequent exhibiter at the Royal academy ex- 
hibitions At one time it was thought that 
he would be made an associate, but he is 
the last man in the world to push himself, and 
the honor was never conferred on him, 


Son’s Conservative Wife. 


Lord Morpeth, who has for three years 
represented Birmingham in the house of com- 
mons, married a woman who, like himself, is 
a conservative. He acknowledges he owes 
much of the early sharpening of his own wits 
to the fact that his mother and father are 
of opposite ways of thinking on most sub- 
jects, but he did not care to continue that 
sort of education by taking unto himself a 
wife who would devote her best efforts to try- 
ing to convince him that most of his social 
and political opinions were dead wrong. His 
sister Dorothy’s efforts in that direction 
suffice for him. And, therefore, he is glad to 
have a wife who helps him win his political 
fights instead of trying to help some other 
fellow whip him. 

It was at the last general election that Lady 
Morpeth won her spurs as a political can- 
vasser. She took lessons in the art, and being 
a woman of intuition and discernment, in an 
amazing short space of time had mastered all 
its tricks. She is wont to say that there is 
no better way of studying human nature 
than conducting a house to house canvass. 

One of Lord Morpeth’s younger brothers, 
Hubert Howard, who gave promise of becom- 
ing one of the most brilliant members of this 
brainy family, lost his life fighting bravely 
at Omdurman. He had a passion for doing 
daring things. While a student at Oxford 
somebody dared him to ride down a long 
flight of stone steps leading from one of the 
halls on his bicycle. Immediately he brought 
his machine into college, which in itself con- 
stituted a serious breach of the rules, and 
conveyed it to the top of the stairs. Then he 
started on a terrific descent at lightning 
speed to the bottom. Me escaped, fortunate- 
ly, with a few bad bruises, but the bicycle 
was smashed beyond all hope of repair. He 
adopted journalism ‘as a career, and it was 
natural that such a fearless spirit should 
geize the first chance that offered as 4 war 
correspondent. It was that mission that took 
him to Omdurman and death. 

The Carlisle earldom dates from 1661. The 
first peer had been a colonel of Life guards 
under Cromwell and a member of the Bare- 
bones parliament. Castle Howard is one of 
Vanbrugh’s most splendid architectural crea- 
tions, with its facades 500 feet long, great hall 
with columns, dome, and painted ceiling, 
and richly decorated private chapel.

LONDON, April 15.—English opinion of the 
Thaw case, in light of the evidence adduced 


at the trial and the summing up by Lawyers, 


Delmas and Jerome, is fairly reflected by the 
Daily) Telegraph. 

In an elaborate editorial article the Tele- 
graph reviews the whole case. It declares 
the case proves’a lamentable defect in Amer- 
ican criminal procedure. The crime wae com- 
mitted on June 26 of last year and the trial 
did not begin until Jan. 28 of this. -“* But,” 
says the Telegraph, “ this was no common 
murder—it was a rich man who hed been 
shot and a’ millionaire who was in peril of 
the electric chair.’ 

The Telegraph declares no English judge 
would have allowed whole days to be spent 
in the cross examination of medical and 
merital experts. This was permitted only 
because the prisoner had an inexhaustible 
purse to draw upom “A strong English 
judge,”’ the Telegraph repeats, “* would have 
made short work of the Thaw trial—would 
have kept the theatricalities of leading coun- 
sel within reasonable bounds, and would 
have reduced to a bare minimum the degrad- 
ing sensationalism which will give this case 
an evil notoriety among others of a similar 
nature.” , 


Compares the Two Men. 

The Telegraph then takes up a @iscugsion 
of the merits of the case, saying in part: 

“ We confess that we have np liking for any 
of the principals who have figured most 
prominently in this shameless trial. Judged 
even from the most lenient moral standpoint, 
Stanford White was a vicious libertine. Of 
that, despite Mr.. Jerome's bold attempt to 
rehabilitate his character, no one can have 
the slightest doubt. 

‘“‘Harry Thaw was a person of totally dif- 
ferent stamp. He had none of White's abil- 
ity. Whatever brains he origihally possessed 
he seeme to have bemused with drink, ex- 
citement, and dissipation. He was a typical 
decadent, whose money: gave him the entry 
into the swell disreputable circle, but the evi- 
dence of darker sins against him was only 
found in the Humme! affidavit, on which one 
would not hang a dog. 


Evenly Matched Enemies. 

“These two mem became bitter, but most 
unevenly matched, enemies. White was the 
middie aged débauché—cool, resolute, clever, 
and fascinating. Thaw was the degenerate, 
young, brainless fool, who felt his inequality 
with his rival, chafed at it, brooded upon the 
atrocious wrong which White had done to his 
wife, and finally worked himself up to mur- 
der pitch, as much, we suspect, because he 
feared White’s influence in the present as 
because he hated him for his infamous suc- 
cess in the past. For he was convinced, and 
apparently with good reason, that Stanford 
White was scheming to regain his ascend- 
ency over his wife, and jealousy drove him 
to murder.” 


As to Evelyn Nesbit. 

Of Evelyn Nesbit Thaw the Telegraph has 
this to say: 

‘* With regard to Mrs.. Thaw, people are less 
likely to be agreed, Her beauty, her youth, 
her courage in the witness box, er readiness 
to endure the torture of cross examination, 
her unflinching devotion to her husband in 
the dock—these have not failed to produce 
a deep impression. Her story—which we take 


in the main to have been true—apeaks for it-. 


self. She had no one to look after her, she 
had hada thoroughly bed bringing up, and 
the end was certain when a pretty, frivolous, 
pleasure loving girl of 16, who was an artist’s 
model by day and a chorus girl by night, be- 
gan to frequent Stanford White's supper par- 
ties. According to her own terrible confes- 
sion, she had no sense—either instinctive or 
implanted—of right or wrong. 

“The observer of human character who 
does not surrender his judgment to emotion- 
alism will seein Mrs. Thaw neither the faith- 
leds, self-seekKing ‘ tigress,’ as portrayed by 
the public prosecuton, nor the ‘angel child’ 
of Mr. Delmas’ impassioned address to the 
jury, but the victim of thoughtless youth, of 
an unworthy mother, of a love of pleasure 
and of the vicious pursuit of vicious men. 

“There is no question of stainless knights 
and angel children in those who frequent the 
fastest circles of fashionable debauchery 
either. in New York or any other city.” 

In conclusion the Telegraph says: 

“Stripped of all rhétorical exaggeration, 
the facts are not romantic, but sordid in the 
last degree, and it seeme to uga travesty upon 
the passionate regard of the American na- 
tion for the purity of their home life and the 
honor of their women to represent Harry 
Thaw, the degenerate young roué, as the 
champion of ‘ the unnwritten law’ that a man 
may take vengeance into his own hands in 
defense of the sanctities of the hearth. 

‘‘It may be, as we have sald, that Stanford 
White was morally unfit to live, but thistrial 
certainly has not shown that Thaw was mor- 
ally fitted to act as his executioner. 

“ Those who look coolly upon this trial and 
the passions which it has aroused, not only 
in the United States but in England, will not 
be surprised at the exposure of fast life in 
New York. New York in this respect is prob- 
ably neither better nor worse than London, 
or any other great city, where wealth and 
luxury hold their revels. The lower side of 
human nature has been muoh the same 
throughout the ages. What is disquieting is 
not the revelation of vice, but the mawkish 
desire to make a virtuous herp out of a de- 
generate criminal, and to condone murder 
when committed under sensational circum- 
stances which fll the phblic prints with 
scandal,”’ 


MAY MOVE GAMBETTA’S BODY. 


Friends and Admirers Make Efforts to 
Have Remains Transferred to 
Tomb in the Pantheon,

friends and admirers of Gambetta to have 
his remains removed from their present rest- 
ing place at Nice and transferred to a tomb 
among France’s illustrious dead in the Pan- 
theon. The reason Gambetta was not buried 
in the Pantheon was the objection raised by 
his father, Gambetta senior, who subse- 
quently withdrew his objection, provided the 
son's remains were,.not transferred until 
after the father’s death, and that the grand- 
children on the female side add Gambetta to 
their family name.

Among the a&dhenents 
to this view is the chairman of the music 
halls committee of the London county coun- 
cll, who does not consider the displays harm- 
ful so long as. the exhibitions partake strictly 
of the nature of tableaux, and the perform- 
ers do not move in the presence of the audi- 
ence.

HOME RULE FOR CHICAGO. 

What do we mean by Aome rule for 
Chicago? Not the divorce of the city 
from, the rest of the state. Not a declara- 
tion of independence. Not a defiance of 
the legislature or a general subrogation «f 
its authority. 

No man who has experience of the prac- 
tice in other states or the laws, customs, 
and popular relations existing between 
municipalities and the state government 
has the least thought of making Chicago 
wholly independent of the legislature. It 
will be acting perfectly within its rights 
in changing the grant of powers to the city 
in such a way as to make it clear that the 
legislature reserves the right to amend 
or repeal the charter at any time. No 
legislature has surrendered its authority 
over a city under its jurisdiction to such 
an extent ay to make the municipality 
forever and in all respects independent of 
the state. We cannot expect the Illinois 
legislature to do anything of the kind. It 
would be unreasonable, it would be con- 
trary to all precedent if it did. So the 
legislature will rightfully incorporate in 
the charter an amendment reserving to 
itself specifically a privilege which natur- 
ally belongs to it, and no’ sensible citizen, 
no lawyer of any standing, will raise an 
objection to such an amendment. 

What we mean by -“ home rule” is the 
right of the city to regulate for itself af- 
fairs that are recognized ds strictly local 
without interference on the part of the 
legislature. We should not wish, for ex- 
ample, to have a metropolitan police law 
or to have police ¢ommissioners appointed 
by thé-governor as was formerly done in 
New York. We do not like to have any 
of the park commissioners appointed by 
the governor, as some of them are. - We 
do not like to have the legislature in- 
terfering more than is necessary with the 
government of the city’ That interfer- 
ence, when it takes place, should be 
through laws applying, whenever pos- 
sible, to all munitipalities throughout the 
state, and when applying to Chicago only, 
rather a statement of general principles 
than an attempt) to.reguilate the details 
of.the government of the city in any of 


of the restraihing 


_its subordinate departments. 


Chicago -has no idea of being pie 
pated ffom the control of the legislature. 
It does not wish to be emancipated. 
There are times when we need the rude 
common sense of the country to help us 
out of difficulties|and to prevent us from 
making serious mistakes.‘ There are times 
when. the city government needs to be 
overruled and those times are. likely. to 
become more frequent in thé future than 
they have been in the past. There are | 
times when we need gentle admonition, 
and other times when some of our munic- 
ipal officers need to ‘be takeri over; the 
legislative knee and soundly .spanked. 

Chicago has never entertained so. dis- 
loyal a thought as fhat of a separation 
from IHinois. We could not get along 
without the commonwealth, and the ¢om- 
monwealth cannot get along without us. 
Illinois and Chicago are interdependent. 


| Hach should be! proud ‘of the other and 


recognize the rights of the other. Chit¢ago 
is proud of Illinois and [llinois should be 
proud of Chicago—but apparently is ‘not. 

Illinois would not be the third state in 
the union—its blood would not be circulat- 
ing so rapidly and so extensively as it 
does—it would not be paying the expenses 
of its state government so easily as it 
does, it would not have such great penal 
and charitable institutions and would 
not be able to support them so easily as 
it does if Chicago were not a part of the 
state. Illinois without Chicago would 
be a small state like Indiana or Iowa, oc- 
cupied chiefly hy honest, friendly, neigh- 
borly rural communities, and having no 
standing before the country or the world 
such as it has today—if it were not for 
Chicago. 

Chicago is the second city of ‘the wnion. 
and he never has seen the union who has 
not seen Chicago. While Chicago has 
many faults it also has many virtues, and 
none of the latter: are more conspi¢uous 
than the energy, patriotism, and self-sac- 
rificing spirit of its leading citizens. These 
qualities should ‘be recognized and ap- 
plauded ‘by the jlegislature, and rewarded 
by the same degree of confidence reposed 
in the ability of the city to rule itself 
that the city gives to the legislature in the 
discharge of its appropriate func tions as 
the chief law makimg body of the sfate.

THE GOOD DAY COMING. . 

Much that was entertaining and didactic 
was delivered by Mr. Bryan in his ad- 
dress to the alumni of the Northwestern 
University Law school. It was pleasant 
to learn from the speaker that death in 
honest poverty is preferable to a life of 
opulence derived from corrupt corpora- 
tions, and that the day is coming when 
“we will not have so many men 
(lawyers) who will sell their souls to 
make grand larceny possible.” It is even 
pleasanter to felicitate the speaker on the 
fact that, though a lawyer, he derives so 
large.an income from farm products, edit- 
ing a newspaper, lecturing, and guiding a 
political party, as to remove him safely 
from the sphere of temptation. 

One possibly deplorable feature of the 
situation is that no sooner does a lawyer 
“begin to rise above his fellows, to exhibit 
evidences of superior mental attainments, 
to betray a firm and far reaching grasp of 
legal principles, than his services are im- 
mediately sought by the railroads or other 
“corrupt corporations.” It is also de- 
plorable that, having yielfied to this com- 
plimentary testimonial ‘to his ability, the 
lawyer considers it his duty to give to his 
employer sufficing proof of the ability with 
which he is eredited and to work for the 
interests of those by whom hé is so amply 
compensated, This is unhappily true of so 
many of the ablest lawyers and statesmen 
the country has produced that it is un- 
necessary to go into specifications. 

The inference may be drawn, and not 
unjustly, that such is the corporation ap- 
preciation of legal ability that its selec- 
tion of representing attorneys is an -honor- 
ing badge of preéminence in‘ the profes- 
sion. Of course there may be lawyers 
of distinguished talent who have been 
‘overlooked by ever alert corporation inter- 
‘ests, and here and there may exist a legal 
Titan who would scorn association with 
such bodies as Mr. Bryan denounces, but 
again comes the distressing inference that 
an overwhelming percentage of the “ over- 
lapked ” class of lawyers has not betrayed 
sufficient evidetice of superiority to inter- 
est the retaining pOwers beyond the merest 
} superficial inquiry. For such representa- 
tives of the bar it is fortunate, indeed, 
that they are-eontent with a modest living 
or that other talents permit them to ac- 
quire a fortune in other directions. 

Mr. Bryan has\a feeling of optimism 
concerning the future attitude of the bar. 
He is quite convinced that it is much 
better-to sell garden truck, newspapers, 
and lectures than to sell souls, and he 
sees the shining day when. corporations 
will be put to their trumps to secure ade- 
quate legal representation in the cour'‘s. 
What he has done others may do. It will 
be a great day indeed for the consumer. 
for not only will grinding, possibly corrupt, 
corporations be left helpless, but there 
will he a general and welcome decline in 
produce for the markets and a healthy 
competition on the lecture platform. A 
few souls of. the caliber of Samuel J. Til- 
den, Joseph Choate, and Elihu Root will 
be lost,. but, they will. be. forgotten in the 
general redemption and unmourned in the 
hour of deliverance and _ thanksgiving. 
Virtue will triumph over talent and agri- 
culture will achieve ‘its perfect work.

ARE AMERICANS TOO SLOW? 

Americans who pride themselves on 
their bustle and: activity will find their 
self-complacency upset by the disparag- 
ing remarks of a London merchant, who 
does not hesitate to say that American 
business methods, as contrasted with oper- 
ations in London, are “two slow.” More- 
over, he asserts with emphasis that a!l 
this clatter’over American push is a mere 
superstition and that “in reality you 
make more noise over less work.” 

Partly in corroboration of this discour- 
aging statement an English woman in 
Chicago inveighs petulantly against the 
deliberation ‘with which the crowds move 
along the sidewalks. She complains that 
she finds no truth in the decepted belicf 
that Americans in general, the people of 
Chicago. in particular, are always in a 
‘hurry, and that it is her experience that 
the Chicago people are deliberate rather 
than nervously active and that they are 
always getting in one another's way. To 
this it might be mildly objected that the 
fact that one is getting in another's way 
is no proof that he is not in a hurry, and 
that sidewalk speed is naturally checked 

y the congestion of crowds that throng 
he business district of icago. 

As for the London merchant's cynical 
reflection on the slowness of American 
business methods—and he was speaking 
of the delays encountered in his transac- 
tions with department stores—it' might he 
hinted that his unfamiliarity with Amer- 
ican shopping has possibly led him‘ into 
difficulties not shared by the native to the 
manner born. Certainly nobody on this 
side of the Atlantic who has had deal- 
ings with the London shopkeeper will be 
willing to admit that the American is out- 
done in briskness by his British cousin in 
trade or that the average Briton of the 
metropolis is in a greater hurry than the 
man of Chicago. The assurance _ that 
American shopkeepers take too much time 
in wrapping up a,parcel is not a sweeping 
and convincing proof of the slowness of 
our business methods, disagreeable as ir 
may be to the shopping visitor from 
across the water. 

However, these little reflections on the 
part of the .visiting fgreigner are useful 
if ‘only to show that our. pride of hustle 
is not always taken at its full American. 
value, and that we are occasionally put «n_ 


the defensive even by those whom we. 


are endeavoring by invasion to c&6rrect 
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that to a@ certain extent he will revolu- 
tionize British ideas with American en- | 
ergy will he surprised and discouraged | 
indeed if he- learns from experience that

- SWITCHING ‘AT NIGHT. 

The complaints. about the noise of en- 
gines and moving cars connected with 
switching at night continue. The evil is, 
perhaps, most noticeable on the Illinois 
Ceutral tracks, which run close to the 
heart of the hotel district of the city. 
Sleep is often murdered by the puffing en- 
gines and the bumping cars. It is not an 
occasional evil, 
after night. To a less degree the same 
complaint is made by people who tive 
along the line within the city limits, where 
there are side tracks and, therefore, a 
good deal of shifting. 

To some extent, of course, it is a neces- 
sary evil incident to the enterprise and 
business activity of every city. The 
amount of switching which may be done 
in the day time is restricted by the neces- 
sities of passenger traffic. In some places 
it is restrained by regulations limiting the 
hours for such work. Business houses 
must have their cars available for loading 
during the day. The shifting of these 
cars must be done by night. As long as 
locomotives are used for railway purposes 
within a city’s limits much noise must be 


‘expected. The adoption of electric en- 


gines would help greatly in reducing the 
nuisance. 

But, when everything {is conceded to 
the railway companies, it.is plainly ev!- 
dent that there is much useless noise 
made. The rights of others are infringed. 
People are denied the sleep to which they 
are. justly entitled. If those in charge can 
Jessen in any way the disturbance which 
is noted every night they ought to do so. 

The residents of Riyerside drive in New 
York have made such a-strong protest to 
the officials of the New. York Central 
through the society for the suppression of 
unnecessary noises that relief is promised. 
The senior vice president of that com- 
pany has written a letter in which it is 
stated that engineers and trainmen have 
been given clear instructions to exercise 
all possible care in the matter. As a still 
further evidence of the desire of the com- 
pany to do the right thing a special man 
has been detailed by the-operating de- 
partment to see that these instructions are 
obeyed. 

In some cases switching yards are so 
located as to give little offense. But 
when, as in the case of the Illinois Central, 
they are close to places where large num- 
bers sleep, the nuisance is apt to be a 
great one. Any relief from the evil would 
be welcomed by those who have been long 
sufferers. 


DRINKING FOUNTAINS. 

The movement to place drinking foun- 
tains in various parts of the city is one 
which deserves’ every encouragement. 
There is room for a large number of such 
public conveniences. The announcement 
by the president of the Women’s Outdoor 
Art league that funds are now available 
for six of these fountains is a pleasing 
one. They will be placed on corners 
where street car lines converge or where 
there is a large amount of travel. Costing 
about $400 each, made of concrete of 
artistic design, they will be both useful 
and attractive in appearance. 

There are several distinct interests to 
which such a movement should appeal. It 
is not an easy thing for the thirsty Indi- 
vidual to get a drink of water in the 
downtown district. There are flowing 
fountains in some oaf-the large stores and 
in some of the public buildings, but few 
conveniences of the sort upon the street. 
The provisions for horses and dogs are 
even fewer. The Humane society has 
taken up the matter on occasion and has 
put a few. drinking fountains in place, 
Saloonkeepers have seen their value as an 
attachment of their business. In some 
parts of the city the only place for a team- 
ster to water his horses is iu front of a 
saloon. It is an easy step, therefore, to 
make the occasion of giving his horses a 
drink an opportunity for himself to go in- 
side the building and get a drink of an- 
other sort. 

The friends of temperance ought to 
have a liyely interest in providing foun- 
tains and watering troughs in a different 
environment. The humanitarians have 
often called atteftion to the line of wait- 
ing teams about existing tronghs as the 
best possible argument for the increase of 
facilities for the thirsty animals. Those 
whose special interest is connected with 
artistic ornamentetion of the streets see 
a good chance for the exercise of their 
theories in connection with fountains. 

In fact, the desirability of such con- 
veniences, long recognized upon the con- 
tinent, appeals to a large number of peo- 
ple. The need is patent. There are plen- 
ty of persons who have the money to 
spare and the inclination to contribute. 
Any organization which will take upon 
itself the burden of pushing the matter of 
collecting the funds has a splendid oppor- 
tunity to commend itself to the applaud- 
ing appreciation of the populace. 


TESTING ‘SUBMARINES. 

The tests of submarine vessels which 
were made at Newport last week at- 
tracted the attention of many who are in- 
terested in the latest developments in this 
field of naval activity. When a crew of 
one of these vessels shows no injurious 
effects from an experience of twenty-four 
hours’ submergence and reports | enjoy- 
ment of eating and sleeping just the same 
as if the boat were floating on the sur- 
face of the water, the test may be counted 
a satisfactory one..

The occasion of these tests is taken by 
Edgar Stanton Maclay for a vigorous pro- 
test against the use of submarines in war- 
fare. Mr. Maclay has given a great deal 
of time and thought to investigating the 
history of the American navy and has 
contributed some stirring books to the lit- 
erature of American achievements upon 
the sea.. His opinion is worth considera- 
ble.. He makes a strong plea for the out- 
lawing of the submarine as a practical 
first step in limitation of armaments. 

_His argument is based upon two 
grounds.. The one contends that it is poor 
policy to use a method which so far has 
proved more damaging to friend than to 
foe. The other declares that the contest- 
ants in the prize ring are more careful 
about the amenities than the nations 
which engage in warfare. 

In support of the first contention the 
histery of the experiments with submarine 


vessels is reviewed. From this it is shown -

Taking the other and entirely: different 
point of view, a-comparison ‘is made be- 
tween prize fighting under the Marquis 
of Queensberry rules and the lack of inter- 


and savagery of men when roused to the 
white heat ‘of mortal combat.” ‘The hit- 
ting below the belt and the throwing of 
missiles which might injure innocent by- 
standers are barred in’ the one form of 
combat and permitted in the other. In 
other words, the submarine is not fair 
fighting. The world loves a fair fighter. 
The tendency of the age should make the 
submarine an outlaw. 

Mr. Maclay guards himself by recogniz- 
ing that the/failures of the past are not 
certain prophecies of failure in the future. 
He realizes that the submarine may be so 
perfected as to become practicable in war- 
fare. But from the light. of experience 
and from the humanitarian point of view 
he condemns this type of vessel as one de- 
serving outlawry.

The 
prince was condemned to pay alimony to his 
wife to the tune of $1,200 a year. As he 
neglected to comply with the order of the 
court in the matter, his mother, sister of the 
late Dom Pedro, the last emperor of Brazil, 
furnished the alimony Lame stead. or tg te 
six years ago, these payments 
oe aon: and finally, in 1904, the 
princess, having exhausted all her resources, 
and finding herself in a state of complete 
destitution, appealed to the French courts. 
The original order was reaffirmed, and the 
prince, made intermittent payments. There 
was such a lack of regularity about them, 
however, that the princess has now secured 4 
judgment, by which the extensive property 
left by the prince’s mother has been attached 
for @ sum sufficient to furnish the capital of 
the alimony, and this will be held by trustees 
appointed by the. court, and the income 
thereof paid to the princess as long as she 
lives. 


Gotha to intimate that the marriage between 
the prince and princess contracted in New 
York was of a morganatic nature, and an in- 
timation is also given that the prince's wife 
should be known by the title of Countess of 
Rocca Guglielma. But neither the code of 
the state of New York, where the marriage 
was contracted, nor that of Italy, to the 
former reigning family of which Prince Louis 
belonged, nor.yet that of France makes any 
provision for morganatic marriages, such as 
legally exist in Germany and Austria. A 
marriage contracted in accordance with the 
laws is a full fledged marriage, and Mary 
Hamel, which was the maiden name of the 
wife of Prince Louis, is therefore by law not 
the morganatic but the full fledged wife of 
the pfince, and as such éntitled to bear his 
name and to share histitle. Moreover, her 
son and daughter bear the title of prince and 
; princess, and are recognized as such in Italy. 
Prince Louis is a grandson of King Francis 
I. of Naples, and, through his mother, a 
nephew of the last emperor of Brazil. 
a ae 

Sir Walter Nugent, who has just been 
elected member of parliament for South 
Westmeath on the home rule ticket, is known 
as *‘ of Donore,’’ in order to distinguish him 
from the three other Nugents of the ‘“‘baron- 
etage.’’ The Nugents of Donere, who consti- 
tute a branch of that house of which the 
earl of Westmeath is now the chief, became 
extinct in the male line at the end of the 
eighteenth century with the death of Sir 
Peter Nugent, who left Donore and his other 
Westmeath estates to his wife's nephew, 
Capt. Thomas Fitzgerald of the royal navy. 
In accordance with his uncle’s will, the cap- 
tain assumed by royal license, or inheriting 
the property, the name and the arms of Nu- 
gent, and his son, who married the daughter 
and heiress of Sweetman, a millionaire 
brewer of Dublin, was created a baronet. 
Sir Walter is his grandson, and has been in 
sympathy with the homerule party for a con- 
siderable time past. Hea served in Lord 
Longford’s yeomanry in the South African 
war, and when taken to task for it by cer- 
tain home rulers, made such a manly de- 
fense of his conduct that he received im- 
mediately a unanimous vote of confidence. 
He is unmarried, will be succeeded by his 
younger brother in the baronetcy and estates, 
and is the second member of the baronetage 
to sit in the house of commong as a home 
ruler, the other being Sir Thomas Grattan 
Esmond. | +

Sir Walter, who prior to succeeding to-the 
title and estates spent a number of years in 
America engaged in newspaper work, must 
not be confounded with Sir Edmund Nugent 
of Waddesdon, whose baronetcy was founded 
by Field Marshal Sir George Nugent, mar- 
ried to Maria, daughter of Courtilandt Skin- 
ner, attorney general of New Jersey. Sir 
Edmund was formerly passionately fond of 
shooting, but has never touched a gun since 
he accidentally destroyed one of the eyes of 
Almeric Paget, son-in-law of the late William 
Cc. Whitney, at a shooting party at Brandon. 
He, too, is rich, being more fortunate in this 
respect than Sir Charles Nugent, who, be- 
siaes being a baronet, is likewise a count of 
the Holy Roman empire, the latter being a 
dignity conferred upon Sir John Nugent, who 
Was an officer in the Austrian army and a 
chamberlain of Emperor Ferdinand of Aus- 
tria. Sir Cr =rles succeeded to the family 
honors through the death of his elder brother, 
Sir Hugh, who lost his life through a shooting 
accident, and Sir Charles’ only son, Charles 
Hugh, who achieved considerable fame as a 
gentleman rider, was killed by a fall from his 
horse at a steeplechase at Ostend about four 
years ago. 

Sir Charles may be said to have beén pur- 
sued by misfortune. lor, after having been 
bankrupted, he was on one occasion crimi- 
nally tried-on a charge of obtaining credit 
from a hotel keeper to the tune of $1,000, 
without warning him, in accordance with 
the requirements of the law, that he was an 
undischarged bankrupt. During the course 
of the proceedings it developed that if Sir 
Charles had become a bankrupt it was 
through becoming surety for a friend, and 
through the subsequent absconding of a 
trustee with all Sir Charles’ assets which had 
been realized to liquidate the obligation. it 
was likewise shown that when Sir Charles 
and Lady Nugent found themselves entirely 
without resources she took an engagement 
as @ Village school teacher, while Sir Charles 
entered service and became a groom. ‘The 
story of their misfortunes and of the efforts 
which they were making to get an honest liy- 
ing led' the presiding judge, Sir William 
Grantham, to let Sir Charles off with a gen- 
tence of two days’ imprisonment and with 
unofficial words of Warm sympathy. He- 
cently Lady Nugent has come into possession 
of a small legacy, which has somewhat re- 
lieved her own difficulties and those of her 
husband.

The fourth Nugent baronet is Sir John 
Nugent, who was born as a member of the 
house of Humble, a patronymic borne by all 
his ancestors, including the first baronet of 
the line, Sir John Humble, who received his 
title from King William IV. in 1881. Itisthe 
present baronet who, with the consent of the 
crown, exchanged his name of Humble for 
that of Nugent.

Thomas Fitzhardinge Kingscote, whose 
partnership in one of the great champagne 
houses of Rheims was made the subject of 
discussion the other day in the house of 
commons, is a member of the royal house- 
hold, in which he holds the office of gentle- 
man of the wine cellars to the king.

any sudden fall of prices or values when ac- 
companied by an unusual numberof business 
failures. Wvery panic at the end lof a period 
of prosperity is earmarked as follows: (l) a 
large investment of a country’s capital in en- 
terprises which fail to yield immejliate profit; 
(2) unusually high rates of interast and) low 
bank reserves; (3) business in control of men 
who have not had experience with such an in- 
dustrial crisis. 

When we examine the present situativa 
we find several facts which suggest the possi- 
bility of an industrial crisis, In the first 
place, the prosperity of the United States and other gold standard 
countries has been so great during recent years that we cannot be- 
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not always are the best.

We ridicule the child who 
digs up his seeds to see whether they are sprouting, who) picks his 
toys to pieces to find out what is inside of them; yet one every day 
sees men and women who act upon the same principle in gyaver mat- 
ters. It often is the case that “He who increaseth kno’ wledge in- 
creaseth sorrow,” and they who insist upon prying into the) mysteries 
Worry- themselves and all associated with them to no purpose, save 
that of disappointment and pain. Among the great secrets of success 
ir life is that of knowi ing how to wait, not carelessly nor supinely, but 
intelligently and actively, ready to seize the opportunity whee it comes. 
is faith which moves mountains; faith, hope, and ngs eg - 
true spirit of love, are the divine three who make life ving. 


But in the hurried life of 


that mutual aid entirely has taken the place of mutual struggle in the 
communities of ants? 

The hunting associations of birds are too numerous to mention. 
The pelicans always go fishing in numerous bands, and, after having 
chosen an appropriate ‘bay, they form a wide half circle and narrow 
it by paddling towards the shore, catching all fish that happen to be 
inclosed in the circle. On narrow rivers and canals they even divide 
into two parties. Each of these draws up on a half circle and both 
paddle to meet each other, just as if two parties of men dragging two 
long nets should advance to capture all fish taken between the nets 
when both parties come to meet. As the night comes they fly to their 
resting places, always the same for each flock, and no one ever has 


seen them fighting for the possession of either the bay or the resting 


place. In South America they gather in flocks of from 40,000 to 50,000 
individuals, part of which enjoy sleep while the others keep watch, and 
others again go fishing.. And finally it would be injustice to the much 
calumniated house sparrow were it not mentioned how faithfully it 
shares any food it discovers with all the members of its society. It 
has -been transmitted to posterity how a Greek orator once exclaimed: 
“ While I am speaking to you a sparrow has come to tell other sparrows 
that a slave has dropped on the floor a sack of corn, and they all go 
there to feed upon the grain.” Within their own communities the spar- 
rows practice mutual aid. 

The most striking examples of mutual help are among the cranes 
and parrots. The cranes are extremely sociable and live in most ex- 
cellent relations with most aquatic birds. Their prudence and intelli- 
gence are astonishing; they grasp conditions in a moment. Their sen- 


_ tries always keep watch around a flock which is feeding or resting, and 
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the hunters know well how difficult it is to approach them. If a man 
has succeeded in surprising them they never return to the same place 
without having sent out one single scout first and a party of .scouts 
afterward, and when the reconnoitering party returns and reports there 
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It is no doubt difficult to draw the line clearly between local and 
imperial government; the two spheres always must overlap. But, 
broadly speaking, women are entitled to vote in the one sphere, because 


they are fully competent to take a practical part in its administration 


and to form the opinions of actual experience on the issues presented. 
In the case of imperial government this is not so, simply because women 
are women, and their work in the world is different from that of men. 
In thig sphere they are entitled only to the influence of educated opinion, 
which they always must have, and the more fully as the education of 
women extends. 

In asking for the vote they are grasping at direct political power 
without the possibility, in a majority of issues, of combining with it 
direct political responsibility—the responsibility of action. And this is 
impossible, simply because they are women. 

It is of no use to labor the point. We all know what are the 
hroad ‘fields of action—action of many kinds, not merely or chiefly that 
involved in war-—on which the existence of our state depends, and into 
which women, because they are women, can never enter. We are told 
that the vote is necessary in order that the interests of working women 
may be duly represented in parliament. But from an anxious and

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eve it will last. In the second place, bank reserves here and abroad 
have declined to a low point and the rates of interest have been corre- 
spondingly advanced.

Do these things portend a crisis? We Gannot answer -that ques- 
tion intelligently unless we are clear as to the forces which have 
brought us to the present situation. While no period of prosperity can 
be attributed to a single cause, nevertheless the good times of th? 
last few years, accompanied as they have been by an unprecedented 
increase in the production of wealth, were due mainly to the doubling 
of the world’s output of gold and to the resultant rise in the prices 
of goods. 

Since there is at present: no evidence of decline in the output 
of gold, there need be no féar that stimulus to enterprise shall. be 
lacking in the near future. 

If an industrial crisis is on the slate it will, in all probability, not 
come before 1918. That would seem an appropriate year. In England 


had little experience in the practical aspects of the work. He is seek- 
ing a place because he wants it, studying the position to discover if 
it fits his ambition, and probably paying the slightest thought to 
whether or not he is likely to fit the place. 

“T can’t do that work,” he says to himself convincingly. 

It may be accepted that the timid young man already has lost 
his ¢hance for the position. He has confessed to himself the fear that 
he cannot do the work, and in some way the secret weakness will con- 
vey itself as a first impression to the employer. Business men may 
detest self-conceit, but they always distrust the worker who approaches 
a task with fear and trembling. 

“Tf you are afraid of yourself, then I am afraid of you,” might 
be the employer’s response to the timid applicant. And with logic 
unassailable he might add: ‘‘ Why should you expect me to have 
greater confidence in your ability than you yourself have?’ 

This objection of the employer never may be voiced. He has no 
time to explain to the young man how and why he has undermined 
his own approaches to the coveted position. Perhaps in many \cases 
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the employer himself does not understand clearly why he has rejected | 


the applicant. He has as little time for self-analysis as for explanation. 


If a man’s own heart does not teach him how to make love to a 
woman, if instinct, does not help him to a sense of the psychological 


moment when she is ready for the winning, no outsider fitly can instruct 


him; Love, and none other, must find the way. 

Much, of course, depends upon the man, still more upon the woman. 
There are as many different sorts of women as of plants upon earth, or 
fish in the sea, and what pleases one does not suit another. There are 
some who like to be “ rushed,” to be swept away, as it were, in a 
torrent of passion, whose ideal is young Lochinvar, while others prefer 
the patient Jew who served fourteen years for the love of his heart; 
women who must be wooed gently, educated into love, ‘so to speak. It 
has passed into a popular proverb that any woman not already in love 
with another man, and some who are, may be won by the man who 
knows how to woo with gentle, loving, persistent effort to that end. 

“She is a woman, therefore to be won.” 

The man who is in too great a hurry not infrequently defeats bis 
chances of success. Well brought up girls are taught to be coy where 
men are concerned; instructed that maidenly modesty exacts that they 
shall not show themselves too willing, bids them >to hang back, if not 
actually to flee the advances,of a lover, however agreeable and desired. 
The natural instinct of a young girl is to hide the new, strange feeling 
which has come into her life. First love is especially reticent and 
shyness is a common symptom thereof, both with men and women. 
It would be difficult to find any girl, however carefully she may have 
been guarded from thoughts of loye and marriage by parents who wish 
to keep her still a child, who weaves no romantic fancies, no day 
dreams of “ Prince Charming,” to whom she will one day discover 
“the swan’s nest among the reels.” As somebody has said, were a 
girl hut up in a convent of deaf mutes, with walls ten feet high, she

They enjoy society of 
other birds as well. In India the jays and crows come together from 
many miles around to spend the night in company with the parrots in 
the bamboo thickets. There is no doubt that it is the practice of life 
in society which enables the parrots to attain their high level of almost 
human intelligence and almost human feelings. The best naturalists de- 
scribe some species as the bird-man. 

The first thing that strikes us in mammals is the overwhelming nu- 
merical predominance of social species over the few carnivorous ani- 
mals which do not associate. .The plateaus, the Alpine tracts, and the 
steppes of the old and new worlds.are stocked with herds of deer, ante- 
lopes, gazelles, fallow deer, buffaloes, wild goats, and sheép, all sociable 
All these animals live in societies and nations numbering hun- 
dreds of thousands of individuals. How trifling In comparison with 
them are the numbers of the carnivores, and. how false the view of 
those who speak of the animal world as if nothing were to be seen in it 
save lions and hyenas plunging their bleeding teeth into the flesh of 
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liament has sprung the code of factory law which has made England 
great. 

And if it is just, owing to their better education, that the views of 
women on the industrial legislation which concerns them should be 
more directly expressed for the future, surely some.means could” be 
found, through some form of departmental or even parliamentary com- 
mittee, for securing this end. Women are now to sit on the local bodies 
of England. 

Cannot some way be devised by which through these women 
representatives, the opinion of women on questions which specially 
concern them might be constitutionally expressed? 

On the other hand, if the parliamentary vote is granted, ap im- 
mense addition will be made, either at once or ultimately, to the igno- 
rant, unstable vote among us, already so large; and the safety of the 
common state, on which we all depend, will be thereby go much weak- 
ened for the sake of ends which may be abundantly reach-d in other 
ways. 

Moreover, there are signs that if women obtain the partiamentaty 
vote there is a serious danger of reaction in industrial legislation. Cer- 
tainly one cannot study various manifestoes lately put forward without 
feeling that if women had possessed the vote from the ’40s onwards our 


there is a panic about every ten years, in the United States every 
twenty years. 

During the last ten years prices have risen 42 per cent, while 
the amount of money has increased 70 per cent. During that same 
time the national banks have increased their loans and discounts 
two billion to four billion three hundred million dollars, an increase of 
115 per cent. Meantime the reserves have been reduapd from 19 per 
cent to 18 per cent. 

Wages have not gone up as rapidly as prices have risen, and 
therefore an increase in wages should be made. .If people are to 
purchase goods at rising prices they must have higher wages. I do 
not say this from any humanitarian motive, but from. the knowledge 
of the cold fact that if prosperity is to increase we must give some 
of the money earned to the common people. 

Our currency system is abominable. We must fix it if we wish 
to avoid a panic. I am-in favor of giving the banks: a little freer 
privilege of issue.

He has not missed the point, however. In the battlefield of business 
the ability to detect weakness becomes the most unerring of all in- 
stincts. 

For the comfort of the young man who has not tried his powers 
it may be said that fear of his own capacity is as unreasonable as it is 
fatal. 

He forgets that some one already has been doing it—fifty differ- 
ent persons may have held the place—50,000 other young men may be 
able “to do the work,” If these 50,000 were lined up and passed be- 
pak the prospective employer, however, he would have only one 
choiee, leaving the 49,999 to disappointment. In making this one 
choice, what would be the distinguishing attributes of the young man 
chosen ? 

‘ First impressions ” doubtless would have a wider influence than 
almost any other one thing bearing on the choice. That young man 
would get the place who best filled the employer’s idea of what his 
employé should be. It is a hard thing for an employer to keep in 
his service a man whom personally he detests, even when that man 
has proved himself on a basis of business necessity to his house. It 
is immeasurably harder for the untried young man to get past an 


fancies without even the proverbial whisper from the little bird, for 
a girl’s mind is fed by the girl’s heart.

Always Liked the Long Shots. 

His chief characteristic, even then, was his 
willingness to take a chance. One of the 
neighbors declares that, when John was a 
boy of 14, he saw him climb up on to the 

. Foot of the barn, walk along the ridge, leap 
into the branches of a walnut tree, and 
clamber to. the ground, after which he col- 
lected 10 cents from the boy who had bet 
him he couldn’t do it. 

He never was afraid to take a chance, and 
the longer the shot the better. pleased he 
seemed 

But while John W. Gates was at school his 
dearly beloved brother, who also was an ad- 
venturous sort of boy, started westward on 
@ trapping and exploring expedition. On 
Jan. 25, 1871, Gilbert Gates disappeared, and, 
es afterwards was discovered, he was mur- 
dered. The losg of that brother furnished 
the element of tragedy to the remarkable 
life of John W. Gates—and showed also his 
character, for he tracked the man who mur- 
dered his brother, and nearly thirty years 
later had his revenge. 


> e 
Early Romance Like Present. 

Gates’ willingness to take a chance never 
was better illustrated than it was after his 
graduation from the little college at Naper- 
ville in 1873: He was then part owner of a 
small hardware store and grain warehouse 
at Turner, Ill., and, more than that, he was 
in love. His business hardly was paying ex- 
penses for himself, although it made money; 
yet he decided to take a chance and get mar- 
ried, and, luckily for him, the girl was no 
more afraid than he. That was the keynote 
to his entire character—‘‘ take a chance, de- 
cide quickly what you want, and then get it.” 
On Feb. 25, 1874 he was married to Miss Del- 
lora R. Baker of St. Charles, I11. 

It was during this stage of his career that 
Gates met Col. Ike Ellwood. He immediately 


sold out the grain warehouse and engaged 


entirely in the hardware business. 

Now many people have urged that Gates 
was “lucky.” Yet here, in his first business,. 
he was in grain and tron—the two things 
which later he turned into gold in the stock 
markets of the world He was well founded 
in the primary knowledge of the game 
before he knew the game itself. He had the 
temperament for quick decision and action, 
and the “nerve” to take chances; and, be- 
sides that, he knéw hardware and its possi- 
bilities, and the practical handling of grain. 

The hardware business caused him to de- 
elde instantly that, while he might make a 
living selling it, the fortunes were to be had 
in making it. He “ hired out to Ike Ellwood,” 
as he gaid, and started selling goods. Then, 
almost without warning, he jumped out for 
himself. 

- = 


Barbed Wire Laid Foundation. 
Gates got the idea that made him one of 
the world’s wealthiest men at the first 
glance at barbed wire. Like a flash he real- 
, ized its possibilities. He took wire and agreed 
to sell it for Col. Ellwood at $100 a month. 
His idea was that some day the millions of 
acres of range land in the west would be 
under fence—and he struck for Texas. If 
the cattle men of the west had known that 
Gates was coming on such a mission, and 
realized as clearly as he the possibilities 
bound up in that little spool of barbed wire, 
they would have lynched him. 
Gates dropped off a train at San Antonio 
with a set purpose. His great theory in life 


is that most men of money are too timid, and 


that a man can scare a million aut of the con- 
servatives simply by daring, nerve, and bluff, 
Had he been a prize fighter he would have 
been one of the rushing kind—and all through 
his business career, whether on the bull or 
bear side, he has been a rusher. 

His idea in San Antonio was to show Texas 
the possibilities of barbed wire fence, He 
believed he had the goods. He went straight 
to the mayor, paid for a concession, erected 
a barbed wire fence around the plaza, hired 
twenty cowboys and a drove of wild plains 
cattle, and yelled for everybody to come and 
gee. It wae the first “fence’’ ever built in 
Texas, and the rangers looked on and scoffed. 
The cattle were turned into the wire pen, the 
cowboys charged, and sent the herd flying 
against the almost invisible barrier, expect- 
ing the herd to crash through it as if it were 
tiesue paper. Instead the bellowing herd 
turned, almost ran over the cow punchers, 
and bolted fer the opposite side, with the 
game result.

Tired of Making Money for Othars. 


Gates went to half a dozen places working

— red, however, that Washburn 
& Moen owned all the patents connected 
with barbed wire. He didn’t see why Wash- 
burn & Moen did not have all the millions 


that were loose. Also he decided quickly . 


that if Washburn & Moen weren't going 
to reap the harvest he was. He did not 
let such a little thing as patents stop him. 
He went to a friend in St. Louis named Al- 
fred Clifford, and°with @ capital of about 
$8,000 a factory was built in Missouri and 
began to sell barbed wire fence at a reduc- 
tiof. Gates went on the road, selling wire. 
He came back, invoiced, billed, painted, 
shipped, and marketed it, and then went out 
and collected. It wasn't long before Wash- 
burn @& Moen discovered that some one 
else was selling barbed wire, and they went 
into the courts. Gates dién’t stop. When 
the courts got after him in Missouri the 
officers suddenly discovered that offices, 
factories, and alj else appertaining to J. Ww. 
Gates & Co. had jumped across the Missis- 
sippi and was doing business on an increased 
nois. se 

ee of the patents continued to 
fight, but Gates kept on making wire and 
selling it, and eventually he won, because 
the courte declared the patents invalid, 

In the reorganized firm of J. W. Gates & 
Co. eight men put up $2,500 each, and the 


firm paid dividends of over 50 per cent 
week—all due to the hustling ability of Gates, 
who could sell wire faster than his factory 
could make it. ee 


At the end of two years, during which the 


_ Srm split up about $175,000, besides enlarging 


the plant, Gates gave a dinner to his seven 
Dartners at St. Louis and calmly stated that 
he wanted to buy them out—all except Clift- 
ford, as he and Clifford were doing all the 
business, and ought to have the earnings. 
It was another of Gates’ quick decisions. 
His partners refused to put a price on their 
holdings, so Gates told them he would sell, 
and hamed the figure. They refused to buy 
at the price, and he forced them to sell at 
it, keeping Clifford with him. 

About that time some friend offered Gates 
a tract of land near Chicago. It wasn’t worth 
much, but Gates quickly saw his chance, 
bought it in, cut off the timber, and erected 
another mill. He had one near St. Louis, one 
near Pittsburg, and even then was planning 
to consolidate, or at least own all the wire 
mills in the country—or in the world, if any 
of them opposed his progress. 

The game was getting big—but Gates plays 
for a million the game as he would play 
penny ante. He incorporated the Southern 
Wire company and commenced a career of 
absorption which was without parallel] in the 
history of the world. He didn’t care much 
what he paid for a wire mill—just so he got 
it, for he knew that he would get the money 
back, and then some.

. 
Beginning of the Chicago Crowd. 

It was then, about 1880, that Gates began 
to organize “the Chicago crowd ’’—which 
later wag te become se famous for its daring 
and stupendous operations. 

They were all “ good fellows” in that 
crowd, and fellows who have stood back to 
back, fighting with the knives of Standard 
Oil and National City stabbing for their 
hearts’ blood. Occasionally there have been 
cries of “‘ double cross "’—and it is true that 
some have lost faith in the others, but the 
leaders of the “gang” made financial 
history and made Wall street high finan- 
clets look like frightened pikers betting §2 
on @ sure thing. 

In that gang were ** Col.” Isaac Ellwood, 


“CoL” John Lambert, the Moore brothers, 


Elbert H. Gary, William Edenborn, W. B. 
Leeds, E. C. Converse—but the real inside 
Gates crowd consisted of Ellwood, Gary, 
Gates, and Lambert—a quartet of Apaches 
from the west that thirsted for the scalps ef 
all Wall street, F 

These were stee] men—the real steel men. 

But Gates in 1883 was still a comparatively 
poor man. In spite of his tremendous ener- 
gy and his unbroken line of successes, his 
wonderful capacity for hard work, his tire- 
lessness and nerve, he was far short of $1,- 
000,000. 


e * 
Making His Extra Millions. 

In that crisis, just after his plants had 
cleared $188,000 in one year, his main plant 
burned down. Such a blow would have 
daunted many men. Competition was grow- 
ing strong and William Edenborn, one of 
Gates’ early partners, who had withdrawn 
and gone into the opposition, was prospering 
in his new plant. Gates, without a plant and 
with hardly more than enough money to re- 
build and enlarge, at once called upon Eden- 
born and made the astounding proposition 
that they consolidate. Not only that but he 
convinced Edenborn and erected a new mill, 
consolidating it with the Edenborn plant, 
and really starting what finally developed 
into the American Steel and Wire company, 
The Rankin mill, near Pittsburg, was added 
and then the Braddock mills. ‘ 

Gates was getting rich, but lack of ready 
cash hampered him. He went to London to 
buy steel billets, and after making the deal 
discovered himself without adequate credit. 

It was in that dilemma that Gates met 
Morgan and used him. He called upon Mor- 
gan for credit and Morgan advanced him 
$300,000. That loan led to the formation of 
the steel trust. 

Gates at that time was absolutely bank- 
rupt, but with him bankruptcy meant noth- 
ing. He knew there were fortunes coming, 
and he began by paying the floating indebt- 
edness of $750,000 (his assets were worth per- 
haps $200,000), and a year later all the debts 
were paid. 

* * 


Works Hard at Pleasure. 

Meantime Gates was enjoying himeelf. The 
harder the game, the better he liked it, and his 
dream in life was to control all the wire facto- 
ries in the United States. But, while this 
enormous task was on his hands, he was 
having as good a time as any busy man in 
the world. While other financiers were fall- 
ing from “ brain fag’ and nervous prostra- 
tion, Gates was out enjoying himself, for he 
works as hard at pleasure as he does at busi- 
ness. 

His poker games are historic. Besides that 
the passion for “taking a chance’ seems 
always upon him, 

Gates is, and always has been, passionately

fond of shooting, and he is one of the best 
trap shots in the-countty, in spite of his 
weight. One afternoon at Burnside, he was 
shooting at the traps. He bet $5 on each shot, 
® bunch of money on the general result, $5 
on which trap the bird would be loosed from, 
and while not betting on these things he 
amused himself by matching dollars with 
all comers. 

Gambling appeared to be his recreation, as 
well as his business, He would bet on any- 
thing, and, while matching dollars for fun, 
he was hatching great schemes. For it was 
John W. Gates who planned and conceived 
the great steel trust. : 

He spent his spare afternoons at Washing- 
ton park, where évery bookmaker knew him, 
and he was one of the familiar sights. The 
comic papers have pictured him with wads 
of bills sticking out of every pocket and 
the air full of twenties, with the bookmakers 
{n full flight, but he didn’t bet that war. 
Armed with a small notebook he wouid stroll 
along at the back of the betting ring, ¢ail 
over the bookmaker, whisper a name anda 
sum, and pass on. How much he bet no one 
but himself ever knew, until, later in the 
game, he gsi use betting commissioners 
to place his orders. He hated to do that be- 
cause he enjoyed the exci*ementand turmoil 
of the betting ring more than he did the thrill 
of seeing his horse win or lose. 

s om 
Uniting the Wire Mills. 

The year 1892 saw the beginning of his real- 
ly. great operations, and before the end of that 
season Gates had become some one in the 
world of finance. In one year he consol- 
idated the Iowa Barbed Wire company of 
Allentown, the Braddock company at Brad- 
dock, Pa., the Southern Wire company of 
Et. Louis, the Baker Wire company of Lock- 
port, Ill., and the Lambert & Bishop Wire 
company of Joliet, consolidating them into 
the Consolidated Steel and Wire company, 
with a paid up capital of $4,000,000. 

Apparently Gates was new to high finance, 
even in those days, as the actual paying up. 
of the stock shows. 

‘From 1892 to 1895 Gates managed the Con- 
solidated, which earned about 28 per cent a 
year on its capitalization, ara meantime, se- 
ecretly and steadily, he was buying into Ill- 
nols Steél, and, in 1888, he organized the 
Federal Steel company, took over the IIli- 
noia Steel preperty and Minnesota Iron com- 
pany, and the Lorain company. On this 


- $98,000,000-in stock and about $28,000,000 


bonds were issued, which figures show that 
Gates not only had progressed from the hard- 
ware store at Turner, Ill., but also that he 
was learning something from Wall street. 

Gates put through the wire consolidation 
just before the great trust era dawned. He 
realized that he had to work rapidly—and he 
worked. One example of the way he handled 
money during the days that he was forming 
the wire trust is shown. 
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Going Shopping for Factories. 

Everybody in the central west had a mill 
to sell—and Gates wanted all that were worth 
while Morgan’s millions were behind him 
at last. He wanted mills—and he got them. 
One day he started for New York with John 
Lambert. 

“ Let's stop off at Pittsburg and buy those 
mills,”” suggested Gates, 

They stopped. He. shopped around a bit 
and bought a couple, but the others were not 
for sale. Some one tipped it off that a big 
mill at Cleveland was for sale, so Gates 
telegraphed, asking the price. The answer 
came back $1,000,000. Gates at once wired: 

“Allright. Will take it. Come to Pittsburg 
and settle details.”’ 

On that one trip Gates and Lambert bought 
five more mills, paying cash if they could 
not get the company to take stock in the new 
combine. 

But these big things didn’t stop the weekly 
poker games of the “steel crowd,” which 
mostly were played at Elwood, UL, and of 
which some fabulous stories are related. 

Gates in a few weeks had succeeded in

Gates appeared to be doing well in the 
hardware business, but still he was not con- 
tent.

Immediately Gates, calmly play- 
ing with billions, proposed the merger of all 
the steel plants in the country. © Hill told 
Morgen and Morgan sent for Gates—the deed 
was done. Morgan and Gates worked to- 


gether and the result was the enormous.

At that time everything in 
the United States appeared to be rushing into

Tanner's Gorgeous Staff. 

The only time thay, Gates ever was active 
in politics was in Missouri in 1888, when he 
took a hand in the game for all it was worth. 
In a democratic state and against terrific 
odds Gates led the fight and managed to elect 
five republican congressmen from Missouri, 
@ thing almost unparaileled at that time. 

These five gave the republicans a majority 
on joint ballot in congress. 

But later Gates was indirectly in politics, 
and he once held a semi-public office. Hig 
friend, Gov. Tanner, appointed him ag one 
of the “colonels”’ !n the famous “ million- 
aires’ staff. Tanne>+.made up a personal 
staff on which, it is said, there were forty 
millionatres, and their initial appearance in 
Washington at the inauguration of President 
McKinley dazzled the capital. 

Never before was there seen such an array. 
But Gates was not entirely happy. It de- 
veloped subsequently that Van Cleave, the 
famous, planned a uniform for the staff 
which was to outshine anything worn by any 
military organization in the world. It is said 
that Worth designed it, and stole the ideas 
from a stage huzzar. At any rate it is said 
that the uniforms, including gold braid, cost 
something’ like $800 each, and there was 
enough goid on them to supply the mint fore 
day or two.

His Uniform Didn't Fit. 

The uniforms were delivered te the “ colo- 
nels " just as they were leaving Chicago ina 
special traih to dazzle Washington, and no 
one had a chance to try them on until the 
capital was reached. /Then the regalia was 
distributed and the “‘ millionaire staff” re- 
paired to their rooms to try them on. 

Those who were within a block of the Wil- 
lard that day declare that sounds from Gates’ 
room were appalling and that he yelled louder 
than Wall street did when ‘he squeezed the 
Morgan crowd wut o L. and N, 

Gates’ uniform was _built_to fit amidships, 
but the upper part of the gorgeous dress 
coat was planned on proportionate lines— 
and around the chest there were a couple of 
feet of unnecessary slack. 

Whether Gates called in a hurry up tailor 
or filled the space with pillows to make his 
chest measurement conform with his waist 
line is not told, but that day he helped para- 
lyze Washington. 
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Mystery of the “Double Cross.” 

In 1900 Gates pulled off acoup which never 
has been explained and on which is based the 
charge that he “ double crossed "’ his friends. 
Suddenly and almost without warning Gates, 
dictator in the wire business, shut down the 
biggest mills. Wall street was astonished. 
Stocks dropped like a shot? Many were 
squeezed—but a few profited—and it is 
charged that Gates scored for millions, 

At any rate, two days after Gates closed the 
mills the directors reopened them, and prices 
advanced. again. 

Gates never had pretentious offices in Cni- 
cago until the early nineties. He kept a mod- 
est suite up in the Rookery, and later he 
enlarged the brokerage house, with Orson 
Wells, who now retires with him, as tie 
active manager. 

Gates had made his millions in steel. He 
had seen, when he was a hardware merchant 
and then a wire salesman, that there was 
more money in Making goods than in selling 
them on salary. Now he began to see that 
there was more money in making and sell- 
ing stocks than in making the actual! steel 
and wire. Therefore he climbed out of the 
active manufacturing end of the business and 
got into the paying end of it—handling and 
manipulating the stocks. 

* s 
Gives La Salle Street Shocks. 

Gates had been a good wire salesman, and 
he made a better stock salesman. Financiers 
who had conducted business on the safe and 
conservative scalping plam were timid. 
Gates’ theory was right. He believed he 
could win by “rushing,” and he began to 
rush. 

He astounded La Salle street. People crit- 
icise Gates. Many call his methods crooked. 
But John W. Gates never has done a thing 
which he calls dishonorable—nor is. he 
ashamed of anything he has done, altheugh 
it might take a lot of convincing for some 
other men to look on them in the same way. 

But fn 1900 that old tragedy of his boyhood 
cropped up again in Gates’ life. Gates, the 
sensation of the financial age, whose reckless 
and brilliant manipulation of gold had 
startied the éntire worl, was “ enjoying him- 
self” at Saratoga one evening after “ bet- 
ting a million” on the races and a lesser 
sum at the faro tables when he saw in a news- 
paper a small item whic. announced that a 
man named Hill, whose real name was Alex- 
ander Jester, had been arrested at Shawnee, 
Okla. Steel trusts, millions, stock exchange 
intrigues, railway deals all were forgotten. 
Before nightfall Gates’ was speeding west- 
avard, and two days later he confronted Jester 
in jail. 3 

** Don’t remember me, 6h?” said Gates to 
the gray haired, gray whiskered prisoner. 
“TIT took you out of jail in Paris, Mo., and 
read the papers to you~’ 

Jester broke down and sobbed: 

“ God forgive me, God forvive ma”

Avenges His Brother's Murder. 

Gates, after almost thirty yeers, bad come 
to avenge the murder of his brother. Year 
by year, during all his romantic success, 
Gates had remembered the murdered broth- 
er. He had discovered that the brother, car- 
rying @ knife and. gun, and eccompanied 
by @ céllie dog, had been seen near Middle 
Grove, Mo., advancing westward with a 
preacher, who was accompanied by a buf- 
falo calf. The trail ended near Middle Grove 
and there, later, the searchers found a new 
made grave, and In it the body of the boy, 
Gilbert Gates, with ekull crushed. The boy’s 
knife and other belongings were found in 
possession of Alexander Jester, the preacher, 
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and he was arrested at Paris, Mo., where 
John W. Gates saw him. 

Jester escaped from the jail—and for thirty 
years John W. Gates had kept detectives 
scouring the earth to find him, and he was 
found, and brought to trial. 

The persistence of Gates is shown by this 
steady, dogged effort to find Jester, and that 
was one of the set purposes of his life. 

Gates was not satisfied with progress in 
Chicago. He had. everything organized, but 
the game was not exciting enough to sult 
him. He saw in Wall street a chance for 
more excitement—and profit. For people 
who know him well say Gates played the 
game almost as much for the love of it as 
for the profit.

Goes After Wall Street. 

His Chicago office was placed in the hands 
of his son—” Little Charlie ’’—who, se John 
W. Gates one said, “is being crained to be 
the greatest man in Wall street.” And J. 
W. Gates, backed by the “ Chicago crowd,” 
descended upon Wall street, openly deciar- 
ing war. 

Gates believed in rushing—and he rushed. 
For a time he swept Wali street off its feet. 
The headquartere of the“ crewd” waco ‘at 
the Waldorf, and there was sométhing doing 
every minute. Any one might have expected 
almost to see Gates shoeting craps with the 


‘head waiter in the “‘ Peacock walk” if the 


atories New York heard were to be believed. 

He wrested control of Louisville and Nash- 
ville frem Morgan; he wrestled in the stock 
market with the best of them. 

Dufing 1902 and the earlier montis of 1903 
Gates was the central figure in the world’s 
finance, and Wall street shivered with ap- 
prehenbion as to what Gates would do next. 

No-one know where he would jump. One 
night Gates and Charities Schwab sat telling 
each other poker stories in a hotel cerridor, 
and the next morning, on rumors resulting 
from thet, Celerado Fuel and Iren etocks 
jumped ten peinta 

Colorado Fuel and Iron was one of Gated 
hardest fights, and none ever will know how 
he fared. At least, after a desperate battle 
with the Osgoed faction, Gates withdrew in 
good order abd with all the honors of war.

Office Girl Is Promoted: 
Often She Becomes Manager 
By Della Carson. 


HAT becomes of the office girls? 
What chance has the young Woman 
who beging her business life in the 
reception room of a downtown of- 
fice to graduate into a better po- 

sition? : 
Hundreds of Chicago girls have asked 
themselves these questions since employers 
hit upon the plan of solving the. bothersome 
office boy question by substituting girls todo 
their work. As many as 1,000 girls in Chi- 
cago, ranging in age from 14 to 25 years, are 
employed to run errands, answer the tele- 
phone, attend the reception room, and look 
after the various other, duties that usually 
fall to the lot of the office boy. That these 
girls have a regular line of, promotion is'evi- 
denced by the fact that their ranks con- 
stantly are changing, and that they often 
step into better and more remunerative po- 
sitions is the belief of those who.are in a 

position to know about them,

Usually Attends Night School. 
The favorite ambition of office girls is to be 
@ bookkeeper or stenographer, and it is esti- 


mated that 90 out of every 100 office gir|s in 


the city are attendants at the night sessions 
of the ous business colleges or of the 
training school department of the woman's 
business exchange. Of the remainder some 
develop into bill and filing clerks, while a few 
become private secretaries to théir employ- 
ers, and occasionally there is to be found one 
at the head of a business in which she once 
was the office girl. 

The training school of the business wom- 
an’s exchange !s patronizedalmost exclusive- 
ly by office girls. At both the day and night 
sessions of the school are to, be found girls 
who are anxious to increase their earning 
ability by learning estenography and type- 
writing. Miss Cecelia Hentz, the assistant 


manager, says that many of the girls that 
study there are employed in downtown of- 
fices for as little as $4 or $5 a week, and that. 
some of them are compelled to exercise the 
shrewdest management in order to. get 
through. A six months’ course in the night 
schools costs $10, and when to this Is added 


-the cost of text books and materials the 


total is Almost prohibitive to some of the 
eiris. 


| One Girl Learned Dentistry. 
Most office girls begim when they are young 


and this gives them an opportunity to be-. 


come ‘thoroughly acquainted with the busi- 
ness of their employers. Sometimes they 
take advantage of this knowledge to a re- 
markable degree and at least one former 
Chicago office girl now is a practicing dentist 
in a little town of this state. Her name is 
Margaret Moore and of the profession in 
which she now is skilled she knew nothing 
a few years ago when she entered the em 
ploy of Dr. G. D. Davis in the Masonic tem- 
ple. While she worked in Dr. Davis’ office 
she studied dentistry during her leisure time 
and after working and studying in this man- 
ner for three years she knew so much about 
the profession that a few months in a den- 
tal college left her fully equipped to take 
up the work as a means of earning her liv- 
ing. 

Miss Hemz says that employers prefer girls 
for office work because they usually are more 
punctual and reliable than boys. . Eager to 
learn, girls devote themselves to the work 
with more earnestness, and as they are more 
orderly and well behaved around an office 
that class of youngsters who sadly record 
the death of their grandmothers whenever 
there is a ball game are finding themselves 
more and more restricted as to opportunities 
to work im officea, 


Worker’sLetter of Character 


of Little Use in Business. 
* | By H. Zollars. 


ETTERS of recommendation are one 
of the fallacies of the working world. 
When a worker leaves a job he thinks 
the first and most important thing is to 
get a letter of recommendation. He 

tries to get a good letter, but failing in that 
gets any letter he can. To many workers 
sucha letter is considered all important, a 
sort of open sesame to another job. 

The employer, however, does not regard 


‘these letters highly. Hand your letter to the: 


boss, then see if he reads it carefully. He 
probably will glance through it hastily, then 
ask a lot of questions. These questions will 
be searching. They may cover even the 
points that are brought out inthe letter. The 
boss wants to know for himself, not from 
another man’s word. 

An employer of hundreds of men was heard 
to say that he paid no attention to letters. 
As he expressed it: ‘‘I can tell more in a 
minute by asking a few questions than all 
the letters can tell me.”” This is the case 
with mostemployers. They talk face to face 
with the man they are about to hire, and use 
letters as corroborative evidence of their own 
conclusions. Mall your letter of recommen- 
dation to any employer and the probability 
is he will pay no attentiontoit. Ifthe letter 
were so important this ought to bring results. 
It is the man himself, the way he looks, talks, 
and acts, and not the letter that counts.

Corporations Ignore All Letters. 

The large corporations pay little attention 
to letters of recommendation. In many jobs 
with large corporations no letter at all is 
required. In others where such a letter is 
necessary there is aset form. A young ma- 
chinist was working for a small factory 
which was so small that the boss knew per- 
sonally all the men under him. He knew 
that this young machinist was honest, capa- 
ble, and ambitious to rise; that he used his 
spare time in studying. books devoted to his 
trade. When, therefore, the machinist de- 
cided to leave, not because of any disagree- 
ment with or grievance against the boss, 
but because he realized that his opportuni- 
ties were limited in a small factory, his em- 
ployer wrote a glowing letter of recommen-~ 
dation. This letter was presented to the 
head of the Pennsylvania railway shops, 
where the machinist founda place. Within 
a few days the mail brought to the little 
factory the usual blank tobe filled. The boss 
was surprised. Some time later, meeting the 
head of the shops, he asked him why it was 
necessary to fill out the blank when he al- 
ready had covered the points in his letter of 
recommendation. The Pennsylvania man re- 
plied: ‘“O, a letter of recommendation; I 


don't pay any. attention to them. I hire a 
man, and if he does his.work: properly all 
right., If he doesn’t I fire him. I don’t sup- 
pose I even read your letter.’’ 

One reason the employer pays such little at- 
tention to these letters is that the writer is 
not held responsible for what he writes. 
Many men feel that when an employé has 
failed with them, even though he merits dis- 
charge, they ought not to keep him from get- 
ting another job): Someof them think one fall 
from grace should notfollow a man wherever 
he goes. They will, therefore, give recom- 
mendatory letters tn order. to help the man 
on his way. Other selfish employers say: 
‘* Well, I found out to my sorrow what the 
man is, let the next man find out for himself.’’ 

Then there are some weak characters who 
are morally afraid to write a truthful letter 
telling of a man’s shortcomings. A driver 
was working for a butcher. This driver was 
sober, careful in filling his orders, and a hard 
worker, but he had atrifiing fault. He was 
in the habit of helping himself to a.part of the 
* unearned increment.’ For this reason he 
was discharged. When he asked for a letter 
of recommendation, the employer wrote that 
the man was sober, careful, and industrious; 
but refrained from telling that he was dis- 
honest. A dishonest man armed with such 
a letter is a danger to all employers.

Employe Solves Letter Problem. 

There should be some way invented for 
making employers responsible for what they 
write, even though the misrepresentation 
consists in not writing enough. This is a 
matter that merchants’ associations might 
take up with advantage to all concerned. 
For it is a detriment to the honest employé 
to have the dishonest man in possession of a 
letter that reads as well as his, : One way of 
getting around the difficulty was found by 
an honest and capable employ6. Whenever 
he left a job he would draw up a form, cov- 
ering all the points that he thought neces- 
sary in the job that he wished toget. It read 
something like this: 

I hereby certify that—John Doe 

is—is not—hone&st. 

is—is not—capable. 

is—is not—industrious. 

is—is not—sober. 

He handed this to his boss and told him to 
cross out the ‘‘is’’ or “ isnot ’”’ asthe pleased. 
a bad letter of recommendation, and some 
employés will present tucha letter, For,asa 
general rule, sucha letter merely indicates 
spite work, or a personal grudge on the part 
of the boss; but there are employers who will 
hire a man that has no letters whatever. 


“Spiff’ Selling Is Art; 


Salesmen Make Side Money. 
By George H. Manlove. 


ELLING of “spiffs’’ by salesmen in 

stores is a source of revenue that 

often adds much to the weekly salary 

and forms a legitimate means for the 

clerk to increase his income and at 
the same time assist his employer. 

* Spift’’ is a term that is undé¢rstood well 
by salesmen and probably is tieard seldom 
outside the stores. Spiffs are leftovers— 
goods that have passed the novelty stage 


“and are not staple. They are as good as ever, 


but their salable qualities haye declined 
until newer goods are more easily sold. 

When such goods appear in a stock a pre- 
mium is placed on their sale, and the clerk 
who gets them out of the store receives the 
premium in addition to his regular pay. 
They are marked low to move them, and the 
careful salesman who watches his chances 
can dispose of them often and thus profit. 

» 
“Sniff” Buyer Gets Bargains. 

Buying spiffs is not a thing that harms the 
purchaser, for the price he pays is fair and 
the goods are all right except that they no 
lenger are in the public oye, and the dealer 
would rather have his money than the goods. 
Often they are just what the purchaser 
wants, and often are preferred to the newer 
goods that are popular at the timé. 

One instance will fllugtrate the mutual 
benefit that may come from spiff selling. In 
shoe stocks most; sales are from the medium 
sizes, a unusually sehall and unusually 
large sizes are likely to remain unsold until 
the style may have hanged, They become

The man with a large foot or the woman 
with a small one may purchase these shoes 
at a low price when they are spiffs, and the 
salesman makes his commission, the dealer

A suit of clothes In a 


clothing store is left from a certain line, and 
with no inducement for its sale the clerks 


would work from full lines and neglect the

As a spiff the clerk has it in mind, and 
when opportunity presents for its sale he 
gives the purchaser a real bargain and col- 
lects his commission. It fills the bill, and the 
purchaser feels he has been treated well

Unload “Spiffs” at Holiday Time. 

At the. holiday time the clerk in a busy 
store may move a great deal of spiff stock fri 
the rush season and perhaps double his sal- 
ary. The goods are all right except that some 
factor of the trade has placed them in a posi- 
tion where they are likely to be neglected 
unless an inducement fs held out to the sales- 
man to make a special effort to dispose of 
them. =

People first advertised by word of mouth. 
This was before the day of the printing 
press. This form is now called “ salesman- 
ship.”” The written form is termed “ adver- 
tising.”” Custom has made the distinction. 

There are some who contend that salesman- 
ship should be placed first—that advertising 


is only ar incidental part of the selling plan. 


It &@ generally understood that the sales and 
advertising departments, while closely re- 
lated, require men who have had separate 
and special training—a peculiar fitness for 
each.

The salesman Who goes to hié customers in 
person is literally an advertiser. Suppose 
you are selling a new brand of soap. The 
trade knows nothing about it, therefore it 
would be out of the question for you to ex- 
pect a single order without first expounding 


the merits of your proposition. A strong/ar- ’ 


gument wowld be necessary to get the dealer 
to the buying point. This argument is an 
advertisement, and the details of writing up 
the order is merely incidental. 

But whether it is a new product or an old, 
established brand, advertising—written or 
spoken—is the power that delivers the goods, *

Good Training for Salesmen. 

A knowledge of personal salesmanship is . 
helpful to the man whoygwrites advertise- 
ments, though it is not absolutely necessary, . 
Qn the other hand, every salesman should 
know something about advertising. It will 
make him a better salestnan and give him 
a more thorough understanding of human 
nature. This knowledge will enable him to 
heip his customers solve their own little ad- 
vertising problems. Thus he gets closer to 
them and gains their good will. 

While it ts not always the case that per- 
sonal sajesmen make good advertising men, 
the trained writer of advertisements is in- 
variably successful “‘ om the road.” 

«il salesmanship is advertising. The act 
of selling is the culmination of the purpose. 

Business publicity is no longer a hit and 
miss proposition. It is a great profession, 
combining both art and-science. The suc- 
cessful advertising man knows how to reach 
the people; he studies human nature; he 
knows the facts about his goods and how to 
find the selling points. There is no longer 
any room for ene. What we want is re- 
sults.

MAN was lamenting the fact that he 
did not have enough money to permit 
him to carry on some business plans 
on which: he had set his heart. 
“'The poor man has no chance in 
this world,” he said. *‘ A man’s pocketbook 
is his best friend, and if he has no friend 
of that kind he might as well quit trying to 
be anybody or to get anywhere,” 

Which philosophical cortclusions have been 
reached many times by many men. Each 
time they have been reached they have been 
false. .They cannot be anything but false, 
and in the pages of the history of the real 
workers of the world there are to be found 
scores of refutations. 

‘Modest worth,"’ says the poet, 
slowly when by poverty oppressed.” 

But the significance of that line is not its 
declaration that the rise {is slow but that 
there is a rise atall. Everything else being 
equal, it stands to reason that the man who 
has money, plenty of friends, a secure place 
in the world, and all the other ingredients 
of success will go ahead faster than he who 
is by himself. 

The fault lies in thinking that the man 
who has none of the advantages will have 
none of the rewards. That many of the re 
wards come to him proof abundant and con- 
vincing can be found in history.

There lived once at the University of Ox- 
ford one Lydiat, a great divine and mathe- 
matician. He was such a worthy man that 
he was accorded the honor of mention in 
“The Vanity of Human Wishes.” which 
wonderful literary performance was sold by 
its author, Samuel Johnson, who happened

to be broke at the time, for 15 guineas, which

This great man Lydiat was forced into. 


poverty. by political persecution. Everything 
he had was taken from him. 
that during the last year of his life he lived 
in berrowed clothes. Yet he kept on pro- 
ducing master works. Poverty did not make 
him quit. 

Poverty had small effect upon Confucius, 
the greatest Chinese that ever lived and 
the founder of the Chinese philosophy of life. 
His early life was passed in grinding pov- 
erty, but he persev ered and made his way 
to the front.. When men think of Confucius 
they think of a most brilliant thinker sur- 
rounded by brilliant environments. It, is 
nearer the truth to say that during most of 
his life he had less than most men instead of 
ae shee drama there is no finer figure than 


that of David Garrick. He generally is re- 
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It ie recorded. 


garded as one of the most brilliant orna- 
ments that the stage of England ever has 
had. He came from a small town tn which 
his people were poor, and he was poor him- 
self for a great many years. Finally he 
amassed a splendid fortune. Some of his 
critics said that he saved money when there 
was no occasion forit. To such as these he 
used to reply: 

‘A man who once has been poor should 
make every effort to place his fortunes so 
that he never will be poor again. Poverty 
is a good taskmaster but a poor companion.” 

In modern times there are any number of 
examples which might be adduced in favor 
of the proposition that poverty brings out 
the good qualities in a man, and that poverty — 
should be endured without adding the de- 
pressing influence of muttering. 

The men that have surmounted poverty 
and in their threadbare coats have ridden 
on to fortune have been men who have spent 
precious little time sitting with folded hands 
kicking about their hard luck. They know 
that the man who perpetually Is telling his 
troubles cannot help but persuade others 
that he is a weaker vessel than he should be.

Rich MenOnce Were Poor, 

Almost every prominent lawyer in the 
United States has known in some degree the 
touch of poverty. There are men like Joseph 
Choate and Supreme Justice Holmes whose 
fathers were rich, or comparativ ely so. But 
most of the successful lawyers know what 
poverty means. And so do the successful 
physicians and the successful business men. 

There are few fortunes in American life 
that run back in the family far. Most of 
them have been made by the hands that hold 
them. Many others have been transmitted 
from the father. Some have come down 
from the grandfather. Few go back farther 
than that. Im older countries it is different, 
but the poor man of today in the United 
States is in the right place for a poor mar. 
His lot elsewhere would be worse. 

In the United States he need not remain 
a poor man. If he is a man of discernment 
he knows from his reading and from what 
he has heard that there have been countless 
men worse off than he who have gone ahead 
farther than he likely would have gone had 
he had money. He will have sense enough to 
see that it is not poverty of purse put poverty 
of brain, or heart, or soul that keeps a man 
in the press and mob and that prevents hinr 


from rising. And if he be wise he will con-, 


elude that one of the greatest helpers in 
the world, as well as one of the finest disct- 
plinary forces, is poverty —not too much of it,

This was les#*than met him during the con- 
struction of the “ south tunnel,” however. 
At the ‘beginning of the work on this tunnel 
where the old company had left off, a specia!- 
ly designed and ‘most powerful hydraulic 
shield was installed. This is a cylindrical 
coup fitted into the head of the tunnel and 
shoved along by hydraulic power. The real 
wall of the turfnel has to be built around 
the inside wall of this cup as it is shoved 
along. Openings with sliding doors are put 
in the shield to allow of the men going out in 
front to dig or blast., When they do this they 
haul the material through these openings and 
on out through the shaft. 

The ground was found so soft tn this work 
that these doors were ordered shut.and the 
shield was forced through the mud, pushing 
all material out of its way. Suddenly one 
night, without word or warning, the foreman 
plundered and ordered these doors opened.

River Breaks Into Tannel. 


Tn Py instant, before he sould close them, 
the Hudson river silt flooded through in 
water spouts, or, more accurately, mud 
spouts, of enormous size. They swirled in 
with terrific swiftness, rushing after. the 
terror stricken men, some of whom were en- 
guifed alive in the slime. It was stopped 
only by the concrete walls and steel doors 
of the alr lock, and not until the tunnel was 
packed with 100 feet of solid mud The head- 
ing was lost, the force was routed likewise, 
and disaster seemed to have overtaken the 
whole enterprise when Mr. Jacobs rushed to 
the scene. 

Hurrying to the American yacht Reliance, 
which had just been stripped to its mast, he 
purchased the mainsail and with it saved the 
day for the Hudson river tunnel In the one 
minute he had conceived the plan of stopping 
the apertureatthetop. Hurrying the nego- 
tiations for the sails, he actually sewed 
them together to make one great sheet, and 
gank it in the river over the head of the 
tunnel. He next filled in the top with clay 
dumped from the scows until the bed of the 
river was patched. The sails closed around 
the head of the shield, cutting off the flow of 
mud so that the mass on the inside could be 
removed and the doorways closed. Like 
this, all through his work, this engineer met 
what seemed to be crushing obstacles and 
defeat.

How Reynolds Won Success. 

Twice D. A. Reynolds, president of the 
Great Eastern Telephone company, Bas re- 
ceived knockdown blows in such a way that 
they eventually made his fortune. A mill 
business which he had helped his father to 
bulléd up when he was a young fellow of 
about 17 was lost to him at the death of this 
parent through the treachery of others.

Monthly Wages Are Best. 

I am 21 years old and have been doing 
housework fer the last four years. But only 
during the last two years have I been able to 
save money. I have a neat little bank ac- 
count and attribute it to the fact that during 
these last two years I have been paid my 
wages monthly instead of weekly. Five or 
$6 at the end of a week is apt to be used up 
before the end of the next week in small ¢x- 
penditures that really count for little. But 
when a girl receives $24 at once it means 
more to her. It is too largé a sum to be frit- 
tered away. ‘Therefore she is apt to put the 
larger part of itin the bank. Then, too, she 
remembers that for a whole month she will 
have no ‘ pay day,” and it develops the in- 
stinct of putting something aside for next 
week or the next week after. I figure out 
that a girl getting $25 per month is $25 richer 
at the end of three months than she would 
be had she been paid $6 each week for thir- 
teen weeks. I therefore ask every girl doing 
housework to*consider whether @ monthly 
wage is more valuable to her in the end, count- 
ing the impetus to thrift, than a weekly wage, 
and suggest if she decides it is, that she help 
to reéstablish the custom. —~

Wants Girls te Form Union. 

The ‘problem of the working girl which 
seems to demand the most thought and yet 
by far the easiest of solution, is the rear- 
rangement of working conditions which wild 
insure am equal basis for work done whetheP 
by man or woman. For there is not a réa- 
son why if a girl does the same work, an@ 
as well, she should not receive the same pay. 

The only ‘possible way out of this difficulty 
is a union. Why not? A union of working 
girls tf properly organized and conducted 
might just as well hope for the same results 
which all unions so far have met with. Mere- 
ly because the obedient machines who form 
the masculine end of the clerical force of the 
city are conténted with their dependence ig 
no reason why we should be, when we see 
what the united efforts of the other class of 
workingmen have brought about—the supe 
posedly lower classea of labor, who, howeve?, 
have proved their superiority over their clef 
ical brothers, unquestionably. 

But the sérious drawback to a plan of this 
sort would be the lack of interest displayed 
by the working girls themselves. Thereare 
some, of course, who through a genuine lik- 
ing for their work or through nécessity would 
do a great Geal to better conditions which 
they expect tq contend with permanently, but 
with the great majority this is notso. They 
have always af tinconscious security that 
s@oner or latér Edgar or-Chariey will come 
along,, and everything will be different, and 
they do come and evérything !s different, 
‘Their eight hour day ts extended indefinitely, 
and $10 becomes 10 cents.

Born Salesmen Are Few. | 

Despite the multitudinous “ schools,” and 
“ systems,” and “rules”’ for salésmanship, 
selling goods remains what it was in the 
beginning—largely a matter of personality. 
Enthusiasm, force, confidence, and the mys- 
terious ability to-impart these qualities to 
the customer are what makes the salesman. 
Personal magnetism, amounting sometimes 
almost to hypnotic ability, makes sales 
where, without it, no sale would be made. 
Some men possess this magnetism. They 
are the born salesmen, the natural “ con- 
vincers "* of their profession. They have no 
excuse for drinking, but their number is 
few. 

Other salesmen do not possess this force, 
and it is they who drink. In their normal 
condition they are too cold, indifferent, and 
deficient in enthusiasm. Thereis “ too much 
room between” the customer and them- 
selves. “They don’t ‘‘ get together.”’ No 
matter how hard they try, no matter how 
much and how earnestly they desire to sell 
goods, they can’t do it. 

Slightly stimulated by whisky they are 
different men. The whisky furnishes them 
with the warmth, ‘enthusiasm, and force that 
they lack. Their tongues are loopened; new 
ideas seethe fn their minds; they are filled 
with confidence tn the goods they are show- 
ing, their own abilities; and in the certainty 
of making a sale, and they carry the cus- 
tomer with them until the sale has been 
consummated. They know they are going 
to make a sale, and—they doit. Normal

Brings Ruin to Many. 

The temptation which they are subject to 
If they 
don’t drink they won't make good; if they 
do, they will.

Cold Weather Kills Gardens; 
_ Seeds Must Be Sown Again. 


_. By Irwin Ellis. 


HICAGO markets this year will have 
the latest home grown spinach, rad- 
ishes, and onions that have come to 
the consumers’ tables in at least 
fifteen years. 

Rillions of the minute seeds of these veg- 
etables have rotted in the cold, wet ground— 
two and three seedings have failed in this 
way. Some of the earliest of the planters, 
taking advantage of the first warm weather 
in March, sowed spinach and radish seeds, 
and the plants developed just in time for the 
frost, snow, cold rains, and chill winds. In 
gome gardens the plants survived frost and 
snow, but the raw winds, day after day, 
whipped the life out of them. 

May 1 should have seen the earliest of the 
home grown spinach and radishes. Chicago 
may expect these vegetables now between 
June 1 and June 15. In the meantime high 
prices may be expected to rule on these things 
shipped from a distance, perhaps with a cor- 


- yesponding lack of freshness to be noted.

~ Early Seeding Has Been Vain. 
Radishes, spinach, and onionsare the earli- 
est crops put in by the market gardener in 
Chicago. Even where a second and third 
ecedinig have been made it is accepted by the 
market gardeners that so far all early seed- 
ing has been in vain. On the part of such 
men there is a manifest unanimity in wait- 
ing until the weather is fully settled and 
warm. Onion seed are wholly given up in 
prospects. The only green vegetable in the 
‘Chicago market today is thea pea. Where

W. C. Bruce, manager of the west side de-: 


partment of Vaughn's, looks out upon Hay- 
market square, where the market gardeners 
of the city congregate with loaded wagons. 
For sixteen years or more he has not found 
such a condition in market gardening, or seen 
market gardeners so discouraged. 

“Every one tells me he is going to make 
sure of his warm weather before he plants 
again,” said Mr. Bruce. ‘‘ There are about 
5,000 market gardeners in Chicago, with 
anywhere from two to forty acres under 
cultivation. Except for the chance patch 
which may have stood the cold, every man 
I've seen says that reseeding is the only thing 
to do. 

“ Not only have radishes and spinach been 
ruined, but in the low rich lands, wherecelery 
and most other vegetables are grown, the 
land has been in such a condition most of the 
time that horses could not be driven upon it. 
In the best weather im March, when lands 
might have been plowed, it was so hard 
frozen on top that not until afternoon could 
plowing be done, delaying this preparation 
of the soil. Altogether it is the worst season 
I have ever seen for gardening.”

Tells Why Manager 


IMMONS & CO., the leather manu- 
facturers, omce upon a time had a 
general manager whose name was 
Zimmerman,’ said John Ford, one 
evening. “I remember Zimmer- 

men principally as a startling example of 

what an innate fool a man may be and yet 
win big success in the business world. Zim- 
merman was a fool. He wasa——fool. You 
take a foo! of this sort and put him in a gen- 

eral manager's chair in almost any sort of a 

house and you've concocted ways and means 

for trouble. That's one reason why some 
big houses have so much trouble. 

“ Zimmerman had complete contro! of the 
sales and office departments. The manufac- 
turing end of the house was in the hands ofa 
superintendent, but the rest of it, the selling 
and the accounting, were directly under the 
thumb of the general manager. The presi- 
dent and principal owner of the firm held 
more the position of a figurehead than any- 
thingelse. Zimmerman was the active power 
of the firm. 

“It wasn't a particularly big firm, none of 
your colossal plants. They did a $100,000 
business annually and had a good margin of 
profit on it. They paid Zimmerman $5,000

“Well, I came into contact with them 
through the solicitation of Zimmerman him- 
seif. Things were going wrong, andthe head 
had demanded that the manager straighten 
them up. He sent for me to help him That 
move alone proved him to be a fool of the 
biggest sort.

Sales Accounts Were Mixed. 
"The trouble seemed to be spread pretty 
well all over the office and sales depart- 
ment. There was a discrepancy in a whole 
lot of the accounts that looked mighty ugly. 
In a. new or loosely organized office full of 


new employés one would have been justified - 


in assuming that there was a big, well fixed 
ring of thieves: among the working force. 
But Simmons & Co.'s office was an old one, 
and they: prided themselves on their old em- 
ployés, their system of accounts, and the 
loyalty of everybody onthe pay roll. There 
wern’t any thieves among them, they said; 
at least they would have to have black and 
white proof and confessions and everything 
else to make them believe it.

“Three hundred hand bags was the discrep-

them. In a cheap, new office it would have 
looked like theft, as I say. At Simmons’ they 
were sure twas an error, and they were al- 
most as mad over the idea of the office 
falling down to such an extent as they might 
have been at the knowledge of robbery. 

‘“ Another specific case of trouble that had 
stirred them was in the buyer’s department. 
A delivery of skins that amounted to $1,100 
was the bone. The invoice called for ¥0U 
pieces. The shipment as actually received 
in the stock room of the plant was ‘S82 
bundles,’ not any specific number of skins. 
and the bundles contained just eight skins 
each, or a total of 656,for the shipment. 
This left a difference of 244 skins between 
the invoice and the delivery. Ordinarily 
it would have been up to the seller, but he 
showed conclusively that his order was for 
‘S§2 bundles,’ and he was sure that he had 
billed them so. But there was his invoice on 
file, and it called for 900 skins. Nothing was 
said in it about the number of bundles. The

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Freight Handler Poorly Paid: 
Small Hope for Promotion. 


; 


HE freight handler, or tucker, a8 he 
generally ig called, has harder work, 
longer hours, and is paid less for his 
services than a worker in any other 
branch of labor. A few years ago there 
was some’ opportunity for a trucker to ad- 
vance to a higher and better paying position, 
and he might have hepe of becoming a lead- 
ing. man in railroad work, but the opportu- 
nity for him to get any position higher than 


_checker or caller or foreman is a thing of 


the past. | 

The old time trucker usually was an Irish- 
man with good, strong muscles and plenty 
ef common sense, and it was not out of the 
ordinary for him to work himself into @ 
position of freight foreman with a salary of 
$100 a month in less than two years’ time. 
Now the Irish have been succeeded by Poles, 
Italians, and Greeks, men that have been in 
this country but a short time and who kpow 
little English. Some are not able to read or 
write, so their chance for advancing to ® 
foremanship is small indeed. 

A Greek will save more money than a man 
of any other nationality. They live usually 
six to eight in one room and spend little for 
food or clothing. Their lunch at noon hour 
usually consists of a loaf of bread and - 
fort sausages. In one of the larger freight- 
houses in Chicago thirty Greeks have quit . 
work to start restaurants or fruit stands in 


the last year.

Tracker Works 10 Hours a Day. 

Freight handlers may be classed in three 
divisions—the trucker, the caller, and the 
checker. There are about seven truckers to 
every checker and caller. The trucker is 
paid $1.85 for ten hours’ work, from 7 in the 
morning until 6 o’clock at night. 

If he has to work overtime he gets straight 
pay, and if he works but a few hours over-

&s he can. The foreman gets @ salary of 
$100 a month from the company, and perhaps 
makes about half as much more every month. 
It is said that in some of the freight depots 
every trucker turns over a certain amount 
of jhis month’s wages to the foreman for the 
privilege of working. 


Foreman Tales Toll from Trucker. 


The foreign trucker is é€asy prey for the 
unscrupulous foreman. If he refuses togive 


_ the foreman his monthly tax he is fired and

A foreman of one of the freighthouses here 
who has worked for the railroad in that ca- 
pacity for nearly ten years is sald to have 
five large flat buildings on the south side and 
to own property on the west side that he has 
accumulated in the last four years. It is said 
that this mtan has been collecting on an av- 
erage $75 a month graft’money from the for- 
eign truckers that work underhim. ~ 


time he is not allowed to eat any supper. It* 


is only when he has to work from five to seven 
hours overtime that he can stop work for 
fifteen minutes to get something to eat. Some 
truckers have worked as high as eighteen 
hours a day for weeks, but that is during the 
busy season, and the usual workday for the % 
trucker is ten hours. 

The next position upward in the freight 
handler’s ladder is that of the caller. He 
has charge of one door of the freight house 
and practically is the assistant to the check- 
er. He calls off the goods to the checker, both 
incoming end outgoing freight. He is paid 


20 cents an hour and works the same amount ~ 


of time as the trucker. His work is easier 
than either that of the checker or trucker, 
* . 
Werks Overtime Without Pay. 

The checker makes out way bills and sees 
that the different shipments are placed in 
the right cars by the truckers. His wages 
are $65 a month foren unlimited amount of 
work each dey. He is compelled to put in 
ten hours’ work, but if he does not finish his 
work in that time he works overtime and 
gets no extra pay for it. : | 

The officials of the reilroads think that if 
the checker was peid overtime for over hours 
he would loaf during the day, and with the 
system now in effect he will work hard all 
of the time, go that he can leaye the office 
by 6 o'clock. It seldom is that a checker 
gets away from his work until after7 o'clock 
in. the evening, usually after all the other 
men have gone home, and during the busy 
holiday season the checker puts in on an av~ 
erage five hours overtime every night for 
which he does not get a cent. 

The main requisite for a trucker ia strength. 
Not the usual amount of it, but extraor- 
dinary strength. At times he must haul on 
his truck single handed pianos that weigh 
close to 1,700 pounds and monumental stone- 
work that weighs nearly as much as the. 
piano. No ordinary man would think of lifit- 
ing these articles alone, and as a rule the 
truckers are marvels of strength. 

os . 
Soon Loses His Ambition. 

The majority of men that become truckers 
nowadays are men that have been used to 
hard work and who have no trade. and can 
find ‘nothing better to do. Once he gets 
started as a trucker, the chances are that he 
always will remain one, for. he must work 
ten hours every day if not longer, and it’ 
gives him no chance to look around for any 
other kind of work. As a rule when he has 
worked at trucking for six months or more 
he loses all ambition for any other kind of 
work. 

The: hardest work that.the trucker does 
is hauling pianos, stone machinery, and 
grain sacks. This kind of work always taxes 
his strength to the utmost, and occasionally. 
he gives up trying to carry these alone and 
gets another to help him. A number of men 
have injured themselves internally trying to 
haul these heavy loads and in one case in a 
freight house on the west side a trucker was 
known to have died from heart failure while 
hauling five sacks of grain that weighed 
nearly 1,800 pounds. 

There still are a few chances for a trucker 
to work up the ladder as caller, checker, 
assistant foreman, and foreman. If he can 
attain this last position he has gone as far

STOCK YARLS POLICE STATION. WHERE SERGEANT PRINDI VILLE JZZES GHOSTS THE HORSES 


IX Chicago police stations are haunted. 
Spooks have been seen’around some of the 
other stations at various times, but the 
six are haunted regularly. In one of these 
stations a patrol wagon driver resigned his 
position rather than continue in the ghost 
besieged headquarters where he was as- 
signed to duty. In another station one of 
the patrolmen, attacked by a ghost while he was sleeping 
in the “‘dog watch’’ quarters upstairs, fired at his tor- 
mentor and six gaping holes remain in the plastering 
yet as a silent tribute to his poor marksmanship. In 
still another station a shadowy intruder so worked on 
the mind of a policeman that he was driven temporarily 
insane, and had to be taken to a sanitarium. 

The Stockyards, Hyde Park, Grand Crossing, Engle- 
wood, Desplaines, and New Cjty stations are haunted. 
Of these the Stockyards station is the favorite retreat for 
ghosts, and it is admitted by the Captain and the sub- 
ordinate officers assigned there that the agitation for 
a new building was kept up principally by the hope that 
the station ghosts would disappear with the old head- 
quarters. Desk Sergeant William Prindeville, who has 
been at the Stockyards station for more than-ten years, 
has seen so many ghosts in bis time that he has become 
used to them, and rather enjoys their company.

Old Soldier Dies. in Basement. 

The first ghost made its appearance at the Stoekyards 
station one winter five years ago and was first seen on the 
night following the death, in the basement, of an old sol- 
dier. The old fellow, wort out by a long tramp through 
the snow, entered the station shortly after midnight and 
asked to be allowed to remain all night. Sergeant Prinde- 
ville, who was on duty at the time, told him to go down 
into the basement, where the ‘“ bojacks,”’ as they are 
known to the police, were sent when they asked for a 
night’s lodging. The veteran of many a hard fought bat- 
tle dragged his weary body into the warm basement, and 
in a few minutes was curled'up in what proved to be his 
last bivouac. Barly the next morning a number of 
“regulars,” who had seen him enter the basement the 
night before, found him dead and reported his death to the 
Officers upstairs. 

The next night, when Sergeant Prindeville sat dozing 
fn his chair, waiting for the dawn to break the night 
watch, and send him home to breakfast, he was startled 
to hear a slight rap on the door.

Detective John Shea, one of the most reliable and 
trustworthy officers at the Hyde Park station, nearly 
shot the rear end out of the police station one night wher 
& ghost invaded the sleeping quarters on the third floor. 
Shea had gone to bed shortly after midnight and was 
Sleeping soundly along about 2 o’clock when he was 
“roused by something tugging at the bed covers. The 
room was pitch dark and Shea, who was only half awake, 
did nothing more at first than to reach down with one 
hand after the disappearing bed clothes. ‘A few minutes

pressure. Slowly the extended hand cf the ghost gath- 
ered up the corners of his bed quilts and as slowly pulle 
them from him on to the floor. Then the ghost retreated 
to .its position behind the locker, where it could watch 
him with its one blue eye until he had gathered up the 
quiits again. 

Shea declares with all the vigor he can summon that 
he lay there eyeing that ghost for an hour. By that time, 
he says, his courage returned to him, and with his gath- 
ering strength he leveled his revolver at the hideous eye 
before him and then jerked the trigger. With the shoot- 
ing there was a commotion downstairs, where some of 
the other night men were playing cards, and across the 
street in the Holland hotel, where hundreds of guests were 
sleeping. 

With strides that,cleared a hair ™® steps at a time, 
Shea’s fellow: officers ran up to where he was sleeping 
and turned on the lights. Then, with the perspiration 
dripping from him, Shea pointed to the plastering on the 
south wall of the room, where six large holes had been 
bored by the bullets:from his revolver, and uttered the 
one word “ ghost!”’

Ghost Takes Harness from Horses. 


Patrol wagon driver Thomas Murnane threw up his 
job at the Grand Crossing station rather than put up 
with the ghosts that make their headquarters there. 
Until a year ago, when Murnane resigned, a ghost ap- 
peared regularly at the station every night and found its 
chjef delight in taking the harness off the patrol wagon 
horses. As required by the rules of the department, one 
team of horses is kept harnessed all night, and Murnane 
declared before he left the service that the black figure 
of a man entered the barn every night and calmly re- 
moved the harness from his eam. 

Murnane and the two othef men who worked on the 
wagon with him always went to sleep between the night 
runs of the wagon,.and on one of these occasions when 
he was new in the work the driver said he was lying 
on his cot thinking about what a man ought to do to 
become a good policeman, when he noticed a man walk 
into the stall occupied by his team adhd remove the har- 
ness from the backs of the horses. In the darkness Mur- 
nane thought the man was one of the police officers and 
that perhaps he had been wrongly told to keep the horses 
harnessed all night. 

‘The next morning he told’ the other men what he had 
seen and they only laughed at him, explaining that the 
visitor probably was “Johnny Reeves.’’ Murnane never

Every night regularly “Johnny Reeves” walked into 
the stall occupied by Murnane’s horses and removed their 
harness.

Every night,. he told them 
afterward, he lay in a cold sweat, watching the intruder

At the Grand Crossing station it is said ** Johnny 
Reeves’’ appears yet, occasionally, in the station barn, 
where he takes the harness from the horses. 

Denny Lang, one of the plain clothes men at the En- 
glewood station, was pushed out of bed and then chased 
several blocks down Wentworth avenue in his night 
clothes by a ghost one night last summer. Lang had been 
told that the ghost of a Polish laborer, who had been 
killed by a switch engine on the Rock Island tracks, just 
back of the station, had taken up its residence in the 
dormitory on the second floor, and that it cafried a bag 
filled with brick bats, with which to attack those who 
came near. Lang’ did not believe the story. He would 
sleep in the station just to show some of the cowards that 
no such things as ghosts existed.

Englewood Spook Throws Bricks 


About an hour after he had climbed into one of the 
iron cots provided for the men on reserve duty, Lang 
was startled by a heavy thumping on the floor under his 
bed. Peering out from under the covers to learn the 
nature of the disturbance, he was startled out of his wits 
to behold, over in the corner of the room, a life sized 
ghost, with fire balls for eyes and equipped with the bag 
of brick bats, just as the other men had described him. 
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Denny admits that he felt his courage oozing away and 
that he made up his mind at once that he had better get 
out in a hurry. 

With one leap he reached the head of the winding 
stairs and in two more was in the street and racing like 
wild fire down Wentworth avenue. After him, hurling 
brick bats, that bounced uncomfortably close to his heels, 
followed the angry ghost. Lang admits that he would 
have been running yet had he not reached his own home 
after setting the ghost a pace that was too hot to be 
followed, and since then he has not slept in the station. 

Recently the Englewood station was remodeled and 
the men say tHat with the changes the ghost does not ap- 
pear as frequertly as he formerly did. Even yet the 
officers at that station are chary about sleeping there un- 
less several of them are together.

Tramp’s Ghost in Cell No. 3. 


East Chicago avenue and the New City stations both 
are haunted by ghosts. At Desplaines street several years 
ago one tramp choked another one to death while they 
were confined in one of the cells, and since then the spirit 
of the murdered man has reappeared regularly to dis- 
turb the rest of the prisoners confined in the station. 
Among the derelicts who make a habit of sleeping at the 
tation in the winter time, there is a pronounced aver- 
sion to cell No. 3, where the tragedy took place, and not a 
one of the old timers will sleep there. They all say they 
would rather sleep in the street than in the cell, where 
they are roused by the groans of the murdered tramp. 

At the New City station a prisoner fell dead one night 
while he was trying to file one of the cell bars in two and 
since then the officers at the station say they often are 
aroused during the night by the sound of a file grating on 
iron. They believe the ghost of the departed prisoner is 
responsible for the noise. 

Nearly all the police stations have a ghest story, but 
not all of them have a real ghost. In some of the sta- 
tions ghosts have been made to order, as was the case 
at East Chicago avenue, where a telephone operator fixed 
up an electrical arrangement that scared a dozen of the 
police officers out of their wits beforeit was discovered. | 
In nearly every station one or more persons have died 
or Rave committed suicide and these facts give rise to the 
numerous accounts of ghosts with which the officers 
entertain themsélves while waiting at the stations on Tre< 
serve duty.

Seeks to Give Magazines to Blind. 

Yet, as a monthly magazine of general literature, 
this first magazine venture of the kind has a first 
issue of 7,000 eopies, in two editions of Braille and 
New York point, and, while eacy copy of the magazine 
is expected to cost Mrs. Ziegler $3 a year, the pub- 
lisher is seeking more names which may be put on 
the mailing lists. Every blind person in the United 

tes who can read the New York point or the 
Braille type may have a free copy of the magazine 
Mailed to his address. There are about 4,500 people 
im schools and in homes for the blind, and copies 
Wil] be sent to these institutions. 

Heretofore the great trouble with the periodicals 
--Such as they were—issued for the blind was that 
they were designed to interest the blind in their 
blindness. This new publication has for its pur- 
bose the taking of the blind one out ofghis blind- 
ness; to give him as far as possible the periodical 
literature concerning the doings of the world in gen- 
*ral; to give him a little news, literature, véPse, fic- 
tion—in short, to allow the blind person to read for 
himself, as the person of normal vision takes his 
reading, at first hand. 

How the blind have suffered for this class of read- 
ing may be suggested in the enormous difference in 
Cost between the ordinary edition of a printed book 
and a Braille or New York point edition. The print 
book which sells for $1 may cost $10 or $12 when 
printed in type for the blind.

Strange Manner of Printing. 

In the printing of this magazine the paper must be 
wetted to receive the impressions of the points. Theh 
it is subjected to a hardening process and dried; after- 
ward the pages are assembled and bound. At the pres- 
ent time the largest printing plant for the blind is at 
Louisville, Ky., where the New Yprk point issue is to 
be printed temporarily. The Braille edition for the time 
will be issued from the press of the State Industrial 
School for the Blind at Hartford, Conn. In the. Hart- 
ford institution most of the work will be done by the 
blind. 

At the present time the publishers are getting a big 
press into place in the offices at 1931 Broadway, New 
York, and when it is established all the work of the 
publication will be done there. There is no advertising 
carried in-the magazine, 4e Mrs. Ziegler expects to bear 
the whole cost of the publication.

Circulating Libraries for the Blind. 

How to reach all the blind wlio may be able to Tread 
the two type systems in use in printing the publication 
is the one problem of the backers of the magazine. | Ap- 
plications are invited from all parts of the United 
States, the one condition being that the applicant is 
able to read, and the one request being that if any 
blind person receives the magazine “who is unable to 
read, he notify the publishers of the fact. ' 

Following the ideas of the magazine and its purpose, 
the publishers are interestéd.in establishing a cireu- 
lating library for the blind in every state in the union. 
According to Mr. Holmes, $200 would be sufficient ias 
a nucleus in each state and with the plans he has‘in 
view he would be glad to get in touch with any one 
interested. As to circulating the books over a state, 
the government mails will carry all such books for the 
blind free of charge. ;

If we present 
to our right eye an image which looks exactly like the 
lamp shade for the wight eye, and to our left eye an 
image which looks éxactly like a lamp shade for the 
left eye, we shall imagine that we see the whole lamp 
shade bodily before us.

eyes, a clear three-dimensioned picture of distant places 
or buildings can be produced by the stereoscope.

Eye Tries 40 Harmonize Objects. 

There is a disposition on the part of our eyes to 
minimize extremes of whatever kind; to underestimate 


any deviation from a mean or average; consequently 
to vary our conception of the mean or standard condi- 


tion in such a manner that the deviation may seem. 


to be small rather than large. Thus, when we look at 
a thing which impresses us as being long or tall, the 
mental standard of iength is at once increased. It 
is not an uncommon thing for people visiting Switzer- 
land for the first time to express disappointment at 
the apparently small height of the mountains. 

A mountain of 10,000 feet certainly does not seem to 
be twenty times as lofty as a hill of 600. Though the 
observer is unaware of it, the mountain is estimated 
in terms of a larger unit than the hill. 

The lower of the two lines in figure 6 is just twice 
as long as the other, but it does not look so; each is 
regarded as differing iess than it really does from an 
imaginary line of intermediate length. 

In spite of appearances te the contrary, the two 
lines A and B in figure 7 actually are of the same 


length, also in figure 8, where the fallacy is intensified 


by duplicating the attached lines. In figure 8 a casual 
glance scarcely suggests that there is a line in the 
middle of the diagram. Tt is the same old illusion.

Every cyclist knows how hard it is to form @a cor- 
rect judgment of the steepness of a hill. A dead level 
seems +o incline up or down, and a gentle ascent may 
be taken for a descent, and vice versa. When we re- 
fer a slope to our mental image of a level we uncon- 
sciously give the mental plane a slight tilt tendimg to 
make it paralle] with the slope, trying to diminish the 
difference. Figure 9 is known as Zéllner’s liners. They 
are paraliel, but they do not look it. 

The mind’s standard of motion, particularly when 
it cannot be checked by comparison with some sta- 
tiomary object, is liable to deviate from the physical 
one, to. move in the same direction as the moving ob- 
ject. There is a remarkable illusion hinging on this. 
Two intersecting lines, the one upright and the other 
sloping, are drawn on a card as in figure 10. The card 
is to be held yertically before the eyes and waved up 
and down through a distance.of a few inches. The 
oblique line willthen appear to oseiliate transversely 
as if it were not rigi@ly attached to the card. This is 
the result of underestimating the speed of the card’s 
motion, 

Cut out a disk of white cardboard, divide it into 
two equal parts by a straight line throug! the center, 
and paint one-half black. At the junction of the black 
and white portions cut out a gap (figure 11), stick a 
long pin through the center and hold the arrangement 
by the pointed end of the pin a few inches above a 
printed page near a good light. Make the disk spin at 
the rate of five or six times a secorid by striking the 
edge with the fingers. The letters seen through th- 
gap will look red. Care must be taken that the disk 
does not cast a shadow upon the page and that the 
intensity of the light ts properly adjusted. This is one 
of many curiosities of our color vision.

With gathered rows of ribbon trailed all over it. The 
; should be gros grain, by the way, to be in the 
, fashion and to secure the pretty, frosty look. 
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There is a way to put this ribbon on. It is started 
in inch width three or four rows first on the bottom of 
the skirt—just a little way apart. Then there will be 
three rows of three-quarter inch set next, quite a little 
farther apart, and finally three rows of half inch width 
sét at just a trifie wider distance, which brings it nearly. 
to the waist. The slight variations in width and dis= 
tances give an indescribable look of grace and intricacy, 
which the eye feels, but does not take in all at once. 
It is just the little thing that makes all the difference 
that, where the amateur might try to get the same ef- 
fect with one width of ribbon, the artist both graduatos 


“it and widens the distance between it. 


The gathering of this ribbon is another point, as it 
should be done to look as much like hand work as possi- 
ble, without the usual stiff look of machine gathering. 
This can be done by leaving off the heading and by put- 
ting the thread into the extreme edge. 

The ribbon on the waist may be put on in shallow 
scallops, intersecting each other so as to give a pretty 
waving effect. The wide should be used so as to corre- 
spond with the full, close look at the bottom of the 
gown, and at some of the points of intersection little 
ribbon rosettes are placed. This pretty gown, like many 
this year, is cut Dutch neck, anda little guimpe will be 
furnished to go in when wanted. 

One attractive look ig gained in a gown of this ma- 
terial by using Valenciennes insertion for the yoke, the 
small bit of spotted lace being in pretty contrast to the 
plain net. Two rows of the same insertion finish the 
round opening, and the round yoke of the same, meeting 
it here, you can hardly tell where one’ begins and the 
other leaves off. A pretty idea in yoke making its to fill 
in between the rows of insertion with plain net gath- 
ered in tiny puffs. Footing of the narrowest variety, of 
course, should be used for this. The two or three rows 
of val. which are at the top of the open neck are edged 
with ribbon, as are the insertion cuffs which finish the 
short, puffed sleeves. The blue ribbon belt, with down- 
ward turning point, may have two or three rows of gold 
ribbon between the blue ribbon, which is slipped to- 
gether to form it. 


The prettiest effects imaginable are gained simply 


“from colored lawn, pale blue or pink, or pale yellow, 


which especially is popular this year—all by making 
them up with these lace elaborations, More particularly 
these are a yoke of lace insertion sewed together, and 
puffed sleeves of insertion covered with ruffles, and the 
connection belt—deeper than those of last year, also of 
the solid insertion. The top of the skirt is made of 
rows of lace running quite deep, and the bottom of the 
waist ends in the same kind of fitted lace. The two are 


molded into a perfect fit anc joined with a little narrow ’ 


beading. Such a dress ts lovely if it have but a little 
elaboration on the skirt—say, two or three rows of the 
insertion put on in shallow points. The bottom joins 
the knee ruffie, which is gathered full, with two or three 
deep tucks at the bottom. 

The tops of these skirts are tucked a little way 
down where they join the belt. The lawn also is treated 
to fine tucks where it joins the waist, and below this 
arabesques are set in. An elaborate shaped yoke which 
runs well down in front is a help in the effectiveness, 
and a gown can be got up with little cost at home if the 
graduate’s mother is one of the old fashioned needic- 
women, as basting alone is a fine art on these gowns. 
The lace, of course, has about so much money in it, and 
many yards of it must be used, even in some of the 
least elaborate dresses. 
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New Combination 
of Lace and Lingerie. 


OW the lingerie gowns employ Platte valen- 

ciennes is one of the dress stories of the 
season. It is the allover used as a foundation 
for intricate applications of embroidery 
which ts the prettiest and newest note in 
these gowns, and where the allover is not 
used some form of the Platte lace-or insertion is 
worked in. For example, rows and rows of two inch 
edge, rather shallow as to scallop, each stitched to a 
piece of white mull in which are narrow tucks, form 
the flounce which usually pieces out the lower part of 
the lingerie skirt—the upper part being a deep piece 
of eyelet embroidery. Dabs of this same lace are then 
let into the waist, using it as motifs between different 
parts of the embroidery. 

Sometimes in the formation of these dresses the 
deep flounce will be set at the bottom and the strips 
of Platte val. insertion will form the upper skirt, run- 
ning lengthwise and set together with a lacy beading. 
This will run a little above the belt, say about an inch 
above the waist line, where it will meet the gathered 
waist, also of insertions put together with beading and 
ruaning diagonally. Embroidery touches here are at 
the top of yoke and tops of sleeves. 

Another way is to use allover val. lace for the 
whole foundation of the waist. It is ctit in a simple, 
partly full little waist gathered into the belt and with 
short puffed sleeves, and then embroidery will be fitted 
over this, elther in motifs or bands, and forming 
much of the bodice and cuffs, and touching particularly 
the upper part and leaving the lower part of lace. 
Mere bits of it will be used in the skirt in this kind of 
a trimming seheme. Or, sometimes the top of skirt 
and bottom of waist will be formed of the lace and 
the top of waist and the bottom of skirt of an em- 
broidery flounce. 

In the most élaborate white waists the attached 
lingerie girdle fitted and fastened in will be shown 
again, and this is quite possible of making if an all- 
over embroidery with a big medallion pattern is 
chosen, The trend of these waists is to spread wide 
over the shoulder, and many of them are made entirely 
of embroidery except for frilled sleeves of a kiited 
and rather deep val. lace. These frills in most cases 
follow down inside of that magic opening under the 
arms which occurs in all] waists which are on the Gib- 
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gon Hnes—once so-called—and they nearly all are. 


Valenciennes allover is again seen here, and a 
waist will have its, belt, back, front, and shoulder 
bretelles of embroidery and also a cuff. The short 
puffed sleeves and the side part hardly showing will 
be built of the valenciennes lace. ; 

The new bretelles are built on the extension plan, 
that is, one short bretelle which extends over the top 
of the sieeve will be sewed to a more extensive bre- 
telle which extends to about the line of the bust itn 
front and the same distance behind. They each will 
be about five inches wide, and the inner one is attached 
to a front “plastron”™ which runs dowr into tHe belt and 
which practically forms the waist. One of the pret- 
tiest ideas is seen in the little bows that are tucked 
around into the fitted lace sleeves. They oftenest are 
of satin, but they can be of lawn and are made like 
the dainty Httle butterfly neckbowa 
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owns for the Woman of Forty. 


HE woman of 40 should wear a great deal of 
white, cream, ivory, and tinted whites—be- 
cause this is the age when all black fails 
her as a standby, and when colors, except in 
bits and touches here and there, prove un- 
becoming. 
is not necessarily too expensive. Here are a 
couple of suggestions that can be carried out by the 
woman ef moderate pocketbook. Get a white serge 
Eton suit of the wiry variety, not too coarse or too 
fine, but hard of twill. You probably can buy this 
ready made cheaper and get goods that will wear 
better than if you pick it out and have it made If 
you can secure.a good fitting skirt with a corselet top 
on it, have it shaped into points or scallops at the top 
of the belt, bringing the main portion of the belt part 
only a bit above the waist line. If it is an ordinary 
serge skirt match with a sewed-.on belt of the same 
with scallops of differing length running up from it— 
say in three lengths. Have fastened to the top of this 
a silk lined lace or net waist in the shade of cream which 
matches the serge, and you will easily convert ft into a 
princess dress which you could not duplicate and which 
will fit to you as one designed’ “in the whole” can hardly 
be made to do by the ordinary dressmaker, and the 
cost of it will be less than two-thirds that for which 
she will design and execute a three piece suit. 


One of the prettiest lace waists yet designed is of 
tucked net with Val lace sewed to the edges of the 
tucks, and you can get it in the shade of cream that 
matches the cloth to perfection.

Hints from the Ballet. 


N the colors worn under the HMngerie gowns 
one may study the ways of the chorus girl in 
the scheme of deepening the shade as the 
jining gets nearer the waist.

inexpensive way out to the woman who would wear 
white. It is the comparatively fine kind—bobbinet Brus- 
sels net, as it used to \be known. It is not every one 
who remembers that this lace will wash—really go into 
the tub, that is, without disastrous results. It comes 
seventy-two inches in width and on sale days can be had 
for 68 cents. Make a little skirt and waist of it, with 
a lace yoke, and with deep lace fitted in to combine 
the waist and skirt into a princess. This lace need 
not cost over 75 cents a yard and will be pretty. Line 
the whole thing with an ordinary quality of white 
mull, putting in a few bones in the waist lining. With 
this last cut out at the yoke and hemmed down low 
and a narrow black velvet band set at the top of the 
collar the prettiest and most becoming dress possible 
is achieved.

Hints Worth Taking. 


In making a simple shirt waist, with a ki- 
mono sleeve attached, try making the’ sill under- 
neath take the place of a lining. The silk of a 
waist that is buttoned behind, for instance, is made 
as usual, unfilled except on the shoulders, and the 
usual sleeve put in. The kimono sleeve is then 
set around on the silk, attaching it under the arm 
and using the waist itself for its foundation. This 
is easier and simpler than cutting the goods out 
under here and using a separate lining, or half lin- 
ing, to attach the sleeve to. The strip which forms 
the kimono sleeve should be held in narrower at 
the bottom to ease the arm.

Having moved into a house with few closets 
I went to the shoe store and bought a box 
50 inches long, 24 inches deep, and 21 inches 
wide. I removed the cover and in the bottom 
of the box put a layer of wadding spread 
liberally with sachet powder; then I lined the 
entire box with pink paper cambric. Next I 
sawed a broom handle just twenty-one inches 
long and fastened it with screws (from tho 
outside) six inches from the end and exactly 
in the midde of the side pieces. When I 
stood it on end I had a fine place to hang 
both skirts, waists, and jackets, for the rod 
will hold ten coat hangers. I lined the cover 
of the box to match the inside, put hinges 
on, and a little brass catch so the door to my 
wardrobe could be kept closed.

This state of affaira really is a good thing 
for the peace of Chicago. A housewife is 
compelled to keep on good terms with her 
neighbor, the nearest one at léast, else she 
will have to hang up the wash in the base- 
ment or in the old style. If there happens 
to be a vacant lot between two houses, the 
women of two families contribute a pulle 
apiece and twenty yards* of clothealitt. 
Then they use the contrivance on the part- 
nership plan, doing the wash on different 
days of the week.

There is a locality out on Fortleth avenue 
where a mixture of colors in the air may 
be made out from a point two miles distant.

Fifteen Years Ago— 


Housewives thought it a sort of disgrace to 
gend out work. The weekly washwoman was 
relied; upon. She came at 8 and usually 
worked with greater or less energy until 5. 
Then, as time went on, she grew more dicta- 
torial: refused to do odd pieces of work, such 
as scrubbing off the porch; claimed her 
right to quit at 4; and, waxing more and 
more important, finally in many cases 
brought along some of her own washing and 
surreptitiously slipped it into the general 
hamper. At 4 the flatiron would be dropped, 
the apron off, and my lady of the tub would 
leave her work, withthe washing machine 
full of dirty water, the clothes line up with 
some of the wash still flapping in the wind 
the wash boiler coated with little drops of 
water, ready to rust in little rust spots later 
on, the wringer screwed up, instead of un- 
screwed—all thie unless the woman of the 
house was ubiquitous all day. 

Of course there are exceptions. Noble 
characters cam exist under a laundress’ garb 
as under an ermine cloak; and some few 
types of the worthy washwoman as the ex- 
isted in Chicago a score of years ago, still 


One such woman has worked fn the same 


locality for twenty-five years, and has blessed, 


many a household with her cheerful, con- 
ecientious work. Her price is $2 a day,’and 
she more than earns it. After her day’s 


work is over she will go to a restaurant and | 


cook *““short orders” and help around tif 
late at night; and all for the sake of the 
* chiltern.” 

This woman, like many another worker of 
heroic mold, is sometimes imposed upon. She 
told me: “One day last winter Mrs. : Y. 
wanted me bad. It was Monday and she had 
a heap of clothes; and Mrs. Y. never can 
stand it if the wash ain’t out on Monday. 
When I got there the fire was out In the fur- 
mace and the basement wae flooded—the pipes 
had broken—and it was a fine, cold day. I 
had a pain in my chest at the time, but I 
couldn't disappoint Mrs. Y.'on a Monday. 
So I fixed up a hox to stand on and with my 
feet in the water I washed. out a fubful. 
I put ’em on to boll. and as I turned back 
to the tub with another basket full of clothes 
I fell and they picked me up out of the 
water. ‘Rum for the doctor, quick!’ called 
Mrs. Y¥. And before I knew it I was on the 
road to the County hospital. ‘Twas a blow 
to me pride. Mein theCounty hospital when 
my children would ‘a’ paid. for me at the 
Mercy hospital if they had known!’ ’ 

I afterward. saw this woman's children. 
One is a cashier in a large establishment, a 
pretty, refined girl no one would be ashamed 
t6 own, and the son, a manly, intelligent 
fellow, has a responsible position on a rall- 
road. And the upbringing was all done by 
the unaided efforts of a poor widow, a worker 
at the’-tub. «°° 

Were all workers of such a character the 
Chicago housewives would rise and call 
them blessed, and would execrate any ore 
who would put them to work under insani- 
tary conditions.

Workers are hard to find, but the hone. 
wives now have the upper hand, and the 
old bugbear washilay, the blue Monday, is 
becoming extinct; for the clothes can besent 
out to be done up almost’as economically 
as they can be done at home. 

Now is the time when the fine laundress is 
reaping the harvest, and the poor worker 
has become the scrubwoman, and is relegated 
to large offices and buildings. 

Aside from the fact that the patient house- 
wife has grown impatient, there are other 
causes that contribute to this end: the day 
of lingerie hats and dresses, the fashion of 
wearing fine linen and laces, andthe demand 
for perfectly laundered, immaculate work> 
Braing and intelligence are needed at the 
washtub in this era of dainty frocks, and the 
work of doing the family wash has become 
too complicated a process for the untrained 
woman of ordinary intelligence. Specializa- 
tion has invaded the laundry as it has taken 
possession of other regions in the working 
world. There is a fine knowledge of the use 
of the best starches, of the best soaps, of the 
best methods of bluing and rinsing and eun- 
ning and drying, that is a sort of intuition to 
some women, which must remain a mystery 
to the unskilled, haphazard worker.

The 
16x5 inch is the most convenient size, and it is 
well to choose boxes of such depth as you 
prefer the slices of your cake to be when 
cut. NotJless than two inches deep, and three 
is better. Line each box with manila paper 
well greased, pour in the batter, place a 
thoroughly greased manila paper over the 
box, and put on the pasteboard lid. Place the 
boxes in a slow oven and keep there until the 
cakes are done through, nolonger. This will 
require at least five hours. When baked 
through the cakes will come from the oven re- 
taining the fruit flavor without a scorched 
atom about them and no hard crust to waste, 
and they will cut into beautiful, even slices 
of a convenient me - size.

One Flower— 


To come into possession of its old time pop- 
ularity is the sweet pea. It deserves all the 
attention that is given to it today. It is 
beautiful, free flowering, deliciously fra- 
grant, and easy of cultivation. 

To grow the sweet pea successfully, ag 
ttle trenches five or six inches deep as soon 
as the ground can be worked im spring and 
sow the seed, covering it ightly. When ger- 


mination takes place and the plant has 


reached a height of two or three inches, 
draw tn the soll about it, amd continue to do 
this from time to time until all the sofl taken 
from the trench hae been returned to it. 
Darly sowing gives the plants a start while 
the ground is moist and cool, and the filling 
in gets the roots far emough under the sur- 
face to keep them moist after the dry 
weather sets in. Give the vines a coarse 
meshed wire netting to cling to, and cut off 
all flowers as fast as they fade. This is im- 
portant, for if the pliant is allowed to perfect 
séed@ they will throw all their energies into 
the process and you will get but few flowers 
after the first crop. Do this systematically 
and your plants will continue to bloom until 
cod weather comes. The more flowers you 
cut the more you will havetocut. There is

“It is wonderful how easily everything 
comes right when you have the right man 
with the right mind for it—how the story 
tellg itself, how the characters come to life, 
how even the faitures in the cast cannot con- 
fuse you, though they may disappoint you. 
An@ Mr. Forbes-Robertson has certainly not 
escaped such failures, even in his own family. 
I strongly urge him to tmke a hint from 
Claudius, and make a real ghost of Mr. Ian 
Robertson at once::for there is really no 
use in going through that scene night after 
right with a ghost who is so solidly, com- 
fortable and dogmatically alive as his 
brother. The voice is not a bad voice, but 
it is the voice of a man who does not believe 
in ghosts. Moreover, it is ahunegry voice; not 
that of one who is past eating. There is 
an indescribable complacent little drop at 
the end of every Hine which no sooner calla 
up the g© of purgatory by its words, than 
by fts smug elocution it convinces us that 
this particular penitent is cosily warming 
his shins and teasting his muffin at the 
flames, instead of expiating his bad acting 
in the midst of them.

“Mr. Forbes-Robértsoh’s own perform- 
ance has a continueus charm, interest, and 
variety, which are the result not only of his 
own familiar grace and accomplishment as 
an actor but of a genuine delight—the rarest 
thing on our stage—in Shakspeare’s art, and 
a natural familiarity with the plane of his 
imagination. He does not superstitiously 
worship William; he enjoys him and under- 
stands his methods of expression. Instead of 
cutting every line that can possibly be spared 
he retains every gem, in his own part or any 
one else’s, that he can make time for in a 
spiritedly brisk performance lasting three 
hours and a half with short intervals. He 
does not utter half a line; then stop to act; 
then go on with another half line; and then 
stop to act again, with the clock running 
away with Shakspeare’s chances all the 
time. He plays as Shakspeare should be 
played, on the line and to the line, with the 
utterance and acting simultaneous, insepa- 
fable, and in fact identical. Not fora moment 
is he solemniy conscious of Shakspeare’s 
reputation or of Hamilet’s momentousness 
in literary history; on the contrary, he de- 
livers us from all these boredoms instead of 
heaping them on us. We forgive him the 
platitudes, so engagingly are they delivered. 

“ His novel and astonishingly effective and 
touching treatment of the final scene is an 
inepiration from the fencing act onward. 
If only Fortinbras couk? also be inspired with 
sufficient force andi brillianmcy to rise to the 
warlike splendor of his helmet and make 
straight for that throne Hke a man who in- 
tended to keep it against all comershe would 
leave nothing to be desired. How many gen- 
erations of Hamlets, ali thireting to outshine 
their competitors in effect and originality, 
have regarded Fortinbras and the clew he 
gives to this kingly death for Hamlet as a 
wildly unpresentable blunder of the poor, 
foolish old Swan, than whom they all knew 
so much better! How sweetly they have 
died in that faith to slow music, like Little 
Nell in ‘ The Old Curiosity Shop!’ And now 
how completely Mr. Forbes-Robertson hag 
powled them all out by being clever enough 
to be simple.”

New York.—[{Special Correspondence. }— 
There are two reasons why the new play of 
“The Primrose Path’ may prosper, and 
two why it may not. It has intensely emo- 
tional passages in a story of a girl's broken 
heart, and Margaret Wycherly to give all 
possible poignancy to them. But the man in 
the case, although meant by his author to 
be regarded as worthy of ardent love, is 
basely, cruclly faithless. This is one of the 
adverse reasons, as audiences can forgive 
@ lover for any other wrongdoing, from petty 
larceny to murder in the first degree, but 
not for recreancy to the girl who dotes on 
him to her own disaster. The play ends woe- 
fully for the girl, yet not with such a piti- 
fal Geath as has carried many a play like 
“Camille” and “ Kast Lynne” to tearful 
success, but with her relinquishment of the 
recreant fellow to let him marty an heiress 
happily. That is the other reason for popu- 
lar rejection of the work. If you have given 
any study at all to the methods of fiction 
making, either in books or for the stage, 
you can see readily why the fate of this 
strong drama can’t be foretold. 
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Margaret Wycherly is an English actress 
who came here several years ago to intro- 
duce the whimsical plays of Yeats, the Irish 
Maeterlinck. The Bayard Veiller, who has 
written ‘“‘ Thy Primrose Path’’ and put it 
on the stage, is her husband. He has made 
her Joan, an English rura)] lasé, who “ the 
primrose path of dalliance takes " with Ned, 
an American artist, while he paints her as 
a figure in the primrose path of a Devon 
landscape. The path leads her to Paris with 
him, but not to a paragise of love, and al- 
most to a perdition of hate. This teaches 
no moral or religious lesson; it sets forth a 
common case of mating without marrying; 
and it lets Margaret Wycherly, hitherto in 
my fond fancy a Yeats angel of literary en- 
lightenment to the stage, become a quite 
mundane sinner. However, Margaret has to 
get a living; and the theatrical world sure- 
ly owes her a good living, for she is an ex- 
ceptionally fine actress, with all of Margaret 
Anglin's emotional power (I name this other 
Margaret because the Margarets are re- 
markably similar in rdles of passion), and 
she has much more than Anglin’s technical 
facility. Pray excuse an oldish man—mind 
you, I don’t say old—for measuring by stand- 
ards of the past, but Clara Morris has re- 
mained in my memory as the greatest of tear 
starters, with Margaret Anglin as the near- 
eat present approach to her in crude, out- 
bursting emotionalism; but when Margaret 
Wycherly—

Hold on. You can’t understand the situa- 
tion without being told about it.

The poor creature may have to hang 
in this distressing condition for a day or two 
or even a week."’ 

This is what trapping means—this is what a 
woman's furs cost. 

And after trapping we come to what is the 
darkest stain on our American civilization. 
We come to the story of the cattle on the 
great ranches. I could tell you much from 
my own observation—much that I have seen 
when merely passing through these regions 
on my way to the Pacific coast from time to 
time. I have geen more than enough to prove 
to me that all that has been said, all that can 
be said on the subject cannot exaggerate the 
horror of the actual facts. But it might be 
claimed that I am misinformed or that I am 
@ mere sentimentailist. Let me therefore 
quote from a letter:from a distinguished 
citizen of Montana, who says that “‘ No hu- 
man tongue can portray the miseries and 
sufferings that have come from what is 
known as pastoral stock raising in the United 
States,” and that “Human greed is the 
cause of all this suffering of plains cattle, 
and so long as the people of the land quietly 
submit to it without protest the business will 
pada: gona while there is money to be made 

m it.” :

Dr. William O. Stillman, preeident of the 
American Humane society at Albany, N. Y., 
whe@is accomplishing. splendid results in in- 
vestigating and exposing the facts as to the 
condition of the cattle on the plains, under 
the title of “A Record Unparalleled for 
Greed and. Heartlessness in the Worid’s His- 
tory," writes age follows: 

“The Spanish and Mexican bull fights, 
which Americans self-righteously condemn, 
are trifies in suffering compared with ihe 
slow agony of millions of live stock which 
ali winter long fight unaided for life on the 
Western cattle ranges. Countless numbers

. to Montana, which are on 
the extreme verge of starvation. They will 
continue to starve slowly untilspring. Hur- 
dreds of t will die, and the rest of 
those starving will almost die, bur 
not quite & every year. Stock- 
men count regularly on a certain percentage 
of lose from starvation, thirst, and cold. 

“ There is a disposition on the part of many 
people in the weat and a few people in the 
east to affect to believe that statements like 
the above are largely exaggerated and are 
caused by an excess of sentiment rather than 
by real conditions of suffering. The anti- 
cruelty crusade is past the stage of maudlin 
sentiment. Misrepresentation is not neces- 
sary in cases like this. The actual condition 
ig too unutterably and unbelievably bad. 

“Let me quote the statement of another 
westerm man concerning these conditions. 
The following was written by ex-United 
States Senator Paris Gibson of Great Falls, 
Mont.: ‘Add together all the sufferings of 
the animals in the eastern and central states, 
the tortures Infiloted upon horses, dogs, and 
all the domestic beasts of field and city 
streets, and you have not sufficient cruelty 
in your enumeration to equal one-half the 
sufferings of the freesing and starving cattie 
on our western plains when the terrible 
storms come upon them and prevent them 
from securing food and shelter. No human 

ind can comprehend the ee of suffering 
c during one winter storm, that leaves 
tens of thousands of skeletons of cattle upon 
these plains; and this picture only faintly 
tells the story that God alone realizes in its 
awful truth and anguish.’ ” 

According to the report of the United States 
bureau of animal! industry, there were in 
1904 over 48,000,000 cattle In the United 
States. I am giving the figures in round 
numbers. Of these cattle over 30,000,000 are 
range stock. To be range stock means that 
cattle must take care of themselves as best 
they can from December to April, when the 
ground is covered with snow and there is no 
shelter and not a drop of water to drink. In 
nearly all cases not a pound of hay is pro< 
Mo ap nor a windbreak or shed, nor ever a 
well. : 

The range cattle business in the United 
States covers about 18,000,000 square milés, 
This is almost thirty times the size of all New 
England. A great part of the area of eighteén 
states and territories is occupied by it. The 
value of the range stock represents over 
$500,000,000, not to mention nearly $100,000,- 
000 In sheep. 

Such are the conditions which confront hy- 
manitarians. It was much the same forty 
years ago, only now the conditions for the 
eattle are much worse than they were then. 
Streams have been fenced off by barbed wire 
fences and much of the land has been fenced 
in. Ten times the number of cattle now are 
dependent upon the same soil. Water has 
been taken for irrigation. The shallow rooted 
prairie grass is trampled under foot and 
gnawed to the ground by starving mouths. 
And yet the number of cattlemen increases, 
and their indifference, or blind stupidity, con- 
tinues just the same, while their losses in- 
crease. They expect to loge from 5 to 15 per 
cent by starvation anyway. If it becomes 
from 25 to 50 per cent, it merely is a bad year. 
The number of skeletons dotting the ‘great: 
plains ie nothing to them, except that they,

owners of these range cattle can be educated. 
They can be made to see that if it is a pleas- 
ant thing for them to have three meals a day 
and comfortable beds, it is wrong for them 
to have their helpless beastsdeliberately ex- 

to conditions where lingering death 
inevitably must engue, These respectabie 
men bitterly resent any criticism. One promi- 
nent western newspaper; when its attention 
was called ta these conditions on account of 
recent writings of mine, jauntily remarked 
that I would better center the efforts of the 
humane world on the factory and mining 
towns of New England, where human beings 
are grqund down year after year. There is 
more suffering in one winter day among the 
thousands of dying—and starving but not 
dying—cattle of the ranges in the west than 
could be.represented by any two yeare of 
suffering among factory and other operatives 
in the east. 

These conditions should be exposed. There 
ig no blacker stain on the civilization of this 
nation than js represented by this deliberate 
and unfeeling sacrifice of stock in unnum- 
bered quantities in @ species of commercial 
gambling. These respectable citizens, own- 
ing the range stock, take their chances on 
septal heey : ving red starvation and frost 

. O Day them a profit. The re 
they are indifferent to. " " 
i. 


q have before me & word picture by a man 
living in the west for a great many years 
who is familiar with present conditions af- 
fecting Mve stock. “Imagine,” he says, “a 
single animal in December, already gaunt 
from hunger, cold, and thirst—of the three 
thirst is most terrible—imagine this wretch- 
ed creature wandering about on an illimita- 
ble plain, covered with snow, with nothing 
to eat except here and there, buried under 
the snow, a sparse tuft of scanty, moselike 
grass; eating snow for days and weeks be- 
cause there is nothing to drink; by day wan- 
déring in the snow, by night lying down in 
it; swept by pitilese winds and storms; 
always shivering with coki, always gnawed 
with hunger, always parched with thirst, 
always seaching for something to eat where 
there is nothing, always staring with dumb, 
hopeless eyes, biinded, swollen, and fester- 
ing from the sun's glare on the wastes of 
snow. Imagine that and imagine yourself 
enduring one hour ofit. Multiply that hour 
by twenty-four. Multiply that period by the 
slow moving days ané nights from December 
to April—if life lasts that long. Multiply 
that by forty millions, and you have the 
statistics of brute suffering in this one way 
for ome year and every year in this un- 
speakable trade."’

This is what I call the blackest blot upon 
our ofvilization. It is a condition which 


cries aloud for immediate remedy. I think 


this correction can be brought about, first 
through the rousing of public feeling on the 
subject and then through legislation. As 
one writer from Montana says: ‘ Deter- 
mined opposition to this barbarous business 
should come from the east, after which the 
law should be invoked. In my opinion, if the 
newspapers and magaziens of this country 
would ascertain the truth as to this busi- 


ness and deal with the subject as they would

than they could provide food for 


by proper legislation.” : 7 

And a man from Oregon, writing to the 
Fortland Journal and commenting upon 
statements contained in an article of mine 
which had appeared in the paper, declared 
that he * was in a position to know that the 
writer in no way overdraws the matter of 
which she writes, nor does she tell one-hun- 
dredth part of the suffering to which the 
poor dumb creatures are subjected, nor yet 
does she speak of the disease and death that 
are caused the human family every year by 
the unmercifyl exposure to which these great 
cattle arid sheep barons subject their stock.” 

This man, who is in the midet of the exist- 
ing conditions, writes further that “ there are 
only two waye which I can see in which this 
trouble, cruelty, and dishonesty can - be 
stopped. The first is to clothe men with power 
who have strength enough to perform their 
duty to go out on the range and prosecute to 
the last notch of the law every men or 
woman who causes his or her stock to suffer 
by carelessness. Second, a bill might be 
passed by congress which would pro- 
hibit any party or company of parties 
from keeping more stock of any _ 
an 
a paftial shelter for in the winter. Andéd all 
sheiter needed by range stock can be provid- 
ed cheaply and manently. But this bill 
must be got up by eastern representatives, 
as no man could be sent to congress from 
here who would be even suspected of giving 
hie support to such a law. 

“If we ever get such a law you easily can 
see it must come from the east, and it is a 
question if ever our lawmakers from there 
will give us the needed relief until pressure 
is brought to bear on them by the medical 

ession for the safety of the human fam- 
ily. Still, I do believe if a few of our eastern 
senators would come out here in the spring 
and look at the miserable, sickly condition of 
dogs, coyotes, and wolves which feed on the 
carcasses of those animals during one of 
these. winters, they easily would see the 
danger which lurka in the meat.” 

It is to bring about the betterment of these 
terrible conditions that Dr. Stillman and the 
Humane society are striving at present. 
Money is needed, however, in order to carry 
on the investigations and give publicity to 
the facts. Contributions, no matter how 
small, will help the work, and Dr. Stillman 
has authorized me among others to receive 
whatever sums persons interested in the 
great undertaking may care to give. Such 
contributions may be sent te me at 12 West 
Fortieth street, New York, at any time, and 
they will be immediately forwarded to Dr. 
Stillman. That the contributions may be 
liberal is earnestly to be hoped, for, while 
this is supposed to be an advanced nation, 
there is nowhere else in the world where 
dumb animale are made to suffer as they are 
here. There is no paraliel in the history of 
misery of our cattle on the plaing, 

Whenever I contemplate these fearful con- 
ditions I feel full of sympathy with Mr. How- 
ard Moore when he writes: “I cannot ex- 
press myself when I get to thinking about 
these terrible crimes that man is inflicting 
year after year on millions of his helpless 
brothers, I become indignant and despefate. 
. - . Lam ashamed of the race of beings to 
which I belong. It is so cruel and bigoted, so 
hypocritical, so soulless and insane. I'd 
rather be an insect—a bee or a butterfiy—and 
float in dim dreams among the wild flowers 
of summer, than be @ man and feel the 
wrongs end sufferings of this world.”

Every week from 800 to 1,200 theatrical 
‘folk arrive in Chicago, to abide a week, perr 
haps two, more probably three, and often for 
many weeks. Possibly theater patrons have 
wondered where these wanderers who flit all 
over the country to amuse or entertain them 
live during their residence in Chicago. 

The Auditorium, the Annex, and other first 
class hotels catch the stars, the managers, 
and the higher paid members of the troupe. 
But only a small percentage of the army 
goes to such places, either because they are 
not well enough paid to afford such luxuries, | 
of because they desire to economize. Of 
course, when grand opera is on, the great 
hotels are filled with the high priced singers, 
but in the ordinary troupe not one intencan 
afford the prices. e 

The chorus, as a rule, seeks the “ theatrical 
boarding house.” If the ordinary Chicagon 
started out to find a “ theatrical boarding 
house” he might hunt the city over with 
small chances of success, although almost 
any actor on the road knows exactly where 
to go. There are houses in the city that 
thrive and prosper, and are filled continually 
with theatrical folk. A Chicagoan might not 
be able to find them, but if he should happen 
to ask a chorus girl whom he met in Reno, 
Nev., she could tell him exactly. 

It is this information bureau that exists 
among stage people that enables the theatri- 
cal boarding house to flourish. One actor, 
passes the word along and the landlady who 
may have entertained an actor or two almost 
by accident, suddenly finds theatrical peo- 
ple coming to her place every Sunday morn- 
ing, inquiring for quarters forthe week. She 
may be mystified and wonder how it all hap- 
pened, but her place will be marked “ the- 
atrical boarding house " from thence onward 
and a steady trade assured. 

The booking agents and house managers 
in the theaters keep a list of theatrical board- 
ing houses and are ready to furnish informa- 
tion to stage people when they are seeking 
quarters. There are dozens of houses that 
are filled each week with stage folk in Chi- 


But the cheaper downtown hotels catch a 
proportion of the ‘' army.”’ There are 
some hotels that cater almost exclusively te 
the trade, Hunt’s hotel is a favorite among 
vaudeville people, while the Sherman always 
is filled. The Union is known as a theatrical 
house and@ the Saratoga catches a big part of 
that trade. One always is‘ certain to find 
actors in the Bismarck, and the Briggs house 
gets a number. 

On the west side, the boarding houses up 
Washington boulevard contain many play- 
ers, in the popular priced houses, and the 
Jackson hotel is a favorite with the actors in 
the Halsted street theaters. On the south 
side there are a number of hotels thatfac- 
commodate actors from the popular priced 
houses of that section. 

Up the north side the Westminster, the 
Clarendon, and the Grand Palace are favor- 
ite hangouts, and the boarding houses on 
Erie and Ontario get a weekly influx.
